which that Bleſſed Patriarch revealed- at his 
Death- in theſe words, viz. that the Scepter ſhould 
rt depart from Judah, nor a Law-giver from between 
his feet till Shiloh came. Next Moſes told the Chil- 
dren of 1/-ael, that God would raiſe up. a Prophet 
of their Brethren like unto him, and. that unto 
' him ſhould they hearken. Nor were the Jewiſh 
Ceremonies from time to time any other than 
es and Figures of our Bleſſed Saviour ; as 
* that of the Brazen Serpent, the Scape Goat, and 
others, and as the time of his Birth grew nearer, 
the Praphets had a more Lively and Divine Know-

under divers and ſundry Names ;. for as the Pro- 
Phet has it, God himſelf declared that only :» Juda 
was his name known, and from thence the City of 
Feruſalem was called the holy City by reaſon all the 


Tribes. once a year at the Feaſt of the Paſſover + 


went up toWorſhipand that no other place for the 
General Aſſembly was appointed. v3 
Eight days after the Birth of our Bleſſed Lord 


and Saviour, he fo far ſubmitted himſelf to the 


Cuitom of the Zews, or rather to the fulfilling of 
the Law, as to be Circumciſed,. and his was name 
called7eſns,as theAngel had foretold at the time he 
brought the joyful Tidings to the Bleſſed Virgin, 
when he declared unto her that ſhe \ſhould Con; 
-ceive -by the Holy Ghoſt,and that. the Power of 

the Higheſt ay Days wag her. But long he 

. had not been bornbefore the Powers. of Darkneſs, 


foreſeing their Kingdoms fall,raiſed up a Perſecut-- 


tion againſt him, inſpiring wicked Herod with 
Diabolick Rage to. purſue the Life. of him fron 
"whom whatever was created had' had. its prime 
Original. And although the Bloudy Tyrant

51. obedient or ſubject 
unto thgm; eyen according to the Evangeliſts till - 
the 3o year of his Age, it being upon the year of 
Jubilee which was by the Jews held as the great

But well perceiving that the Goyer- 
nour was rather inclined to favour the People, 
than to do Juſtice, he thought it moſt convenient 
to Appeal to Ceſar, which was a uſual Cuſtom 
and due Priviſedge to fuch as were either Kamans 
or 'free of Rome. Whereupon he is ſent to Rome, 
when on the Coaſt of Melita, now Maita, in the 
Lybian Sea, between Syracuſe and Africa, the Shi 

ſuffered Wrack;yet God gave him not only hisLife, 
but the Lives of all that were with him in the 
Ship. When he came on ſhore,he was kindly receiy- 
ed by the Barbarians,who,when they had ſen him 
ſhake of the Viper, that faſtened to his hand, and 
thereby receive no hurt ; they fayed amongſt 
themſelves, he was a God.

Which the Prq- 
conſul hearing was amazed at his Courage, and 
commanded the Cryer to Proclaim thrice in the 
midſt of the Theatre, that Polycarp was a:Chriſtian. 
But this- not at all appeaſed his Enemies, who 
thirſted after nothing more than his Blood, -and 
thereupon deſired the Proconſul that he might be 
thrown to the Beaſts; but he alledging the time for . 
the Game of Beaſts was paſt, they prayed that he 
might be expoſed to the flames to which aſt he con- 
fented ; and thereupon the multitude led him away, 
Crying, this is that Dottor of Aſia, the Father of the 
Chriſtians, the overthrower of our Gods,who hath taught 
many, that our Gods are not to be Adored. Every 
one of, them fetching wood from their Shops and 

Houſes. 
When the Pile was raered, the Holy Man put of 
his Apparel being aſliſted therein by the Faithful 
Chriſtians, that came to take their laſt Farewel all 
of him, ſtriving to touch his Body, as accounting 
it no ſmall Honour. When/ he was naked, the 
Infidels offered to nail him to the Stake ; but hede- 
fired them to forbear, ſaying, Suffer me even as I am, 
for he that has given me ſtrength to come to this Fireqwill 
give mepatience likewiſe to perſevere therein,without yohr 
faſtening me with Nailes. Upon which he put up his 
Prayers to Heaven, with great Fervency giving 
all Laud and Praiſe to God,” that he had been 
pan to bring him to ſucha glorious End,where- 
y he knew that he accounted him worthy to ſuf- 

fer for his Names ſake. | 

When he had ended his Prayer, the Tormen- 
tors kindled the Fire, the which though ages 
car- 
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fearfully to the Appearance of the Beholdets,. yet 
it bent Archwiſe,and touched not his Body, which 
at that time ſent forth a fragant ſmell like Fran- 
Kiricenſe, when as the Cruel Perſecutors perceiv- 
ing he-ſtood uninjured by. the Flame, their 'Rage 
increaſed, whereupon they called a Torifientor, 
who with a Spear run him into the Body ; out of 
which Wound iſſued ſuch a ſtream of Blood, that 
It quenched the Fire ; to the great Amazement of 
the Beholders. Yet the Malice of the Jews proceed- 
ed farther, for they, not content with his death, 
ſtirred ups. NVicetes to move the Proconſul not to 
deliver his Body to the Chriſtians; leaſt ( faid 
they) they ſhould forſake the worſhiping 'of Feſus and 
worſhip him, Whereupon the Proconfal ordered it 
ſhonld be Conſumed to Aſhes. And thus' Ended 
this good Man, who died Anns Chriſts 150, chang- 
ing his Mortal for Immortal Life. «© +

mane. Sciences. He lived in oyr Saviour's time, and 
he it duwg rope the Death of our bleſſed Lord, be- 


holding. the dreadful darkneſs that then happen- 
ed, fag. that eether the God of Nature ſafftred, or 
that the frame of the world would be difſolved.. And. 
farther, that God unknown inthe Fleſh did ſer; for 
whoſe cauſe the Vpiverſe was covered with thick: darks 
eſs. And yet at that time; he was but a Heathen ; 
yet being cheif Judg of the Court of the Aremparires, 
ſeated. on the hill of Mars near Athens, he was 
there Conyerted by. St. Paul, at whit time the

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"J Oftir Martyr was born at Neapolis, a City in 
j 3:26 Country of Paleſtine, being Son to Preſaxs 
. © - Bachwms,z who during'his Nonage cauſed him 
to beinſtry ay learning who by his Acute Wit 
and ready: wadenſtanding, attained to ſuch per- 
k£tion, that. be became a famous Philoſopher /: 
But ,not rgiting. there, he ſought for ſomething 
More Divine,,.and thereupon tryed moſt of the 
Schoolsand Learned Men of that Age.. Infomueh 
that for hus\more than ordinary acquirements he 
WAS ©: Frarghvg pRthat Say bien : but lea 
ew. up to Pe years,, he ſtill contemplating 
upon the £it. d of Divine Beings 3 at laſt it plea- 
ed God to put in with his Holy Spirit, and-bythe 
.means of Saving Knowledge, to give a right un- 
ſtanding of what before he beheld buf dimly. 

"The means that firſt bronght him to embrace 
Chriſtianity, was his beholding the conſtant un- 
daunted and Couragious ſuffering of ſuch as laid © 
dewn their Lives for the Teſtimony of the Lord Jeſus. 
He being thus. .grounded , . ohne day as' he was 
walking upon the Sea-ſhore,' he met an old man 
of Venerable Aſpe& ; who after ſome Diſcourſe 
told him, That Philoſophy could not dire& him 
to Heaven, for that it was a Science that' was 
clouded from the true Knowledge, of God, and 
Eternal Life. And upon reaſoning with him a- 
bout the immortality of the Soul, 'and a future

Rate of Happineſs, he ſo Confirmed him, that he 
from that time was a ſtrift Profeſſor of Chriſtia- 
nity and a great oppoſer of Hereticks and ſuch as 
fomented diviſions 1n the Church, by his Learning 
confounding their Arguments in ſeveral Diſputa- 

tions not only at Epheſus, but in many other places. 
\. He drew upan Apology in the Defence of the 
Chriſtian Religion, ſhewing the unlawfulneſs and 
wickedneſs of Perſecution, which. he ſent to'the 
Emperor and Senate of Rome, as alſo he ſent aLet- 
ter to Urbicius, Lieutenant of the, City, in de- 
fence of the Chriſtians, and the Religion they 
profeſſed, charging him, that he put men to death 
only for their bare Profeſſion, and that without 
any due Examination which was contrary both to 
the Laws of God and Man; and, oy laying open 
the Holy Lives of the Chriſtians, i far prevailed 
with the Emperor, that he ſent Letters to his Go- 
vernours in Aſia ſtri&tly charging them not to put 
-any to death for their Religion, unleſs there were 
ſome notorious Crimes proved againſt them. | 

After his having painfully preached the Goſpel 

in many Countries, at laſt he came to Rome, where 
hehad many Conteſts with the Philoſophers and 
Sages 3 and was at laſt by the procurement of one 
Creſcens, Condemned and accordingly ,Beheaded, 
Anno Chriſti 139, and as Epiphanins has it,-,under 
the Reign of Adrian him+lE having ſome: time . 
before Prognoſticated his own death. And ſo fell 
this Faithful Labourer in Chriſt's Vineyard-; ©; ;/{/

| IRE NEUS. 
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Renens was born in Aſia, though his Parents 
were Grecians ; who, as Tome think, fled thi- 
ther to avoid the ſtorm of P tion. 'In his 

green years he was under the Tutorage of _Poly- 
carp Biſhop of Smyrna, who as you have have heard 
ſuffered for the Faith. 

Growing up to Maturity, he went into France ; 
where he was ordained a Miniſter of the Church 
at Lyons; and there taught and inſtrufted his ' 
Flock even'in the moſt perilous times z not only 
by reaſon of the Perfecutions that were raiſed b 
the Heathen Emperours , but by the Troubles 
that happened by reaſon of the SeCts and Hereſies 
that ſprung up; yer he fo wiſely ordered his Af- 
fairs, that in a ſhort time he brought things into 
a peaceable condition : when, after the Martyr- 


| dom of Photinus,he was by the General conſent of 


the Brethren made Biſhop of Lyons, where he 
continuing for the. ſpace of 23 years brought a 
number over to the Faith of Chriſt, and con- 
founded the Dottrine of the Hereticks, as Monta- 


| - mus, Theodoſius, Alcibiades, Maximilian and others; 


who ſpread abroad their Infeftion to corrupt 
Chriſtianity : after Which he ſent Letters to E- 
leutherius then Biſhop of Rome, to deſire him to be 
diligent in keeping the Church in perfect Unity. 
He wrote five Books againſt Hereſie, wherein he 
likewiſe ſet” down "the damnable Doctrine of the 
Hereticks, ' G3 "*_ 1 
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= & The Lifeof St. Ireneus. 


After he had fat Biſhop for ſome, and difpen- 
ſd with many difficulties, God was pleaſed to give 
Peace tg his Church, but it continued not Tong for 
after the death of Commudas, Severks DETeRE; 
he raiſed up the fifth Perſcntior! ; during which, 
the Chriſtians went to wreck on all ſides, but 
eſpecially at Zyons : Inſomuch that, by reaſon of 
the aneiber that were 'flain, the Blood in abmm- 
darice ran. down the Pavements ; - when, after 
; ſome time, this Holy Man being taken, with ſeve- 
ral of his Chief Friends, they were led to the top 
of a Hill, on which were placed Croſſes on one 
hand, and Idols on the other ; and they put to' 
their Choices either: to embrace the Idols, and 
 live,or-to be Crucified- : upon which they ep 
choſc the latter, faffering Martyrdom Ano iſe 
182; and of renews his Age 60, or as fome* will

Ertullian was by Birth: a Cartha wat "mY 
ſcended of N oble Parentage,, Fath er 
| being a Centurion of the Proconſular 

der 3 an Office, in great, eſteem aniongſt the: 
mans. He in: bis youth gaye himſelf wholly to 
ſtudy and attained to ſuch, Perfeftion, that he was 
admireq by all men, his Praiſe belng left iv T 
Record by many of our Modern Ivins. 

At his firſt entry upon Chriſtianity be was chats 
a Presbyter z in which ſtate he continued teach- 
ing and inſtruCting ſuch as he could , in the Pringt- 
uu of Religion, tillabout the middle of his Age, 
being a great oppoſer of the Sects of Hereticks, 
which then began to ſwarm in moſt Countries 
where the Goſpel had been planted. He living 
in the Perſecution under Severus, was a great de- 
fender of the Chriſtians from ſuch as ſought 
their Lives, not only by his Arguments even. $0 
the Convincing of their Adverſaries, but alſo by 
protecting them from their Rage and Malice, 
and by his Godly -perſwaſions ſo wrought upon 
the Emperour, that he was contented to ſtay the 
Perſecution for a time, during which interview 
he wrote ſeveral excellent, Books againſt the He- 
reticks; ſome of which are extant to this day, 
and'eſpecially that, De Corona Militvy, which: he 
wrote upon the occaſion of a Chriſtian Soldier's 
refuſing to wear a Lawrel Crown upon his head, 
11 Token of Victory alledging, that, it did not

ay Chriffians to wear Crowns in this Life, 
s manner was to pray thrice a day. 

In his Writings abqat Death, Judgment, Hea- 
ven and Hell, his tells us that when he was a Hea- 
then he ſcoffed at thoſe things that he now prea- 
ched, and that therefore he did perceive that we 
were not born but made Chriſtians. 

Ls verſion grew by Reading the Scrip- 
'S, and duly welghing them ; declaring that 
Jatever, was done was in them foretold ; -and 
Fs Coavefod, on, he was taken.up. Night and 
Day. &ading- and Expounding them ; getting 
them f far the moſt part by heart, yet notwith-

Rigen was Born of Chriſtian Parents, Amo 
i189 being Son to Leonides who trained 
| him up in all good Literature, and fo well 
inftruted him in the grounds of Chriſtianity, 
that he-in .a ſhort time was too hard for his 
Teacher ; at which his Father inwardly rejoyced, 
though he outwardly ſeemed diſpleaſed,and would 
often whilſt he was ſleeping: kiſs his naked breſt, 
a = Temple wherein the Holy Ghoſt had choſen to 
well. | 
Whilſt he was yet a youth the ſtorm of Perſe- 
cution grew loud againſt the Church, by which his 
Father was taken from himand carried to Priſon, - 
whom he would have followed at the peril of his 
own Life, had not his Mother, by hiding his 
Cloathes,reſtrained him ; yet he writ to him ear- ' 
neſtly admoniſhing him to continue faithful unto 
the end, and not alter his opinion, as indeed he. . 
did, being put to death for Chrifts ſake, and. had 
all his Goods confiſcated. ' Whereupon his, Mo- 
ther being left to ſhift for him and his Brother, 
They for a while ſuffered extream penury ; inſo- 
much that he was obliged to maintain himſelf by 
keeping a School, where he at leafure hours great- 
ly improved his ſtudies ; when a'while after Pro- 
vidence fo ordered it, that both he and his Mo- 
ther, together with his Brother, were entertain- 
.ed in the Houſe of a rich Matron, whereat his 
coming he found one Paulws a Heretick, who by 
his . courteous demean had gained great repute, 
nor

not only with the Lady bat with many others 


. who frequented-his/Lectures. Yet Origen all that 


in him lay ſhunned his Company, and would ne- 
ver be perſwaded to joyn with him in Prayer, his 


_ daily bulineſs at ſpare times was to viſit ſuch as 


were impriſoned for the Faith, to Inſtru&, Com- 
fort, and Releive them ; and uſually followed 
them to the place of Execution, though he greatly 
endangered himſelf thereby : Being once catried 
in infor to be Roned to death, but God miracu- 
lonfly delivered him from the hands of the Hea- 
then multitude, and prevented their wicked pur- 
poſe. Nay, iſo extreamly was he hated by the 
adverfaries of ' the Church, that oftentimes a 
Guard: of Souldiers were obliged: to watch the 
Houſe where'he was for his ſafety. 

He along time continued at the before-mentio- 
ned houſe, Preaching to, and Exhorting thoſe 
that .came to. him. A number daily reſorting, 


not only of men, but Women and Virgins; up- 


on which to avoid Temptation he Gelded him- 
{elf, as miſapplying the Text wherein *tis faid, 
ere are ſome that make themſelves Eunuches for the 
King dom of Heaven, for which raſh A& of his 

he was afterwards upbraided by his Fellows. 
+Abont this time the Church of Achaia, being 
mych vexed by the Hereticks, Orzzen was ſent 
thither by the Brethren, with Letters which im- 
powered him to be aſliſting to extirpate the He- 
rehe,and make, up the diſcord that was happened. 
When 1n his Journy he was by. the Biſhop of. Pa- 
leſtine made a Presbyter, when he was arrived 
there he grew ſo famous, that not only the Chyz- 
ſtians, but the-Heathens came far. and, near to 
bear* him Preach, which 1 much Eclipled the 
ame

fame of Demgrau the Bykop,; that he ftrove by 
all means to diſgrace him'; ard thereupow publifh-/ 
ed ſeveral ſcandals of himi to the Wortd, and 
amongſt the reſt that of gelding himſelf. Yet 
the Holy man. like the Palm-tree; the more'he 
was oppreſſed the more he grew, continning 'to 
Preach in Paleſtize, and Caſarea; where Manmad 
the Emperours Mother hearing of his fame, ſent 
for him, and by,his InſtraQtions was confirmed-in 
the Faith. He 1t was that reclaimed St. Ambroſe 
from his Hzretical opinions. | 

_ Certain it is that he ſuffered many great af- 
fictions during the Perſecutions ,. as Impriſon- 
ment, Racking with Iron bars, Confinement irs 
Dungeons and the like ; with many ' terrible ' 
threats of death, when at laft heating that feve- 
ral Chriſtians were carried'to the ' Temple of an 
[dol in ,Mexanaria to burn Incenſe, he ran thi- 
ther and earneſtly exhortet} them rather to faf- 
fer death' than conſent to ſuch a wickedneB} . 
where he was no ſooner arrived; but the mult- 
tude let go thoſe they had brought thither, and 
taying hold of him they haled him to the Altar; 
and there propoſed, that he + wonld either offer 
Incenſe to the Idol, or defile his Body with an 
ugly Black-more ; whereupon being in a 'great 
ftraight they forced the Cenſer into his hands, 
and whilſt he trembling held it, they in the'like 
manner obliged him to caſt the Incenſe into the 
hire; upon which they all bawje@out, Origen has 
Sacrificed, Origen has Sacrificed,,'wpon which the 
Church | Excommunicated bhim,:- which ſo mach 
grieved him: thay-had he not been ſupported by 
the Divine Spirit he had 'fallen- into deſpair" & 
long time he mourned in filence and much Wy

his| Prayers and 'Lamentations being yet ' extant 
thigh too tedious to be here inſerted. © © 

After *he had: continued. thus penitent a long 
, he was again received into favour and whilſt he 
continued at Alexandria, a Meſſenger came from 
the Governour of Arabia -with Letters to the 
Leiutenant of Agypr-to haſten him thither, to re- 
 folve the Governour in ſeveral particulars, of 
which he ſtood much in doubt ; whether he'was 
immediately diſpatched, and ſo confirmed the Go- 
vernour that he gave him many rich preſents, 
there likewiſe he Inſtrufted many, Converting ths 
Infidels, and Confuting the Hereticks, who 
taught that the Souls and Body dyed together, and 
' ſo at the laſt day waild riſ# together. There 
likewiſe Theodorw and Athenodorus ' became his 
Diſciples, and gained ſo much under him, that 
ſhortly after they were made Biſhops. And now 
the Church began to have reſt, but her Capital - 
'Enemy was Idle, but ploting all ways imaginable 
to diſturb her peace, inſomuch that Deci ſuc- 
ceeding Philip in the Roman Empire, he raiſed up 
another Perſecution. In which amongſt the reſt, 
Origen ſuffered many great aMiCtions, as Impriſon- 
ments, Rackings, Scourgingsat Iron-ſtakes, dark: 
noiſome Dungeons ; and his: feet for ſome days 
ſtretched two yards aſunder in the ſtocks, all 
which he patiently ſuffered for the ſake' of his 
Bleſſed Maſter, who had ſhed his precions Blood 
to. purchaſe his Redemption, that ſo he might 
| follow him to #hoſe erernal Manſions be went before to 
preparey for all vans pon wp love and ferve him; nor 
can'it be imagined that this great Pillar of the

Apollinarius he went to - Alexandria, and there 
compleated his Studies in Divinity by the help 
of Didymiz-and a while after he went and ſetle1 
himſelf, at Bethlehem, where he taught-the..Go . 
ipeb and . Converted many. So that growing, 
amousz he- wanted not Enemies: For the Arr:- 
ans, fearing he would prove their Chief Oppo- 
ſery endeavoured by all poſlible means to 'blaft 
his\Fame, and. there ſet one Ruffinus to write a- 
zainft ' him,, and to aſperſe the Truth with falſ= - 
ood, which. ſo grieved the Holy Man, that he 
hea reſolved to be ſilent in the matter no longer,

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but ſharply rebuked the Heretick both by Words 
and Writing, whereupon they charged him with 
many heinous Crimes, but he ſo managed the 
_ that all men plainly diſcerned their ma- 
ce. | | 

Some there were that took his part and joyn- 
ed with him againſt the Hereticks, but he 1t was 
that always bore the brunt, being ever perplex- 
ed and moleſted ; nay, his Life put often in 
danger by theſe Sets. When after having paſt 
over Thirty Years, as it were ina Sea of Trou- 
ble, what with Writing, ſitting up late, hard 
Studying, and long Journies, he was ſo ſpent, 
that Nature was no longer able to ſubſiſt. inſo+ 
much that we may well fay, he Sacrificed himſelf 
for the benefit of the Church, Dying -4=no 
Coriſts 422. and of his Age 91. He wrote 
many large volumns, being a 'man.of ſingfilar 
Chaſtity, of great Wit, ſlow to Anger, and in 
Learning exceeding moſt of his Time.

The Life of St. C HR Y SO- 
STOM 


T. Chryfoftom was Born at Antioch, his Fathers 

Y\ Name was Secundus, and his Mother's Au- 
thuſa, being both deſcended of Noble extra- 
Ction. When he came to Years of diſcretion he 
was. put under the Tutorage of Zibanus the Phi- 
loſopher, where he applyed himſelf to all the 
Studiesof humane Learning,and greatly reprehend- 
ed ſuch as lived looſe and ungoverned lives, per- 
ſwading them to embrace the Doctrine of Chri- 
ſtianity, when after a while he perſwaded ſeveral 
of ' his: Companions to caſt' of the cares of the 
World, and apply their minds wholly to the at- 
taining Divine Sapience. . He alſo aflociated/him- 
{elf with St. Baſil, by whoſe grave Inſtructions he 
_ greatly profited. A while after his fame of Learn- 
ing encreaſing, he by the Biſhop of Hieruſalem 
was made Reader of the Church of Anmzach. + In 
which ſtation he ſo diſcreetly behaved himſelf, 
that ſtill he'increaſed-in the good opinions of the 
People ; when a while after the Biſhop of CGnſtar- 
tinople Dying, he was by the unanimous conſent 
of the-Clergy choſe Biſhop in his ſtead, the Em- 
perour highly approving of the choice. OE 
When he was ſetled in that See, he made it his- 
whole Study to Reform the Errors that were' 
crept into the Church, as alſo the Lives of the' 


Clergy, whom he freely reproved for their faults.

'When at that time finding a great Schiſme, be- 


tween the Weſtern and Eaſtern Churches ; he. 


+ laboured diligently to'unite their Opinions, nor 
were his endeavours altogether fruſtrated;  : 
He Converted many Pagans and Atheyts, to th 
belief and veneration of the true God. * Infomuch 
that he grew famous throughout all the Eait, fo 
that the conflux of People that reſorted to' his 
Sermons were exceeding great, and when he heaud 
that the Biſhops of the Churches. of - Aſia, © by 
reaſon of their wicked Lives were altogether un- 
worthy to Govern the Churches, He depoſed 
Thirteen of them , placing Pions anq Learned 
men in their rooms, which aftewards created him 
no ſinall trouble: For thoſe that were''thus outed 
gathering their Friends together, oppoſed him 
. .in many 'things, raiſing ſcandals, / and. lay grel- 
vous Crimes to Its Charge, and amongſt the reſt 
they ſtirred up Etropius, one of the :Emperours 
Eunuches, who was the. Emperours 'efpectal, Fa- 
vorite. This man procureg of the Emperour that 
a Law ſhould be made, that if any. Malefattor 
took Santtuary, he might be drag'd out ofthe 
Church to Execution, but to ſee the;jait jadgment 
of God, not long after this Eunuch/heing:Accu- 
ſed for abuſing the Empreſs , he:fled to- the 
Church, and. there - lay under the "Communion 
Table,* when as the Sunday following'St:-Chry- 
foftom Preaching, took occaſion to diſcourſe abonr 
the ynſtability of Greatneſs, and how. wicked'men 
though never ſo highly exalted ſtood in flippery; 
Places, when at that time the People carryed 
the Eunuch out of the Church, and according'to 
the Law that Himſelf had procured: to be Enadted, 
- Aelivered him np- to the Emperours Qfftcers,

who at ' the Emperours . Command beheaded 
him. f : IE 

About this time the Arrians began to trouble 
the Church, by withdrawing many from the 
Truth to embrace their Erroneous Opinions, as 
likewiſe a great difference aroſe in Egypt, ſome 
affirming that God the Father had a Body in hu- 


| mane ſhape, which others as ſtrongly oppoſed, 


but Theophilus the Biſhop of Alexandria, holding 
with the formers Opinion magy of the latter were: 
obliged - for their better ſafety to fly to Conſtanti-- 
2opie, there to mike their .complaints to the Em- 
perour, as likewiſe to. St.” Chryſoſtom the: Biſhop 
who received. them into the: Church, which fo 
greived Epiphanius, Bihop of Salamine in_ C:prus, 
and Theo;hils : Biſhop of Alexandria, that they 
uſed their utmoſt endeavours to ſtir up the Cler- 
gy againſt him. : Whereupon they called \a Conn- 
{cl of their, party, and condemned the Books of 
Org; then; Epipbanins, coming to Conſtanti- 
nople ,, made many complaints againſt Chryſo- 
ſom, and endeavoured to ſtir up the People q- 
gainſt him, but finding his hopes fruſtrated,..he 
returned greatly diſpleaſed, and died in his way 
home. | 

A while after Theophilus came to Conſtantinople 
and there calling a Counſzl by the Command of 
the Emperour, he fo far wrought that they depo- 
ſed Chryſoſtom, and he was thereupon ſent into Ex- 
ile, though much againſt the minds of the People 
who Guarded his Houſe three days to prevent his 
being carried thence. But he. had\not been long 
abſent, before the Emperour revoked his Edict of 
Bamiſhment, and he was again reſtored. Bat a 
while after the Empreſs canſing her Picture or 
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Silver to- be ſet up upon-a Pillar near the Church, 
he ſharply inveighed againſt it as a means to in- 
troduce- Images into the Chriſtian Churches, 
which ſo offended the Empreſs, that ſhe cauſed 
another Council to be ſummoned ; who again de- 
poſed him, which was no ſooner done but Cyrinus 
Biſhop of Calcedon, who had moſt exclaimed a- 
gainſt him, had ſuch greivous Sores fell in his 
Legs, that they were forced' to be cut off, and 
the ſame evening ſuch mighty Hail-ſtones fell, 
that the like was never known in that Country, 
and within four days :after the Empreſs dyed : 
Yet he was carryed to Cecuſns in Armenia, where 
he was followed by ſuch a number of People, who 
came to hear him Preach, that his Enemies en- 
vying his Fame procured a ſecond Edict, to re- 
move him thence far remote ; but upon the way 

by reaſon of the extream heat he Ninted away, 
and finiſhed his courſe, receiving the glorious re- 
ward of his Labours, the year of his death I find 
no where ſet down, but that he flouriſhed in the 
- Biſhoprick of Gnſtantinople, Anno Chriſti 400 is 
moft certain

The Life of AUGUSTIN: | 


Upuſtin was born at Thagaſta in Africk,, 
of:Chriſtian Parents, his Fathers name be- 
ing Batris, and his Mothers Monica, who 

brought him up to Learning ; and the rather by 
reaſon they found him of ſuch a prompt and rea- 
dy Wit, ſpending the greateſt part of their Eſtate 
to furnifh him with fech Literature as was condu- 
cing to Saving Knowledge. Yet in his Youth, b 
- keeping Lend Company, his Manners were ſorhe- - 
what Corrupted, and ſomething he favoured of 
the Opinion of Manicbee the Arian. | 


When he came to Maturity, he kept a School ' 
in the City where he was born, and a while after 
departing thence he went to Rome; having alfo 
tanght Rhetorick in Carthage. When he had 
ſtayed at Rome ſome time, Hearing and Diſputing 
with the DoCtors of the Church, he went thence 
to Millain, where he grew ſo famous that he was 
choſen Tutor to Yalentinian the fifth Emperour © 
where he allo had frequent Converſe with Am- 
broſe, Biſhop of that See, who within a while 
perſwaded him from him Errors, and cauſed him 
, to' be baptized. After which he began to be more 
ſ{tadious about Divine things, and to deteſt againſt 
theDoctrine of the Arians which greatly rejoyced 
his Mother, his Father being then dead.

When he had continued, at 44:lain ſpme time , 


he returned into Aſrick ; where upon Knowledge 
of his thorough Converſion, and the ſtriftneſs of 


' *his Godly Life, he was Choſen Miniſter of Hippo; 


in which Stztion he had not long continued, e're 
by his preaching and learned Diſputes he grew ſo 
tamous that people came from all parts to hear 
him, * when as FYalerivs the Biſhop of that place 
hearing they would elect him Biſhop of ſome place 
and ſo he»ſhould looſe his Company, he cauſed 
him to retire for a while. Nor was his ſuſpicions 
vain, for he was ſoon after Elefted, and diligent- 
ly ſought for,which when the old man underſtood, 
he made it his requeſt of the, Aſſembly of the Cler- 
gy, that were come thither with the Primate of 
Carthage, that ſeeing he was grown old, Auguſtin 
might be his Coadjutor in the Biſhoprick, which 
was freely conſented to, to the great rejoycing of 
the Citizens. Though Argnſtin declined it al- 
: ledging, it was contrary to the Rules of their Church to 
meddle in the Biſhops affaires during bis Life. But 
at laſt, by many convincing Arguments they pre- 
vailed-with him to take it upon him.. After which 
he ſofaithfully performed his Charge, that many 
admired his Wiſdom/and deep ſearching Policy, 
by which he confounded the Devices of his Ad- 
* .verfarics, the Arians and Hereticks, who now be- 
gan to envy his Virtues. | | 
A while after he was requeſted to diſpute againſt 
the Donats/ts, who after much intreaty prevalled 
with one Fortunatus to be their Champion. The 
Diſpute held two days in publick, all which the ' 
Notaries writ down, but in the: end Fortunatus 
was, Non-plus'd,. that. he could no Jonger diſpute 
acainſt-rhe Catholick Faith, nor find Arguments

_ to defend his own Errors ; infomuch that in great, 
ſhame and confuſion, he left the City. - St. Auguſtin 
likewiſe diſputed of Faith before all the Africer 
Biſhops in the Convocation Aſſembly ; and 
; Jearnedly handled the matter, that he gained great 
applauſe; and after that many of the Doariſts 
forſaking their Erroneous Opinions came over to 
the Church of Chriſt. 

But whilſt this good man was diligently Labour- 
ing in God's Vineyard, and to eſtabliſh Peace, 
the Devil was counterplotting him, by ſtirring up 
ſeveral wicked Perſons to raiſe Tumults, by beat- 
ing and murthering ſuch as would not adhere to 
their Faftion ; Robbing the Miniſters, 'and ſpoil- 
ing the Churches worſe than in the Heathen Perſe-- 
cutions : Yet it ſo pleaſed God, that by Augufians 
powerful perſwaſions, both in' his Sermons and ' 
Writings, the Churches in a ſhort time over-came 
their Enemies, and regained their primitive Luſtre 
eſpecially thoſe in and near to Hippo. ; 

After a while he cquſed ſome of his Books to be 
tranſlated into Greek, and ſent them to the Eaſtern 
Churches, who embraced them as a Bleſling, but 
by that means his Enemies greiv more enraged 3 
inſomuch that. one time as he went to viſit his 
Churches, they lay in Ambuſh to have murthered 
him, but Providence fo ordered it, that he mif- 
taking the Road went a by way to the place jn- 
tended, and ſo eſcaped their hands. But ſuch good. 
hap had not one of his Companions, who vas 
Biſhop of Calamen for he falling into their hands 
as he was riding in his Viſitation of the Churches 
they took away his Horſes, beat and wounded 
both him and his Servants ; for which the Procon- 
ſul fined .Criſpin their Biſhop in. two pounds 


. 
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Gold ; but he pleaded he was no Heretick, but in 
iis Diſpuration it was plainly proved againft him ; 
yet Anouftin fo far prevailed with the Proconful, 
that the fine was remitted. 

A while after Fonorius the Emperour caufed a 
Council of Biſhops to Aſſemble at Carthage, where 
he ferit a Tribune to repreſent his Perſon, when 
in ths Council at a general Diſputation held, the 
Fattious were worſted ; and aftcr that an other 
Council being called at Czeſarea, where Auguſtin 
| Chalenged Emeritas, chief Biſhop of the Donariſts, 

tO Aa Diſpurarion in Publick ; but neither Auguſtin, 
for his Friends and chief Privadoes coald oetfirade 
him to undertake ir. Notwithftariding others of 
the Sect diſputed with him afterwards, and were 
overcome, thongh they falſly boaſted that they 
had overcome him ; which cauſed him to write all 
the Arguments over and publiſh them, to the ſhame 
and confuſion of his Adverſaries. | 

He lived in the time when the Barbarous Goths 
; and Yardals broke in upon the Reman Empire, and 
tore it to peices, deſtroying all before them, like 
an overflowing deluge, then the Churches were 
Fired, Robbed and Beaten down ; the Biſhops 
Marthered , or put to extream torment; the 
Miniſters racked to death, and all forts of 
People flain on heaps, Virgins deflowered, Wo- 
men Raviſhed, Children puſhed againſt the Pave- 
ments, and all manner of Barbarity Exerciſed ; 
then it was that the red horſe was ſent out to takg 
peace from the Earth. 

After they had ravaged /taly, they broke int$ 
Africk, deſtroying all before them, which made 
many of the Biſhops fly from their Charge ; but 
Aug#uſt;ze continued exhorting and perſwading the 

People

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People to continue firm in their. Faith, reſolving 
rather to ſuffer the cruelleſt death, than leave his 
fold to'the Mercy of the Wolves, all the Cities 
that held out againſt the Infidels were but Carthage, 
Circe and Hippo ; the laſt cu Months 
- fege, being manfully defended by Earl Bonrfare. 
During which time Azgxſtiz put up Prayers daily 
to Heaven for the Church, and for their b. 3 
verance; when according to his own delire 
God delivered him from the Miſery that after 
happened to others by taking him out of the 
World, to a better Life, at the end of three 
Months Seige ; he dying Ano Chrifts 430, of his 
Age 76, and of his Miniſtry 40. He was a man 
of 2 charitable Diſpoſition very ſparing in Diet 
and a hearty Lover of all good Men, a great De- 
fender of the Church, and Oppoſer of Hereticks.

YEde was born Anno Chriſti 671, at Wyrimunda, 

by Birth an Engliſh Saxon, being left to ſhift 

> for himſelf very-young, -by reaſon of - the 

Death of his Parents; he was by ſome of his 

| Friends put into the Monaſtery of St. Perer's and 

St. Paul's, under the Tutorage of the Abbot of 

the faid Monaſtery, where he Profited greatly in 

-/ Learning in Philoſophy, Aſtronomy, Muſick and 

* Poetry, as alſo well ſeen in Greek, Arithmetick, 

© Rhetorick and Hiſtory, but above all in Divinity ; 

*- applying the greateſt part of his Study toExpound 
_ and rightly underſtand the Scriptures. 


At Nineteen years old he was made a Deacon, 
andat thirty a Presbyter z when he fo ordered his 
. Affairs that he ſoon grew famous, inſomuch that 
- he was by the Engliſh Clergy ſent to Rome to be 
aſſiſting to PopeSergins in ſetling the Aﬀaires of the 
Church, where by his Prudence, Modeſty and 
Mild Behaviour he got himſelf great Applauſe. 


When the Buſineſs for which he went was over, 

he returned to. his Charge, and exhorted men every 

. where to repent, leaſt God's Tudg ments ſhould overtake 
them ; and fo far wrought upon many of the Hea- 
then Saxors, that he Converted them to the Faitl: ; 
and 
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and upon many occaſions was wont to fay that 
"there was ſo much work to do in fo little a time, 
that he would not looſe any of it-; and that as 
for Pleaſures, we muſt onlv touch them with the 
Tops of our Fingers as we do Honey, for fear of 
ſurteting on them. | þ 


He wrote of all the Liberal Arts in ſeveral ex- 
cellent Treatiſes he was a comely Perſon,Tall and 
of a grave Pace ; clear Voice, and_ Eloquent 
Tongue ; a grave Countenance, a Courteous and 
Afﬀable Behaviour ; inſomuch that many of the 
Nobility ſent their Sons to be inſtructed by him. 
He wrote ſeyeral Volumes, as his Eccleſiaſtical 
Hiſtory, the Hiſtory of his Monaſtery, and the 
Hiſtory of the Kingdom ; wherein he gives an 
ample Account of the grievous. Calamity that be- 
fell this Nation, during its being divided amongſt 
the Saxon Kings. 


In his ſickneſs he was wont to encourage him- 
ſelf with the words of the Apoſtle, Heb. 12.6. 
Whom the Lord loveth he chaſtenah, and ſcourgeth eve- 
ry ſon whom he receiveth;, and when he beheld ſome 
of his Scholars weeping over him, he comforted 
them with theſe words ; The time 1s: come if my 
Creator pleaſeth, that being freed from the Fleſh, 
I ſhall go to him, who made me when I was not, 
out of nothing : TI have lived long, and the time 
of my dillolution is approaching : and my Soul 
delireth to ſee my Saviour Chriſt in his Glory. 
And ſo gave up the Ghoſt, Amo Chriſti 735, and 
of his Age 64. When one of his Scholars, delir- 
ous to furniſh him with ay Epitaph, wrote after 
this manner, Hac ſunt in foſſa Bede ſaniti, Offa;

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when the next Morning was found in his Tomb as |, 
followeth, Hac ſunt in foſſa Bede venerabilis ofſa; 
from which, as ſome think, he had his name of 
Venerable, though others affirm that whilſt he 
once was Preaching to the Congregation, a loud 
Voice was heard (but from whence it came none 
could tell) ſaying, well done venerable Bede. But | 
ſo much for my Countryman. 
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The Life of John Damaſcene. 


E was born at Damaſcus, taking as ſome 
think his Name from the place of bis Birth, 
though with ſome alteration. His Parents 

were Chriſtians, and carefully brought himyp in 
the worſhip of God ; and gave him luch Learning 
as was fitting to compleat him for the Studying of 
Divinity, ſo that when he came to Maturity of 
years, he went to Jeruſalem, where he contigued 
for ſome time and profited greatly in Learning 3 
Inſomuch that he grew famons, and had hisName 
ſpread into moſt of the Eaſtern Countries. |

ing about the year 750. He wrote many Books,

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' The Life of Theophyladt 


Heophylaft being born in Conſtantinople, of 
_ Chriſtian' Parents, greatly profited in 
Learning by reaſon of his prompt Wit 
and ready Apprehenſion, ſo that applying himſelf 
to the Study of the Sacred Scriptures, he ſoon be- 
came a famous Diſputant againſt the Enemies of 
the Church. - Infomuch that after the Death of 
the Biſhop of Conſtantinople, he was by the free con- 
ſent of the people' with the Approbation of the 
Clergy, made Biſhop of that great City ; | where 
he continued to diſcharge his Duty, to the great 
content of all good Chriſtians ; yet not ſo well, 
but that the Hereticks ſought to diſturb him, but 
were always worſted. - 

His Chief work was to reform the Churches, 
into which many Errors had crept eſpecially thoſe 
in Bulgaria, ſo that continuing a faithful Paſtor 
, for about three years,he then yielded up the Ghoſt 
and exchanged for a better Life. ' He was a man 
of great Patience; Mild and Meek in all his Acti- 
ons; exceeding moſt of his time in Learning.

JOHN WICKLIF, 


Obs Wicklif was an Engliſh man by birth, he. ' 
ing deſcended of godly and virtuous Parents, 
who ſent him to Morton Colledge in Oxfard, 
where continuing for ſome time, he greatly 
profited in Learning , inſomuch that hehe- 

came the Wander of his Age ; ſothat in a ſhore 

time the was elected Divinity Reader in the afore- 
ſaid Univerſity, which he ſo wall performed , that 
he obtained a general Applauſe from all his Audi- 
tors , he being a man of great Piety , oftentimes 
bewailing in private the yicious Lives of theClergy, 
and greatly inveighing againſt the ldolatries and 
Superſtitions that were crept into:the Church, inſo= 
much that at laſt he reſolved, though at the hazard 
of his life, to endeavour ſome Reformation , by 
bringing in an Order of Worſhip, which might 
come nearer to that which was uſed by the Primi» 
tive Chriſtians, when Religion was in its Purity 
unmixed and undefiled , whereupon by degrees he 
tryed the mings of men to find haw they ſtood 
b-44 Aa 2 alfeted;

afteCted, by putting many Logical and Metaphyſical 
10ns. to-them, and-then venturing a little far- 
ther,..he laſt came to argug about the Sacrament, 
which was then adminiſtred in the Church far diffe- 
rent from the Inſtitution of our bleſſed Saviour, 
and his holy Apoſtles, *by which he ſoon alarumed 
the Popiſh Clergy, who like Demetrius, when Saint 
Paul preached downthe Idols at Epheſus, knew thar 
if ſuch matters came once to the teit, they ſhould 
loſe a great part of their livelihood, as well know- 
ing that Ignorancegyas the Mother of the People's 
Devotion. me” | 
_ "Upon htsdiſcoyery of the Cheats of the Romiſh 
Clergy, the Monks and Fryers came {warming about 
him, threatning himpvith grievous puniſhments, if 
he did not publickly recant all he had ſaid; the 
which he refuſing to do , the Archbiſhop ſent for 
him , and although he learnedly proyed out of 
the Scriptures and the Fathers what he had ſaid, 
yet the Archbiſhop deprived him of his Frieſtly 
Office, and would have proceeded to have condem- 
ned him for a Heretick, had not God ſtirred up the 
King to favour him, as likewiſe , Fohn Duke of 
Lancaſter, the King*s Son , who did it therather to 
Oppoſe him againſt the Biſhop of Wincheſter In re- 
venge of fone Aftronts he had pur upon him, yet 
fo far the Biſhops prevailed with the King, that 
they got leave to convene Y/icklif before them in 
Saint Paul's Church , upon which the Archbiſhop 
Simon Sudbury ſent our his Ciration for him to ap- 
pear at a day prefixed , when with him came the 
Duke, the Lord Percy , Marſhal of England, and 
others encouraging him not. to be afraid of his 
Adverſary. When he came before the Biſhops,the 


Loid Percy commanded him to fit down, which 
the

the Biſhop, of London ſtrongly. oppoſed ,' alledging 
it was both againſt Law and Reaſon; that one being 
Cited to anſwet to ſuch things as were to be laid to 
his Charge;ſhould ſit before his Ordinary 3 but the 
Duke ſeconding Percy, a great conteſt aroſe, inſo- 
much that the multitude without doors hearing of 
it, threatned the Duke , and the Lord Percy ; and 
certain it is ;- had they not made their eſcapes they 
had murthered them ; 1o that the Conyocation was 
forced to dillolye. \o 

For ſome time after Wicklif liv'd quietly, and by 
preaching his ſound Doctrine, opened the eyes of 
many, infonuch that he gained a number of Proſe- 
lytes; but after King Edward dyed,and Richard Son 
to the Black Prince was Crowned King, the Biſhop 
began to vex him afreſh, having-drawn up theſe 
following Articles againſt him out'of his Writings 
and Sermons. : 110

Theſe with ſome others they ſent to Pope Greoo- 
' who not only condemned them as Heretica]l, but 
ent over his Bull , whieh was carried by his Proctor 
tothe Univerfity of Oxford , forbidding all upon 
pain'of damnation'to hold any Converſe with Wicks 
lif or his Followers; as likewiſe he ſent his Letters 
tothe Biſhops to apprehend and impriſon- Wickl:f, 
commanding the 'King' and Nobility not to give 
any Countenance to his Doctrine. 
Encouraged by theſe Letters , the Biſhops were 
. reſolved to proceed againſt him, come what would 
comey.in order to which he was broyght before 
them. afſembled inthe Provincial Councel ; bur in 
midſt of their Expe&ation of Revenge , all their 
Sport was ſpoyl'd by the coming of one Lewis Clif- 
_ ford, who charged them # the King's Name not to 
progeed to any Definitive Sentence 5 whereupon when 
they. had charged him to preach no mote to the 
Feople, they diſmiſſed him, whenmot long after the 
- Archbiſhop,Wickl;f*s Capital Enemy was beheaded 
by the Multitude, Aro 1382. Conrney being made 
Biſhop in his room he called a Convocation 1n Grey 
 - Fryers, whither W:ckkf was furnmoned, but in the 
-. midſt of the Buſineſs there happened ſuch a terrible 
Egrthquakez that many of the Suffragans were ſo 
terrified , that they left the matter yet the Arch- 
bithop ſtayed, and there declared W:ckhif's Doftrine 


Heretical,. Erroneovs, and Jrreligious, and ſo far 


Preyailed with the King, as by his Letters Patents, 
rodeliver him pp wholly to' their mercy, as likewiſe 
£9 ſei his Letters to the Vice-chancellor of Oxford

to excommunicate hum, and make diligent ſearch ; 
there to apprehend; him, and all ſuch as adhered to 
his Doctrine, of which he having notice, he retired 
in ſecret, where he continued for fome time, and 
then returned to his Parſonage of Lutterworth in 
Lancaſpire, where after all the Perſecution.and Ma- 
lice of his Enemies, he dyed in Peace , moChriſts 
1334. but after his Death many of his famous 
Writings were burnt by the Popifh Clergy.

The Life of Joun Huss. \ 


Ohbn Huſs was a Bobemian by birth, being born.in 
J a Town called Huſſinets, near to Prague, when 
grown up , he was by his Parents ſent to the Unis 
verſity of Prague , where he became famous for his 
Wir and Learning, whenatlaſt happ'ning on ſome 
of Wicklif*s Books that had ſcaped the Flames; he 
fo far weighed the Contents that he found themto 
concord with the Scriptures and Primitive Fathers, 
upon which he began to deteſt againſt the Superſti+ 
tions of Popery. - "4, 

Anno 1393: being Commenced Batchelor of 
Arts, with the Approbation of the whole Univerſi- 
ty, he after that became Maſter of Arts, at which 
time two godly Gentlemen of Pragye, building the 
Church of Bethlehem, ſometime after it was finiſh- 
ed, Mr. Huſs was made Miniſter of the ſame; whete 
he -ſo” plainly and powerfully preached the Scrip- 
tures , that all that heard him greatly, proficed 
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- - if ſaving knowledge , continuing 'ſo to do for the 
ſpace of Twelve years, which Pope Alexander the 
Fifth hearing , and fearing that the knowledge of 
the Scriptures would make the People abhor his 
Councils, Decrees, and other Trumpery, which had 
been thruſt into the Religious Worſhip of the 
Church, he ſent his Citation for Huſs to appear 
before himat Rome , whenas he went not himfelf, 
but ſent his Proctor , who anſwered to all the Obje- 
Ctions that were laid againſt him, and cleared his 
Innocency 3 yet the Pope was nothing contented, 
but condemned him though abſent for a Heretick, 
and pronounced his Bug bear of Excommunication 
againſt him, which cauſed King Wince/laus to baniſh 
him; yet was he taken into the Protection of the 
Lord of the Soil of Zuſſinerts, and there by his 
- preaching he ſo diſplayed the wickedneſs of Pope- 
ry, that he cauſed many to embrace his Doctrine. 
When he perceived it convenient , he would 
likewiſe repair to his Church. at Bethlehem , and 
there inſtruCfted his Flock , and exhort them to be 
ſtedfaſt in the Truth, and not to ſuffer the poyſon 
- of Popery to taint their Souls , telling them., thar 
only for their owning the Name of our bleſled 
Lord and Saviour, it could not be diſtinguiſhed 
from the Heathen 1dolatries, 

Now whilſt theſe things were doing Pope Alex+ 
axder dyed, upon which the Cardinals went together 
by the cars ahout chuſing another , inſomuch. that. 
dividing themſelves into FaCtions,they chole three, 
ſo that by that means their Church. became a Triple 
headed Cerberus, to reconcile which, a Council was 
called at Comftarce, whither all the Biſhops reſorting, 
Huſs was ſurnmoned before them, who upon Letters 
of the King's ſate Conduct, freely went, .rejolving 
a ; £0

to face his Enemies ,. and not doubting if. he 
could fairly be heard , but to put his Accuſers ta 
ſhame and confuſion; with him went ſeveralof the 
Bohemian Nobility ,. and by the way he ſer up ſeve- 
ral Publick Writings ſignifying his departure , and 
upon what occaſion he went. | 

When he came to Norembere, the Citizens hayin 
notice of his Arrival, came flocking about him, an 
ſo far prevailed with him, as to Inſtruft them, the 
which he did from Noon till it was Evening, inſtruCt- 
ing ſome, and confounding others ia their own Ar- 
guments, that went about to oppoſe him ; one 
thing by the way is very obſervable , for as one 
Staviſt aus Zonomaa Bohemian, who was his greateſt 
. Acculer, was on his way to Conſtance, he was [mote 
by the hand of God , and dyed by the way of an 
Impoſthume. | 

When he came to Conſtance , he was ſent for to 
appear before the Council, to give an account of his 
Doctrine , which he chearfullv did , telling them 
that he came for no other end; but for as muchas 
all the Council were not yet come , he deſired it might be 
deferred, but if they would oblige him to it then , he was 
ready , not doubting but Chriſt would ſtreugthen him to 
do it, nor did he fear to ſuffer death for the ſake of his 
Great Maſter ;, but in fine, after they had examined 
him to ſome Particulars, and found how prompr he 
was to anſwer all their ObjeCtions , they thought it 
not belt to meddle further at that time ,: but con» 
trary to his Letter of ſafe ConduCt , they ſent him 
to a naſty Priſon ,, by reaſon, of the noiſomneſs of 
ahick he fel} ſick, and was in great danger of, his 

ife. onto WEL: 
- - During the time he continued in Priſon,they drew 
vp lome. Articles'of their ownlgvention, ang Pry | 
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-  enred Villains to teſtifie the ſame, which he hearing: 
was greatly grieved, and thereupon moved, that 
Feeing he could not be there: himſelf, he might have 
3n Advocate, but that was ntterly denied him , and 
heremoved by order of the Biſhop of Conſtance, to 
the other fide the Rhine, and put into a ſtrong 
Caſtle. 

The Bohemian Lords hearing of this hard uſage 
towards Mr. Huſs, were greatly grieved, and there- 
npon petitioned the Council to haye regard to the 
Honour of their King ,. who had granted Huſs his 
Letters of. ſafe Conduct , for that if they were ſo 
fuffered to be broken it would redound greatly to 
the'diſgrace, not only of the King , but the Noble 
Kingdom of Bohemia: Therefore they defired he 
might be ſet at liberty , and ſuffered to plead for 
himſelf; but this nothing prevailed with the proud 
Prelares, but rather encreaſed their malice towards 
him, for thoſe that were appointed to be his Judg- 
es in his Abſence, heard all his Accuſers, and fome- 
times prompted them when they were out; yet at 
. ht they conſented to bring him to his Tryal, 
_ © though had it not been for the Emperour, they had 
proceeded to have paſled Sentence without hearing 
him one word. © 
- The day he was brought before them there hap- 
| penedſuchan Eclipſe of the Sx that the like had 
not been known in many Ages, when he was come 
into their preſence they fell to hiſſing and ſkout- 
ng ſo at times that his defence could not be heard 
though heoften prayed for ſilence, ſome of them 
all the while railing at him, and reviling him on 
Purpoſe that he might not be heard,and when they 
perceived they could make nothing againſt him out 
of his Dottrine, they brought falſe Witneſles . 
1h gain

againft him that he ſhould fpeak Treaſonable - 
Words againſt the *Emperour 3 bat that was cot 
fed by a Lord thenpreſent- yet they refolved up- 
on taking away his Life; which he percetving, 
Appealed to the Pope, and from him to Chriſt ; for 
which they greatly derided him, not permitting 
him to ſpeak for himſelf, atthongh he beſought 
them with tears to ſhew him what Errors he maintain- 
ed, for that if there were any thing in his Nottrine diſcon- 
ſanant to the wordof God he would willingly confeſs bis 
Error : but nothing leſs then his life would ſatisfie 
their bloody revenge , whereupon they proceeded 
to degrade him, and afterwards condemned him. - 
Upon which he kneeling down prayed to God to 
turn their hearts, ſaying, Lord Jeſus Chriſt forgive. 
my Enemies, by whom thouknoweſt I am falſly accuſed, 
fargive them T beſeech thee for thy great mercy's ſake; 
Yet in degrading himthey were fo crntl as to cut the 
skin from offthe crown of his head with Shears, and 
in that Council to diſanull the Emperors Letters of 
ſafe conduct they made a Decree that no faith ſhould 
be kept. with Hereticks. | 

Afcer which they prepared for his Execution and. 
put acap upon his head, painted with Devils, the 
which he joyfully put on, ſaying, rh ſince his Lord 
and Maſter wore for his ſake a Crown of Thorns, be 
would not d:ſdain for h:is ſake to wear thaftCapz, when 
he had put it upon his hea] a Biſhop ſtanding by, 
ſaid, Now we commit thy ſoul to the Devil, (a very 
uncharitable expreſſion, ) hut. Huſs liſting vp his.

_ Nowas he lifted up his face in prayer the Cap 
fell off, whereupon aSouldier put it on again ſaying, 
he ſhould burn with bis maſters the Devils whom he had 
ſerved. Then he riſing up, ſaid, Lord Feſus Aſi/t 
and help me,that with aconſtant and patient mind by thy 
moſt gracious help I may bear and ſuffer this Iqnominious © 
death whereunto I amccondemned for the preaching thy 
moſt boly Goſpel. Then as they were binding him to 
.the Stake with a Chain he ſaid with a merry coun- 
tenance that he would embrace that Chain for Chriſt's 
fake; who for his ſake had been bound with a far

.  Whenthe fire was kindled he began to ſing with 
a loud voice, . Feſws Chrift+ the Son of the Living God 
have mercy upon me , the which after he had repeat- 

_ edthree times, the flame ſtopped his breath , his 

heart being afterwards found , they roſted it upon 
a Stake, and gathering up bis Aſhes, they caſt them 
into the Rhine, He ſuffered Martyrdom, Anno Chri- 

ffi, 1415. 

One thing more is very memorable, viz. he told 
them at his death , that within a bundred years out 
of thoſe Gooſe Aſhes (his name in the Bohemian 
Language ſignifying a Gooſe) ſhould ſpring a Swan 
in Germany , whoſe ſinging, would afright all thoſe 

 Vulters, which was exactly, verified in Luther ;, yet 
God delayed not to revenge the death of this good 
man, for he ſoon after raiſed vp Z:5ka, who main- 
taining War againſt. the Emperour S:giſmund, de- 
ſtkrojed a thouſand Popiſh Monaſteries. 


The 
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I:rom was by Birth a Bohemian, a man famous 
A for Learning , and in his younger: years a 
oreat deteſter of Popiſh Superſtitions , being ad- 
mired of all men for great Wiſdom, which was evi- 
dently.-manifAted in ſeveral Diſputations. When 
he heard that notwithſtanding the Letters of ſafe 
Conduct, John Huſs was burnt, he'was reſolyed 
the more: openly. to maintain the; Cauſe of his 
I-ord and Maſter Chriſt. Jeſys , and thereupon he 
went to Conſtance whilſt the Council was fitting, 
from whence he retiring to 1ber/ing, an Imperial Ci- 
ty about a mile from:thence , ſent to'$1giſmond for 
Letters of ſafe Conduct ; but he refuſed to grant 
his requeſt, yet he was ſo far from being daunted 
that he wrote at Letter and ſet it up upon the gate 
of the City, intimating that he would, if ſent for; 
come freely to Conftance,and there before the Coun- 
cul make it appear that he neither preached nor 
maintained any. Error or Hereſie, as .it had been 
falſly ſuzgeſted by many Slanderers/and ſcandalous 
Perſons ; but having no anſwer: to; what he had 
written, he by the perſwaſion of his Friends re- 
turned towards Bubemia , but by the way was ap- 
prehended and carried bound to Conſtance , where 
being preſented before the Biſhops, they charged 
him with running away, being citeW; to which he, 
anſwered, that it was becauſe he could get no ſafe Cons, 
autt, neither from the Emperonr, nor them, tor did he 
| hw 
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know of any Citation , tae which had he done he would 


| bave appeared though he bad been in I own Country.

'Within a while they ſent for him to examine 
him in private, butthe refuſed to anſwer, unleſs in 
Publick , well knowing that 'they:did ir to inſnare 
him; to which they confented., as well hoping he 
would confirm his recantation , inselation to the 
death of #uſs , 'but were therein greatly miſtaken, 
for he not-only confounded the Teſtimony of ſuch

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 Artin Luther was born , Anno 1483. at a 
Town in'the Earldom of Mansfield, called 
Leben, bis Father being Fobn Luther of che ſame 
place, deſcended of honourable Parentage, his Mo- 
ther's name before her Marriage. was Margaret 
Zaideman, who in his Infancy inſtructed him in the 
ways of Virtue, ſo far forth as his tender years 
were capable to bear. 

When he came to years. of diſcretion , he was 
ſent to Mazdebuie, where in the Free-School he 
greatly profited in Learning, eſpecially he there 
was taught to expound the "Apoltles Creed, and 


- make ule of the Fathers, the reading of whoſe 


Works be. greatly. affected , when he had ſtayed 
there a conſiderable time, he went to the Univerſi- 
ty of Erford, where ina ſhort, time beſo profited 
In his Studies, that the whole Univerſi ity admired 
his Witand Learnivg. 

Art twenty years of Age he was made Maſter of 
Arts, and Profeſſor of Phylick, after which: he 
ſtudied the Law ; -but none of theſe agreed with 
his temper, God having deſigned him for a better 


Work, whereupon he rejecting the former , bent, 


his mind wholly upon ſtudying Divine Things, and 
to be the more-retice from-noiſe-and..worldly huſt- 

yeſs, he entered into-the-Colledge of the Auzuſtine 
Monks, and became one of their Order, there he 


continued ſome tim: very zealous for the Romiſh 
Religion ;

Religion; but within a while he began to diſlike 1 
the Errors that had crept into that Church,as plain» 
ly petceiving that: the Religion was for the mo 
part compoſed of Traditions, as the Ordinances 
of Councils and Decrees , thc which were altoges 
ther diſconſonant tothe Word of God, fo that by 
exccllive grief for the Apoſtate ſtate of the Ro- 
miſh Church , he fell ſick and almoſt deſpaired of 
recovery , when as an old Prieſt came to him, 'atd 
bid him be of good comfore. for that hs Diſeaſe was put 
mortal, but that God would raiſe him up tobe a comfort 
to manyothers;, the ſame Prieſt alſo diſcourſed with 
him concerning Jultification by Faith, and explain» 
ed to himthe Articles of the Creed; after the rej 
covery of that ſicknels he was made Presbyter, and 
by the perſwalion of Jchn Sranpicius went to the 
Univerſity of Wintenber , where alter he had contis 
nued for the ſpace of three years,” and gained great 
commendation, he was by his Conyent ſent to Kome, 
where beholding their diſſolute- manner of living 
and the wicked praCtices there uſed, he grew into fs 
greater diſlike of that Religion, for there, as him- 
jclf reports, he heard Strumpets at the Communion 
Table boaſt of their wickedneſs, and that he had 
heard cthers concerning the Bread and Wine; 
ſcoffingly ſay , that Bread thow art , and Bread thou 
ſhalt remain , and Wine thou art , and Wine tho ſhalt 
remain, which made him imagine that the Chutch 
ſtocd in great nced of Reformation , however he 
was at kisreturn there rhade Noctor of Divinity, 
and many times preached before the Elefor of 
Saxeny , Who heard him with great gladneſs, and 
- Much admired his Eloquence and Learning, 
A, while after he began to explain the Epiſtle to 
the Romans, «nd may of the Pſalms of _— and

began more and more to decline the Superſtitions 
of the Romiſh Church; ſo that when ene Fohr: 
®Tecelizs coming from Rome , brought the Pope's 
Indulgencies into Germazy, periwading the People 
that they were of ſucha fin-purging. quality , that 
what ever ſins they committed , if they could but 
purchaſe one of them , they ſhould have them 
all remitted ; this wicked Impoſtor fo ſtirs the Zeal 
of Luther , that he wrote againſt his Indulgencies, 
laying open the Chear to the World, which ſo in- 
raged the Indulgence-Merchant , that he bitterly 
exclaimed againſt him, and getting as many of his 
Books as he could , he burned them 3 whereupon 
he yet once more wrought againſt his Trumpery, 
at which time many of the Divines of the Univer- 
ſity took part with Luther in what hedid, and now 
he began to preach his Doctrine of Reformation 
openly, defenditig it againſt the Augnſtin-Fryers at 
Hedleburg, he being honourably entertain'd by them 
of Worſ;ourgand YVolfgang, the Count Palatine there; 
te drew many to partake with him in his Opinion, 
of which the Emperour 1Zaximilian having notice, 
ſent to advertile the Pope thereof, and to bid him 
take timely care for the extirpating' the New O- 
- Pinions that were larely ſprung up, and that what- 
foever meaſures he ſhould take he would ſee them 
Put in Exccution throughout the Empire. 

. Upon the receipt of the Emperour's Letters, 
Pope Leo then holding the Papacy cited Luther to 
appear before the Council of Cardinals at Rowe, 
and ſignified as much to Cardinal Cajetan his Le- 
gate 3 whereupon the Cardinal going to Anſpurg, 
and finding Luther there , delir'dthe Emperour to 
ſet a Guard upon him, in. order to carry him to 
Rome, unleſs her would ſpeed$ regant, but his 4 |

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queſt was not at that time fulhlled. 


The Pope likewiſe wrotea Letter to the Elector. 


of Saxony to complain againſt Luther, and to for- 


bid him to entertain him within his Dukedom, and. 


that if he took him within his Juriſdiction, he 
ſhould forthwith ſend him to Rome , ' there to be 
condemned or acquitted ; but the Elector gave lit- 
tle. heed to the Pope's Letter, thongh he threatned 


him therein, if he complied not with his wifl : Bur 


when he perceived theſe Projects fail, he ſent to 
the Maſter of the Auguſtine Monks , to fee if he 
could prevail with him toreturn to his former Obe. 
dience, and renounce hus later Opinion , but this 
proved alſo ineffeCtual. : 

Yet Luther deſirous ta juſtifie his DoCtrine, made 
carneſt ſuit that he might appear before competent 
Judges to be heard in his own Country, and not at 
Rome ,, where he was aſſured to find his Judges his 
Enemies. Inhis behalf alſo the Univerſity of Wx- 
renbexg wrote to the Pope , giving him an Account 
of his great Learning, Doctrine', and piouscourſe 
of Life, deſiring that he might he heard in Germa- 
ny; in fine Prince Frederick -of Saxony ſo far pre» 
vailed with the Pope's Legate , that he conſented 
that Lachey ſhonld be heard at Auſpnro,at what time 
the Bohemians ſent' a Book to him , which was 
written by Fehn Hufs, defiring him to perſevere in 
what he had begun." 

A while aftcr Eraſmus was ſolicited to write a- 


eainſt him, but he declined it; alrhonzha Biſhoprick ' 


was profered him' for ſo doing , ſaying, He had 
learned more out of one- page bf "Lmther”s Book,, than 
of the large Volume of 1 liomas' Aquinas. | | 
"Lathez. being now: Ccited,to appear before the 
Pope's Legate-at{Au/purg, procured the Emperor's 
OE Bb 2 Letters 
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Letters of ſafe Condutt, when coming into the 
.Legates preſence, after ſome Queſtions asked and 
Objection made , he not only juſtified his Doctrine, 
| but offered to maintain the ſame by Diſputation or 
Writing , but the Cardinal being much offended at 
ſuch his ofter, would not permit him to be brought 
before him any more; ſo that havipg waited ſix 
days, he departed home z but the Cardinal wrote 
after him tothe Duke of Saxony, that as he Ioved 
bis Honour and Safety, he would expel him his 
Dominions : This Letter the Duke fent to Lather, 
who wrote back to the Legate, that rathen than he 
world any ways indanger his Prince , he would re- 
tire into what Part ſoever of the World the Lord 
would pleaſe to lead kim,, but the Univerſity of 
Wintenberg wtote to the Duke, deſiring him that he 
wouldtake him into his Protection, and not ſuffer 
Innocency to be oppreſled by force, and that if L#- 
ther had preached or did maintain any Error , he 
might be fairly convicted of the fame, upon which 
the Duke began totake his part more than former- 
ly, and ſent ro the Cardinal, that ſeeing he having 
come to Auſpurg he had performed his | Promiſe, 
and could-do no more in that Aﬀair.; - .:- 
_ - Afﬀter thedeath of Maxinuliay \ andithe Corona- 
tionof- Charles, the Pope ſent tothe Duke of Sax-' 
ony, requeſting him ro cauſe at}, Lyther's Books ts be 
burnt, and thar he would fee Luther either executed 
m-Saxony;, or'thatthewould ſend him guarded to 
Rome, to'which the;Nvke replied, that he was rea- 
dy to yield Obedience to the Pope, but that he 
couldnot ſend Ether. to him before his Cauſe was 
heard hefore the; Emperor ; and till he was convi- 
Eted of ſome Error, and;then if he'recanted nor, 
he ſhould find 'no fayotr at his hands, -

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A while after a Diſputation was held between 
T.uther and one Eccius at Lipſick, wherein the former 
prevailed, and his Noctrine ſo ſpread it ſelf, that 
the Fryers and Monks fearing to be unhived, ſent to 
the Pope to charge him with negleCting the Church 
Aﬀairs, by giving himſelf up toPleaſures ; in the 
meantime ſuffering the Doctrine of Luther to ſpread 
even in the very heart of Germany, upon which the 
Pope began to beſtir himſelf , by fending his Bull 
againſt him; in which he Excommunicated not 
only him, þut all his Partakers, commanding all men 
to apprehend him, and hring him to Rome, and thas 
his Books ſhovld be burnt, of which Luther hear- - 
ing burnt the Pope's Bull lately ſent, out againſt 
him, together with'ſeveral Decrees and Councils, 
Not long after the Emperor coming into Ger- 
#14ny , the Duke of Saxony ſo far prevailed with 
him , that he was content to hear him openly in 
the Diet, of which Luther haying notice , greatly 
rejoyced, though ſome of his Friends perſwaded 
him from going, ſaying , that the Publick Faith 
would be broken, as it was with Feb; Huſs ; where- 
upon he told them, Thar ſuch diſcouragements were 
caſt in his way by Satan, who knew that his Profefſion of 
the T:uth in ſuch a Noble Place would be a means to 
ſhake his Kingdonyy, adding, that if be knew there were as 
many Devils in Worms , as there were Tiles upon the 
Houſes, yet he would go thither, | 
He being arrived at Worms, ſome of the Popiſh 
Clergy went about to perſwade the Emperor ta. | 
apprehend him , and commit him to Rayſon; but 
he wonld by no means hearken to ther wicked 
. Counſel, alledging that the Publick Faith'onght not 
to be broken 3 the next day after his coming he 
Preſented himſelf before the Council aſtembled for 
Bb 3 that 
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that purpoſe; the Emperor being, there preſent, 
where one Eccizs a Lawyer,at the.Command of the 
Emperor made a Speech , In which be demanded of 
Luther, that he would retratt his Works and Dottrine, 
telling him, that it was the Emperor's Pleaſure that he 
ſhould ſo do , and if be refuſed it he muſt expett his 
diſpleaſure, to which he replied , As to my Books, 
ſome of them tend to Faith, and totheſe my Adverſaries 
gove an ample Teſtimony , others are againſt the Pope 
and his Doltrine , the which ſhould. revoke T ſhould 
confirm his Tyranny, and ſome of them are againſt pri- 
vate men, who defend the Popes Cauſe, azainſt whom 1 
muſt confeſs I have been ſomewhat too ſharp , yet I can- 
not revoke them, unleſs I will ſet open 4a Gap for the Im- 


pudence of many. 


But this Anſwer nothing pleaſed the Emperor, 
who would be ſatisfied with nothing leſs than Lu- 
#her's Recantation , nor would he ſuffer him to de- 
fend his Doctrine by Scripture and other warran- 
table Arguments, though he earneſtly deſired ir, 
teiling the Emperor , That unleſs he conld ſatisfie his 
Conſcience that his De(trine was falſe, he could by no 
means 'recant the ſame whereupon he was ordered 
to depart the Council, and the next day the Empe- 
ror ſent his Letters to the Pringes, to acquaint 
ibe Luther and

* Thenext day the Biſhop of Trevers ſent for Lu- * 
ther, and nſed many Arguments to perſwade him to 
a Recantation,telling him withal}, that if he refu- 


led | 
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ſed it was the Emperor's purpoſe to baniſh him,to 
whom Luther replied , That he took, it as a favour, 
that ſo great a Prince would put himſelf to ſo much 
trouble for ſo mean a Perſon as he was; after that 
one Veua Lawyer camefrom the Emperor to per- 
ſwade him to recant , but he nor conſenting ro his 
requeſt, the Emperour ſent to him to depart home, 
and withal' gave him twelve days ſo to do, after the 
end of which he proſcribed him ; whereupon Prince 
Frederick appointed ſome of his moſt truſty Nobles 
to convey him ſecretly to Wartsburg, where he 
continued ten Months notwithſtanding diligent 
ſearch was made for him, ang great ſums of money 
oftzred: nay, his Enemies imployed Wrzards and 
Witches to uſe tl:eir Art to find out the place of 
his abode, but in vain ; at the end of ten Months he 
returned to Wintenber , where he was moſt joyfully 
received by the Univerſity , from whence the ſent. 
Letters to Prince Frederick to excuſe himſelf 
for leaving Warrsburg without his knowledge, tell 
ing him, That it was Obd"s Carſe he undertoot,and that 
God would protedt' him from the rage of his Enemies, 

' A while after he printed the: New Teſtament 
which he had tranſlated into the German Tongue at 
Wartsbu#g, which place be uſually called his Patmos, 
which did not. a little diſpleaſe King Henry the 
Eizhth of: England, and George Duke of Saxony. | 

About this.time one Thomas Muncer wrote a Fa- 
natick Book againſt his Doctrine , and perſwaded 
the Boors ro Rebel , who being perſwadeddy him 
to throw,oft all Obedience to their Princes, took 
Arms in great numbers , againſt which nnlawful 
proceedings, Luther wrote ſeveral Treatiſes, pcr- 
ſwading them to yield Obedience to their Princes, 
jhewing them how diſconſonant ſuch practices were 
Bb 4 to 
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to the word of God; but when this prevailed nat 
the Princes-drew out their Forces, and with more 
Conyincing Arguments taught them Obedience. - 
For coming toa Battel about five thouſand four han- 
dred of them were ſlain, and their ſeditious Ring- 
I-qders Mauncer and Peſtifer taken, the former be- 
ing pnt upon the Rack to confeſs his Accpmplices, 
cryed ont grievonſ]y,when as Prince George of $4xo- 
2y bid him chink upon the ſlaughter of the Poor wr etches, 
who ſequced by him fell in battel the day before : Where- 
upon. he laughing out-right ſaid, they would be {e- 
auced ;, in fine he and his Companion with ſome 'o- 
thers were beheaded ; but ſo-ended not the War, 

which was call'd the War of the Clowns, for before 
the Rebellion was ſuppreſied abopt fifty thouſand 
yereflain, 

" Awhile after Luther married one Katharine a Bo- 
ren againſt the Will of moſt of his Friends, tho 
Melqnethone greatly Commended him for ſo doing, 
ſaying there was morethen ordinary Cauſes that in- 
Cuced him ſo ro do. But wiehia a ſhort time Lu- 
ther fell ſick with a Congealing of Blood, but with- 
In a while after recovered in his Sic kneſs: : It ſeem- 
ed ty him that the noiſeof a tempeſtuons Sea was 
beating at his Ears the which he (aid if” it drd nor ceaſe 
be ſhoyld dye,and no ſooner did the noiſe come with- 

in his Head but he fell down as dead, but means

In the year 152 3- a Dis t was held at Norinverg 
| where 
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where the Edit of Worms was made void, upon: 
which the Popes Legat complained grievoully ſay- 
ing, That ſince the Publication of the Edift nether Lu- 
ther nor any of his Accomplices had been puniſhed. To 
which the Princes anſwered, That ſince the Pope and 
his Clerey had neglefted Reformation in the Church, 
Germany had been greatly enlightened by the Sexmons 
of Luther, and that if they (hould go about to Puniſh him, 
the People would think they went about to extinguiſh the ' 
Licht of the Geſpel, the better to obſcure thoſe manifeſt 
4 Vices that could be no longer hid;. and that ſuch Pro- 
ceedings would raiſe upgreat Tumults. The Roma- 
niſts ſeeing this reſolved to bribe him into ſilence, 
but in vain - a while after Luther being ſummoned 
fo Auſpurg, he there made a Confeſſion of his Faith 
in ſeventeen Articles, to the great SatisfaCtion of 
moſt that heard him: | | 

In the year 1545. a notorious Lye was Printed 
in 1:aly about Luther's Death, which was that when 
he ſaw-he muſt dye, he requeſted that his Body 
might be laid upon the Altar and worſhipped; but 
when his Body was laid 1n the Grave, ſuch a terri- 
ble Earthquake happened as if the Foundacion of 
the Earth was looſened, when as the People look- 
ing vp beheld the Hoſt hovering in the Air, the 
which they took and laid upon the Altar, when the 
night following aloud noiſe and ratl:ng was heard 
more terrible then the former, which terrihed all 
the City - and in the Morning his Sepulcher being 
opecned,they found neither Body Bunes nor Cloaths, 
but ſuch a ſtink of Brimſtone iſſued thence as over- . 
came all the ſtanders by ; and.almoſt choaked thoſe 
that opened it. This Lye coming Printed into Gere 
many, Luther tread it and ſubſcribed. it with his own 
hang; ſhewing the Malice and Folly of the _? 
( "il 
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and his Agents : A while after he was ſent for by 
the Counts of Mansfield, to Compole a difference 
between them about the Borders of their Conntries, 
and Inheritances,' when as not been accuſtomed to 
fuch aftairs, he took with him MelanQhone and ſome 
others, and was by the Counts received upon the 
Borders with a hundred Horſe ; where after he had 
ſetled the Temporal affairs, he fell to Preaching 
and Exhorting the people, and Adminiſtred the Sa- 
crament to many whom he thought fit Perſons to 
receive the ſame. * 

Within a while he fell fick and grew exceeding 
weak, yet putting his truſt in God he ſupported 
himſelf to Comfort his Friends beyond meaſure 3 
. Inſomuch that the day before his Death, he Dined 
and ſupped with 1elan##hone and the reſt of his Ac- 
complices : but after Supper his Pain increaſing he 
rctired to pray, and then went to Bed and there 
{1*pt till Midnight, but then being awakened by 
the Pain and perceiving his Life near at anend, ,he 
. Called his Friends about him, and ſaid, 7prayGod 
40 preſerve th: Dottrine of the Goſpel amoneſt us, for the 
Pope and the Conncel of Trent have grievous thinss in 
hand. After which he made his Prayers, and ear- 
neſtly deſired of God that he would defend his 
Church againſt the Pope, and all his Adherents. 

When it was expected that he was about to dye, 
Fuſtus Fonas and Celius bid him be conſtant and Per- 
ſevere in the Faith he had taught and held to. the 
Jaft, ro which he anſwered, yea; and ſoon after gave 
* upthcGhoſt, dying Anno Chriſts, 1546. he was a 
man of great! Temperance and Abſtinence 3 often- 
times had the Papiſts hired Ruffians to kill him, but 
They had'never the Power to do it ;z the Devil one 
time appeared to him ( as he was walking 1a his

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Garden) in the ſhape of a huge Boar, but he ſo * 
flouted him that he foon vaniſht.. He was wont to 
{ay, God would give Peace to Germany during his * 
Life, bur woe to them that ſhould Live After him : 
about four years after his Death his Wife falling out 
of a Wagon into a Lake, ſo bruiſed her ſelf, that 
ſhe dyed within ſix days, to the great Grief of all 
good People. |

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Uldericius Zuinplins was by birth a Switzer being 
I by his Parents educated in Learning,and kept 
to the ſtudying of ſacred Books, .profiting fomuch 
that at ten years old he went to Baſile, from whence 
aſter ſome time he departed to Berne, where he was 
Inſtructed under the Tutorage of Henry Eupulus a 
famous Divine. When after a while going to V;- 
enna, he Commenced Maſter of Arts, where he [tu 
died ſo hard that he got Valerirs Maximzrs by heart ; 
and gave his mind muTh to the ſtudy ofsthe Scrip- 
turcs,inſomuch that he could readily expound many 
of the diflicult Phraſes therein contained, and'then 
began he'to think upon the Doctrine of Reforma». 
tion, which having well weighed he plainly per- 
ccived, it agreeg| in all Poinfs with the Holy Scrip- 
tures : Whereupon he Preached againſt the Cors 
ruyptnels of the times, and the Licentious living'of 
the Romiſh Clergy, laying open their wicked PraCti= 
| Ces 
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cesand Idolatrous worſhip, withdrawing many from 
the Romiſh to the reformed Religion, ſo that wirh- 
m 2 while he grew ſo Famous, that he was choſen 
Paſtor of a Church, called our Lords Hermitage, 
by Theobaldus Baron of that part of the Country 
where it ſtands. There he Preached againſt the 
worſhip of lmages, and other abominable Ceremo-+ 
nies, in the Romiſh Church. 

About a year after his Paſtorſhip, one Sampſm a 
Franciſcan Fryer being ſent by the Pope to ſell In- 
dulgences, came 1nto thoſe parts whom Zuinglius 
greatly oppoſed, plainly proving him to beau 11m- 
poltor and deceiver of the People, infomuch that he 
perſwaded the People to keep him out of Zurickup- 
on which the Indulgence. Merchant trotted to Bade- 
m4 where he expoſed his Trumpery to fail, and 
ofcen would fall into afit of Bawling ; Behold rbey 
fly, behold they fly, meaning the Souls that were 
delivered out of Purgatory by his Indvlgentces. 

Anno Chriſti 1 520. the Senate of Zurrck at the 1n- 
ſtance of Zauinghus,commanded the reformed Mini- 
ſters to Preach freely,Jand frame therr Doctrine ac- 
cording to Scripture; and not to teach any Traditi- 
ons, at which the Biſhop of Conſtance was greatly 
troubled, and defired that the Faith might be conti- 
nued according to rhe Church of Rome, till ſuch time 
as a Councel could, be called But Zuinglins defended 
them, and the Magiſtrates of Znfick called a Sy- 
nod ,defiring the Biſhop either to come 1n Perſqn,or 
ſend his DoCtors;, Whereupon he ſent *his Chap- | 
Jain : but he not being able to prove any thing Er- 
roneons, in the DoQtripe of Zuinzlius, made an Ex- 
ception againſt the Synod, and ſo departed. So that 
the Senators at the requelt of Zainghius, not only 
confirmed the Preaching Miniſter, bur alſo Fenn: 
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ed the Monaſteries,onlyfallowing theMonks andFry- 
ers a Competency ; they unployed the Oyer-plus to 
Charitable uſes, and Commanded that all Images 
in Churches ſhould be taken down, and burnt,which 
was done accordingly, as likewiſe the Mals to be a- 
boliſhed, and the Lords Supper to be Adminiſtred 
as it was wont in the primitive Churches'; they 
alſo forbid Proceſſion and remove the Martyrs 
Tombs, to prevent the Peoples worſhipping them 
whereupon a Notary belonging to the Councel 
ſtood up, and grieyouſly Cornplained that they had 
taken away the Ancient worſhip of the Romifh 
Church,againſt all right z whereupon a great Diſpute 
arole between him and Zumelius about the Admi- 
niſtration of the Sacrament, and many Arguments 
uſed on both ſides, fo that it was put off to a further 
hearing , during which time Zumplins dreamed 
that he being Non-pluſled and fitting down a hea- 
venly Meſſenger ſtood by him, and ſaid, O thou Slug- 
gard why doſt thou not anſwer him out of the 12. of Exa- 
das ? At which he awaking immediately ſtarted up, 
and raking his Bible turned'to the Proof, and there 
found, this is the Paſſover.of the Lord, The which 
text he afterwards oppoſing againſt his Adverſary, 
not only confounded him, bur highly ſatisfied the 
whole Aſſembly, inſomuch that the next Sacrament 
day moſt of the Inhabitants of Zurick were preſent. 

A while after Eccius the Popith Law-giver ſcent 
to Baden, to the Embaſſador of Zurick, to Com- 
plain againſt Zuinglius, which he underſtanding 
wrote an Apology to the  Emballador, wherein 
he declared : That if Eccius could lay any thing of Hex 
reſie to his Charge, as he pretended, he would at all 
times be 7eady to Vindicate fin ſelf by the word of God, 
and that he wenld Diſpute with him, by writing or word 

| 0; 
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of Mouth. To which Eccie$s writ a reply, deſiring 
the Diſpute, and appointed the place, to be either 
at Lucerna or Baden; but Zuinglins anſwered that he 
would not venture his Perſon at thoſe places, by 
reaſon he had been already. condemned there as a 
Heretich, but'if he would come to Zur:ick he wonld 
freely Diſpute with him; the Senators.of Zurich ſent 
to him likewiſe, that he would come thither upon 
the publick Faith ; but he refuſed, accuſing Occolam- 
padins alſo; but a while after, the twelve Cantons 
reſolved that it was neceſſary they ſhould meet at 
Zurick, which Eccius and Occolampadins did accord- 
ingly : Whereupon the Diſpute was held between 
them, but it came ro no Perfection 3 ſo that nine 
of the Cantons concluded that Zuinglins and his Ac- 
complices ſhould : be Excommunicated , bur they 
Proceeded not ro Sentence. 

About a Twelve-month after, another Diſpute 
washeld ar Berz, the which the Popiin Cantons op- 
poſed, bur ir notwithſtanding went on, after which 
it was decreed that the Mals, Altars, Images, and 
other ſupcrſttrious Trumpery ſhonld: be aboliſhed , 
and that the Divine Service ſhould be continued ac- 
cording to the Word of God, and alſo they writ 
the day and year of their abohſhing - Popery, up- 
on a Pillar ſet up for that- purpoſe, in Letters of 
Gold that it might remain as a Memento to Poſteri- 
ty, the like Reformation was EffeCted at Baſll. 

About this time a Sect of Anti-Baptiſts began to 
ſpread their Erroneous Opinions , and Preach 
againſt the Baptiſm of Infants, baptizing them- 
felves anew ;'againſt theſe Zuinolizs oppoſed him» 
ſelf ; wherefore they'began to rail upon him, and 
to aſperſe him with Lyes and Calumnies, infornuch 
thatthe. Senate taking notice of it, ſome of them 
were

were impriſoned, and others Proſcribed, of which 
three or four were put to Death. 

The Monks and Fryers being caſt out of their 
Cells and Monaſteries, at the Procurement of Znin- 
lius ſought by all means to take his Lite, laying 
Ambuſhments for him, ſo that the Senators ap- 
pointed him a Guard. . | | 

Anno Chriſti, 1531. they of Zurick and Bern, a- 
oreed to ſtopthe coming of Proviſion to the three 
Cities of the Popiſh Cantons, which cauſed them to 
take Arms, and coming into the Territories of Za- 
rick, before they were expected, they ſet upon a 
Garriſon of one thouſand men, who ſent to the Ch 
ty for Aid, upon which Forces were Levyed, in the 
Head of which Zuinglins advanced, for fear any 
ſhould charge him with Cowardize , though he 
had been agreat diſlwader from cutting off the Pro- 
viſion, but the Zuricks coming to the top of. the 
Hill, and perceiving their men were fighting and in 
preſent Danger, they encouraged ecafh other, 
and ran down the Hill, at the bottom of which the 
Paſſage was ſo ſtraight, rhat they could go but two 
abreſt, upon which being met before they could 
range themſelvesin Battel,the Popiſh Cantoniers fell 
upon them thatwere. foremoſt and put them to the 
Rout, killing many of them ; Zinglins being amongſt 
thoſe that advanced, he was thrice overthrown, 
and ſtill got upagain,but being the fourth timerun 
in with a Spear, he fell down upon his Knees'and 
taid ; Well,they can kill the Body,but cannot kill the Soul. 

When the Souldiers came to [trip rhe ſlain, Zrin- 
olius was found alive lying upon his Back with his 
eyes,up to Heaven, whereupon they asked him if 
he would have a Prieſt to Confets him; to which he + 
anſwered, no ; rhey then bid hjim,call upon the Viz- 
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32 The. Life of Zuinglius; 
gin May, which he allo refuſing they thruſt bim in 
with aSword, and fo he expired without fetching a 
Groan : and as {con as they knew it to be him, they 
Cut his Body in four pieces and burnt it, "when the 
next day his Heatt was found unperiſhed by the Fire, 
tho the reſt. of his Body was Conſumed. 

Before this Battel a Comet appeared, which he 
faid Prognoſticated his Death ;, and declared it open- 
ly-in his Sermons, fourteen days before he fell in 
Batfel.: He was a.man of great Courage, full of 
Meeknels, very Liberal to the Poor, and Learned 
| in all the ſtudies that Age was capable of, he was 
flain in the manner aforeſaid, in the year 1531. 


The Life of Sr, Joun O 1D 
 CasTLE, commonly called the 
"0kD Connan. 


T Ob: O1d-Caſtle came of yery worthy Parents, be- 
J ing an Engliſh-man by Birth, and born in the 
eign of Henry the fourth, at whole Court he was 
brought up 3- and coming to mans Eſtate he was 
Knighted by the King,and for his honourable great. 
Service in theWars, was honoured with the Title of 
Lord Cobham ; when betaking himſelf to his Studies 
he became very zealous for the Goſpel, and often 
grieved that Anti-Cbriſt was ſuftered to tread it un- 
der his feet, infomuch that he openly reproved the 
| | Idolatroy3 
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Idolatrous and Superſtitious worſhip of the Church 
of Rome, and took the Parts of the teformed Mi> 
niſters, eſpectally ſuch as taught icklf*s DoQtrine 3 
upon which the Papiſts began to hate him, and en- 
deavoured many ways to inſnare him, reſolving to 
Rid him out of the way ; whereupon they brahd-_ 
_ ed him with the name of Hererick,, and made 
pore Complaints againſt him to the King, that 

e went about ty innovate Religiqn, and to ſtir vp 
Rebellion ; but the King beivg ſatisfied in his fide- 
lity gave little heed to the Accuſations of his Ad- 
verſaries, yet they ſo far prevailed that they got his 
Conſent to ſummon a Councel, and thenthe Arch- 
Biſhop of Canterbury addreiied himſelf to the King 
with many grievous Cornplaints againſt the Lord 
Cobham;hoping by ſuch means to caſt him cur of the 
Kings favour,that ſo they might the boldlier proceed 
againſt him; but the King told them, That he being 
one of his Knights, and of an honourable Family, He 
would himſelf firſt Commune with bim about his. Opinion, 
ard perſwade him to return ro the Romiſh Charth. 

T he King having thus ſatisfied the Biſhop for 
the preſent, he ſene for the Lord Cobham ard de- 
ſired him to be an obedient Scn of the Church,and - 
that-he would ſubmit himſelf ro his Biſhop and 
Confeſs himſelf in an Error., to which he mildly 
anſwered: Tos, moſt worthy Prince, I am always wile 
ling and ready to obey, for as much as I know you te be 
the Miniſter of Ged;, bearing the Sword for the Puniſh- 
ment of Evil doers, and for the praiſe of them that do 
well, unto you, next unto my Eternal God, Towe all O. 
bedierce, and ſubmit all that Thave ynto you, being ready 
at all tiraes ro do whatever you ſhall in the Lrrd command _. 
me. But as touching the Pape and hu Spirituality I owe, © 
cw no'Suit tiox Service, knowing him by the Scriptuety 1

ro be the Great Anti-Chriſt, the Son of Perdition, the 
open Adverſary of God, and tae abomination ſtanding 
in the Holy place. | 

The King hearing this ſtout and Chriſtian-like 
anſwer, he diſmiſſed him with an Admonition 
that he would become obedient to the Church, but 
he utterly refuſing, the King at the reiterated Im- 
portunity of the: Arch Biſhop, delivered him up to 
be proceeded againſt as he law fit; whereupon he 
conſulting the other Biſhops, they reſolved to cite 
the Lord Cobham to appear at a Council to be hold- 
en for that purpoſe at London, there to anſwer to 
ſuch Articles as ſhould be objefted againſt him, 
but the Biſhops Sumner coming with his Citation 
to his Caſtle of Coxling durit not enter the Gate, 
without my Lord Cobham's leave; the which he not 
obtaining return*d as wile as, he went. 

Then the Biſhop hired one Fohn Butler, Door- 
keeper to the Kings Privy Chamber, to go with 
his Sumner, which he accordingly did ; and telling 
the Lord Cobham that he had a meſſage for him from 
the King, he got Admittance ; when coming to 
his Preſence he told him : Te was the Kings Pleaſure 
he ſhould obey chat Proceſs, to which he anſwered; 
That he would in no Caſe conſent to the deviliſh Prattices 
of the Popiſh Prieſts, Upon notice of which the Bi- 

op being [thoroughly nettled, ſent to fix the Ci- 
' tation upon the great Church in Rocheſter, not far 
from his Caſtle ; but it was ſoon torn down by ſome 
of the Lord Cobham's Friends, the like being done 
three or four times; upon which he Excommuni- 
cated him, but he laught at ſuch his Proceedings, 
which inraged him yet the more ; but at laſt the 
Lord finding the Malice of the Popiſh Clergy to in- 
crealc againſt him, he went Voluntacily to a 
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The Zife of Lord Cobham. J; 
and carried with him the Articles of his Belief in 
writing, deſiring his Majeſty to ſuffer them to be 
peruſed by the Learned men of either Univerſity 
And if they could any ways prove that they were 
diſagreeing to the word of God, he would ſubmit; 
or that according to the Law of Arms, In the de- 
ſence of hus Faith he would fight with any man Living , 
Chriſtian or Heathen, the King, bis Royal Progeny and 
the Council excepted; and he would refuſe no CarreGtion, 
that ſhould be inflifted according to the Law of God, 

Yet the King not daring to diſpleaſe the Arch- 
Biſhop, permitted him Perſonally to be ſummoned 
in his Privy Chamber 3 and upon his appealing from 
the Arch-Biſhop cauſed him to be Arreſted and car- 
ried to the Tower, where he cauſed his Confeſſion 
to be writ over again, during his Confinement. 

A whileafter he being brought before the Arche 
Biſhop and his Conſiſtory, the Arch-Biſhop proffer- 
ed to abſolve him, if he would require it ; but he 
told the whole Aſſembly, He needed it not, but was 
there ready to make a Confeſſion of his Fanth, if ſo be 
they would Permit him, And thereupon he deliyer- 
ed it to them in Writing, , but they told him that 
although there were many good things contained 
therein, yet they had no leaſure to Examine them, 
but that he muſt anſwer to the Articles, and then 
they began to ask him his Opinion about the Sa- 
crament of the Altar, and Penance, but he ſai, 
He had written his mind in the Paper, and would not enter 
»nto Diſcourſt about thoſe things further * Whereupon 
he was remanded to the Tower: {| 

Not long after the Councel ſet again, and he was 
fent for before them; when as before | the 
Biſhop proffered to abſolye him, but he told himp-* 


He had ugver Treſpaſſed againſt hins, and therefore bad

no need of his Abſolution , and when they told him 1 
that unleſs he would recagt , they would condemn 
him as a Heretick , He bid chem ao as they thought 


"beſt, for, faid he, I am at a point, that which I have 


writtea T will ſtand to it to the death ;, and afterwards 
falling upon his knees he lifted up his hands to- 
wards Heaven, and ſaid, I ſhrive me here untothee, 0 
Eternal aud ever-living God, in my frail Touth 1 offend- 
ed thee,,O Lord, by Pride, Covetouſneſs, Wrath, Un- 
cleanneſs, and many men have Thurt in my anger, and 
committed many other horrible Sins , for which good 
Lord I as thee forgiveneſs; and fo with tears 1n his 
eyes he ſtood np,and turning to the People,ſaid, Lo, 
£024 People, for breaking God's Laws and his holy Com- 
mandments they never yet accuſed me, but for their vwn 
Laws and Traduion they handle me moſt cruelly , and 
therefore they and their Laws by God's promiſe ſhould 
be utterly diſtroyed; aiter which they proceeded 
farther to examine him , but he returned ſuch An- 
ſwers to all their Qneſtions, as made many wonder 
at his Wiſdom, yet they proceeded to-read the Bill 
-of Condemnation againſt him as a Heretick. Af- 
ter they had done, he lifting up his eyes towards 
Heayen , ſaid , LordGod Erernal, I hbeſeech thee of 
thine infinite mercy to forgive my Perſecutors , after 
which he was Tent with a ſtrict Guard to the 
Tower. 

@iThe cruel handling of this good Lord , much 
offended not only the Commons, but many of the 
Nobility,ypon which the Biſhop drew up an Abju- 
ration in hisname , and cauſed 1t to be rumoured, 
that -he had' recanted his Errors-, and cloſed with 
the Church'; hut that was ſoon contradicted by: his 


* own hand-writing; he had not been in the Tower 
-above-a Month after his-Condemaation , but. he 
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I* madehis Eſcape, and fled into Wales, where he con-. 


tinued four years , even till the death of Henry the 
Fourth; but then Henry the Fifth coming to the 
Crown, the Biſhops fo far ſolicited him, that he 
offered great ſums of money to any that could ap- 
prehend him;whereupon either for Lucre or Spite, 
the Lord Pow#s under pretence of friend{hip baſely 
betrayed him, fo that being brought upto London, 
the Parliament then ſitting , he was catricd before 
the Houſe of Lofds, who upon ruminating the for- 
mer proceedings againſt him, confirmed the Sen- 
tence of the Biſhops,T hat like a Traytor he ſhould be 
drawn throuth the Streets of London to the Gallows, 
in Sat Giles in'the F zelds, and there hanged, and af- 

terwards burnt upon the Gallows as he bung , which 
Sentence was accordingly put in Execution ; but 
the Judgment of God ſoon overtook Thomas Arun- 
del Arch Biſhop of Canterbury , his Capital Enemy, 
who condemned him, for his Tongue ſwelling ia 
his mouth, he could not ſwallow any Food, and: ſo 
was ſtarved to death. 
The Lord Cobhazy ſuftered Martyrdom , Ap 

1417, he wasa man of ſingular Piety , deſcended 
of a Noble and Ancient Family , a man of ſuch 
ſtrength and courage , that few durſt encounter 
him, and greatly beloved'by his Prince , for the 
{i ngular Services he had done him in the Wars, 
until ſuch time as the Biſhops traduced kim , and 
turned him out of favour, 
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The Life of Jo un FRITH. 


Jon Frith was born at” Weſtrum in Kent, 
) being brought up by his Parents to Learning, 
he ſo profited , that he ſoon hecameexcellently 
skilled in the Latin and Greek Tongues , and then 
going to Cambridge, he met with William Tinaal, of 
whom he learned many things conducing to ſaying 
Knowledge ; but by publiſhing his Opinion, he fell 
into the diſpleaſure of Cardinal Woolſey, who not- 
withſtanding his favouring bim before, cauſed him 
with ſeveral others to be put into a dark Priſon or 
Cave, where falt-Fiſh was wont to be kept , the 
ſmell of which ſo annoyed them, that ſome of them 
dyed; but in a ſhort time after, Frich making 
friends to the Cardinal, he was ſet at Liberty, and 
ro avoid the Storm that then threatned the Profeſ- 
ſors of the Goſpel, he went beyond Sea, where ſtay- 
ing two years, he againreturned to Emeland, when 
coming to Reading, he was taken vp asa Vagabond, 
and there impAned and put in the Stocks till 
ſuch time as he ſent for the School-Maſter of the 
Town , who finding him to 'be a. man of great 
Learning, procured his Inlargement. 

A while after, Sir Thomas Moore being Lord 
Chancellor, and hearing of his return , offered a 
large ſum of money to any one that could appre- 
hend him, upon which a Taylor, oneof' his former 
Acquaintance, betrayed him, under pretence of 
concealing him in his Houſe , .when being appre- 
hended he was committed Priſoner to the Tower, 
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where 8 was often viſited by Gardiner Biſhop: of 
Winchefter , and Sir Thomas Moor , who perſwaded 
him to recant, his Opinjons, but he abſolutely re- 
fuſed, plainly ſhewing them, that what he held or 
had preached, was according to the word of God ; 
he alſo diſputed with Sir Thomas Moor , both by 
Writing, and Word of Mouth, uſing ſuch convin- 
cing Arguments , that he ſo far wrought upon 
Archbiſhop Cranmer, thathe afterwards confelled 
that he took his firſt Light of Reformation from 
. Mr. Frith. 

A while after at the Inſtigation of one of the 
King's Chaplains.ſet. on by Gardizer,he was.ordered 
£0 be heard before the Archbiſhop and the Lord 
Cromwel , who very unwillingly undertook the 
charge, as being both favourers' of the Reformed 
Religion ; butat laſt by the King's ſtrict Order, the 
Commiſſioners ſat at Craydon,whither Mr. Frith was 
brought by one of the Biſhop's Gentlemen, and 


his Porter , who by the way counſelled him to run 
away from them, and they would willingly ſuffer it, 


but he refuſed , ſaying , That if they went away and 
left him alone, he would come to Craydon himſelf, and 


appear before the Biſhop. So on they went, and he 


the next Morning was brought before the Com- 
miſſioners, where he ſo well defended his Opinions 
by Proofs out of the Scriptures and Fathers , that 
all that -heard him admired his quick Apprehenſion, 
and ſo well he quoted Saint Auguſtin to his purpoſe, 


that Dr. Heath whiſpering to the Archbiſhop, told | 


him , that his Allegations out of Saint An2ujtin 


could-not be denied ; yet was he after all delivered EE 


ro Srokſly Y. » Biſhop of London, who calling him” be- 
fore him into his Conſiſtory , without any regard 


to the Scriptures , Sainr Avzuſtin, or any other af 
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the Fathers, condemned him, and committed him 
to the Sherifis of London, to be burnt as an Here- 
tick. | . 

When he came into Smrhfield,the place appoint- 
ed for his Martyrdom , he with an undaunted cou- 
rage went to the Stake, where he was no ſooner 
faſtned, but the fire was kindled, in which he con- 
tinu?d till-the laſt with ſach Conſtancy and Pati- 
ence, that many were converted by his Death, and 
began to pray to God to receive his Soul ; but Dr. 
Cook forbid them, ſaying, They ought to pray for him 
220 more than they would for a Doo, which uncharita= 
ble expreſſion made many blame him, 

He ſuffered Martyrdom for the ſake of the 
Goſpel, Anno Chrifti 1531. he wrote many Learn- 
ed Treatiſes, moſt of which were burnt during the 
Reignsof King Hezry the Eighth, and Queen Mary, 
and ſome of them were ſaved by Miracle , as I 


may ſay, for on Midſummer Eve , Amo 1626. 4

V Illiam Tindal was born in Wales , from 
Y whence (after he had received ſuch 
Learning as qualified him for higher Schools) he 
was ſentto Oxford, where he gave his mind wholly 
to The ſtudy of Divinity , and often took upon 
him to inſtruct his Fellows in the Knowledge of 
theScriptures, often expounding to them the moſt 
difficult places: 

After he had greatly profited in that Univerſi ity, 
and taken his Degree, he departed thence for Cam- 
bridge, and having ſtayed there fome time, he went 
into Gleceſterſhire , and there lived with one Mr. 

Welch, and became Tutor to his Children ; to this 
Gentleman' s houle ſeveral of the Popiſh Doftors 
frequently reſorted , with whom Mr. T:xdat had 
many Diſputes, and always worſted them, 'which 


did not alittle encreaſe their hatred againſt him'z\ 


during his being there he trantlated a Book, called, 
Enchiridon Militts Chriſtians, the which he preſented 
to Mr. Welch and his Lady, who reading, and duely 
weighing what was therein Contained , they began 
to ſlight the Popiſh Prieſts, and not to entertam 
them ſo friendly as they were wont, the which the 
Prieſts attributed to Mr. Tindal, and thefenpon fell 
to bexwling gen! him, and cg all their endeavours 

to 
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toenſnare him; inſomuch that they ſuborned ſeve- 
ral of their Novices to accuſe him to the Vice- 
Chancellor , who upon their Accuſations ſent for 
him,and after having railed at him the ſpace of an 
hour, there being no proof of any Crime that was 
laid tochis charge, he, diſmiſſed him. 

Within a while after Mr. Tidal chanced to hap- 
pen into the Company of a Popiſh Prieſt, who was 
reputed to be a wan of great Learning, with whom 
he falling into ſome Diſcourſe, he atlaſt ſo non- 
pluſled him, by proving out of Scripture, that the 
Pope's Laws were contrary for the molt part to the 
Laws of God, that the blaſphemous Wretch burlſt- 
ing out into a great rage , ſaid ; We had better be 
without God's Laws , than the Popes , to which Mr. 
Tindal (being fired with Zeal for the honour of the 
Lord of Hoaſt) replied , 7 defie the Pope and all his 
Laws, and willif God ſpares my Life, within theſe few 
years cauſe a Boy that drives the; Plough, to know more of 
the Scripture than you ao, CC. | 
A while after the Papiſts ſo eagerly proſecuted 

him, that he was obliged, though much againſt rhe 
will of Mr. Welch, to leave his Houſe, and then in- 
.deavoured to pet into the Service of the Biſhop of 
Lyidon, but failing therein , he betook himſelf to a 
Fetired Life,and tranſlated the New Teſtament into 
Engliſh , but at laſt being noted by the Papiſts,he 
thought good to depart for Germany , the which he 
'did by the Aſſiſtance of one Humphrey Mounmouth a 
 *Merchant, where being arrived, he met with Fohr: 
Frith,& had afterwards manyſconferences with him, 
/and conceiving that the greateſt cauſe of Error in 
the People;was by reaſon the Scriptures were in an 
unknown Tongue, and therefore underſtood but 
by a few; he tranſlated the five Books of ſes, 
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with Expoſitions to ſuch Places -as were doubtful, 
which he cauſed to be Printed rogether with the 
New Teſtament, of which he ſent as many as he 
could conveniently into England, by reading of * 
which the People plainly diſcerned the Popiſh Er- 
rors that had been brought into the Church. 

A while after he went into the Dukedom of 
Saxony, where he often converſed with Luther, and 
his Aﬀfociates , and then coming into Flanders, he 
reſided at Antwerp, where he wrote ſeveral Treati- 
ſes of Faith; as alſo two Books, one intituled, the 
wicked Mammoz , the other, the Prattice of Pre- 
lates, together with ſome Expoſitions upon ScfiÞp-= 
ture, and Anſwers to the Writtngs of Sir Thomd? 
 Moor.,which Works of his ſo inlightened the Engliſh 
Nation, that the Goſpel began to be taught in ma- 
ny places; another Book he wrote of the Decla- 
ration againſtthe Popiſh Sacrament, and againſt the 
Maſs, theſe things greatly exaſperated the Popiſh 
' Clergy; inſomuch that when his New Teſtament 
came abroad, ſome of them ſaid, There were a thou- 
ſand Herefies init, others, that it could not be properly 
tranſlated into Engliſh , and telling their minds more 
plain,ſaid, It was war fit the Laity ſhould have it in thezr 
Mother Tongue ; whereupon they ſo far prevailed 
with the King , ' that he publiſhed a Proclamation, 
forbidding any Perſon under a great penalty , to 
bny one or ſufter one to be kept in his houſe, nor 


did their Malice ſtop there , but having ſaiborned * 


one Henry Philips , they ſent him to Antwerp with 
great fums of, money, with which he fo bribed the _ 
Emperour's Attorney,. that he ſent two Ruffians to 
apprehend Tindal, who was no ſooner brought be- 
fore him, but he ſent him to the Caſtle of Filford, 
eighteen miles from Avewerp , ſeizing upon all his 
EM OW | Books 
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Books and Writings, and what ever they could find 
1n his lodgings. —— | 
The Engliſh Merchants, that were at Antwerp, 
hearing of hisImpriſonrhent, became Suitors for his 
Deliverance; but in vain; for Phzlips, with his 
Mony prevailed beyond their Intreaties ; ſo that 
-he being ar laſt brought to his Anſwer, altho they 
could Jay nothing juſtly to his charge, yet the Ar- 
torney proceeded to condemn him, and delivered 
him to the Magiſtrates, inorder to execute him. 
When he was brought to the Stake, he cryed 
with an audible voice, Lord, open the' Eyes of the 
Kzng of England. And then being ſtrangled by the 
Hangman, fire was ſet to the Wood, and he con- 
ſumed to Aſhes, ſuffering Martyrdom, anno Chri- 
fti, 1536. When within a ſhort time after, the 


- jafſt Judgment of God ovyertook Philips, who be- 


frayed him, infomuch that he was eaten. up with 
Lice. :

P4 Fagias was born in the Dominions of the 
Prince Palatine of the Rhize, whoſe Parents 


- bcing but of mean condition, he was firſt educated 


under his Father, who kept a Schoo]; and after- 
wards fent to Heidelberg, where he greatly profited 
in Learning : and from thence at eighteen years of 
age hewvent to Srrarburo, where he taught School, 
as likewiſe followed his ſtudying Divinity; ſo that 


growing famous, he at length aſſociated himſelf 


with Capito, Hedio, Bucer, Zellius, and other Learn- 
£d 2nd Godly Miniſters of the Reformed Church - 
Ng and

and in a while after he married, and was called to 
the Miniſtry at 1a; but the Study of the Tongues 
being moſt famous at Srrasburg, by reaſon of-the 
reſort of a number of exiled Miniſters, he re- 
ſolv'd to go thither, and there continued to read 
Hebrew to thoſe that would hear him : and at o- 
ther times he uſed to expound the Scriptures: but 
had not continued there long before he was called 
to his Paſtoral Charge of Ia; in which he offici- 
ated for the ſpace of five' years, and-there being 
aſliſted by Elias Levieg, the famous Jew, whomhe 
ſent for from Yenice , he tranſlated feveral Books 
out of Hebrew, and ſet up a Preſs to Print the ſame 
and ſo continued till the Plague broke out; nor 
then did he fly from his Charge, but exhorted-the 
rich to be liberal to the poor, and diſtributed their 
Bounty with his own hands, as he {aw occaſion, go- 
ing from Houſe to Houſe to ſee who lacked, even 
when the Contagion raged higheſt ; ſo that it was 
counted by ſome' miraculous, that he eſcaped. 

' In the Year 1542, the Paſtorſhip of Wolfzarg, 
at Strasburg, having, by reaſon of his death, cons 
tinued vacant for the ſpace of a year, the Inhabi- 
tants ſent Meſſengers to deſire him to come thither, 
and totake the place upon him, which: he accord- 
ingly did. Firſt for two years and afterwards be- 
ing ſo in loye with his Doctrine, they by uſing 
their utmoſt endeavours, perſwaded him to ſtay: 
two other years. + ' 
About the time when the War broke out in Gers 
many, Prince Frederick, EleCtor of the Palatinare, 
intending to reform the Churches within his Do- 
- minions, ſent for Fagims, as well knowing him tos 
be aman, not only eloquent, but of great Learn- 


ing; where he was no ſooner come, but had aplace 
appointed 
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appointed him at Heidleberg to preach, and inſtruct 
the people, where, during his reſidence, he pub- 
tiſhed many Books, which were very advantageous 
to ſuch as ({tudied the Hebrew Tongue, by which 
 hegrowing yet more famous, Bucer, Peter Martyr 
and Hedio thought fit toentertain him as their com- 
panion in reading Divinity-LeCtures. But the War 
increaſing, and the Emperor getting the upper 
hand of the Proteſtant Princes, the progreſs of 
Religion was hindered, and an Edict ſet forth for 
the baniſhing the Miniſters of, the Goſpel, among(t 
whom Fagius and. Bucer went together, as part- 
ners in joy or ſorrow ; but before chey departed 
out of the Empire, a Meſſenger was ſent out of 
England by Archbiſhop Cranmer, to fetch them 0+ 
ver, that they might be aiding in'eſtabliſhing the 
Reformed Religion, King Edward the Sixth then 
reigning. Nor was their coming fruitleſs ; for 
they, by their unwearied Endeayours, confirmed 
wany that were wavering. In fine, Cranmer let 
them to tranſlate the Old and New Teſtament after 
the exacteſt manner, with brief Notes upon the 
hardeſt places, the which they undertook : but e'er 
It was finiſhed, Fagus died of -a Burning Fever ; 
or as ſome ſay, was poiſoned by. the Papilts ; 1o 
that ammo 1550, he was intombed at Cambridge, 
. from whence, in the Reign of Queen Mary, the 
Papiſts ( having -condemi'd him for a Heretick } 
took his Bones, and burnt them. A poor, but 
malicious Revenge. £ 
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The Life of MarxTinN Buces. 


| Artin Bucer was a German by birth, being 
born at Seleſtade in Alſartia, anno 1491, and 

was in his Non-age put into the Monaſtery of the 
Dominicans, where having profited in Learning, 
he was by the Prior (ent ro Herdelberg, where he 
ſtudied Divinity, and perfefted himſelf in the 
Greek and Hebrew Tongues ; there he read Zu- 
ther anq Eraſmus Works, upon which he began 
to diſguſt Popery. And at that time an offer be- 
ing made him by Prince Frederick, he became his 
Chaplain, renouncing anddeteſting againſt Popiſh 
Idolarries: he likewiſe often preached at He:dleberg. 
Whilſt he ſtaid there, Luther came to that City, 
and preached. ſeveral Sermons, diſputing againſt 
Popery, and alfo againſt Free Will ; by which Bu- 
6er greatly profited - and from that time forth he 
began to diſpute openly againſt the Popiſh Re» 
ligion in every place where he came; infomuch 
that the Monks and Friars ( fearing that his Do- 
ctrine might ſtir the people up to turn them out of 
their holes to work for their Livings, which a- 
boveall things they moſt abhorred) laid wait for 
: life ſeveral times; but God ſtill preſerved his 


gant. But he finding himſelf in danger, 
eparted from that place, and after ſome time to 
Strasburg;, where he no ſooner cane, but he was 
appointed to preach in a Church, and Tead in the 
ivinity-School : and a while after the Reformed 
Miniſters, viz. Caps40, Hedio, Zeltins, Niger, Poltro, 
ws ! Latomas, 
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Latomans, 'Firu, Ha and Bucer publiſhed their 
Reaſons, why they had changed the Maſs into the 
Lord's Supper; which Book they dedicated unto 
Prince Frederick, upon conſideration of which, 
the Magiſtrates of Srrasburg baniſhed Popery out of 
their City. 

A while after, Bacer diſputed with the Popiſh 
Dottors at Auſpurg, and proved their Religion 
falſe, out of the New Teſtament : ſo that his Fame 
ſpreading wide, he was ſent for by the Inhabitants 
of Un, to come and reform their Churches ; 
where he arriving, met with Occolampadius ;, they 
together ſo initrufted the people, and ſet things 
in ſo good order, that the Churches flouriſhed in 
# the truth for many years aſter. _. - 

3 By this time his Enemies bad ſpread abroad a. 
| falſe rumor, that he had: forſaken his New. Do- 
Ctrine, and made his Recantation : to clear which, 
he went to Zurich, and there in the full Aſſembly 
he confeſſed his Faith and Doctrine. Not long 
aſter, he went with ſome of his Brethren to'Ra- 
ersbone, and there held a diſpute againſt Eccius, and 
ſeveral of the Popiſh Biſhops, aſſembled there for 
that purpoſe. A while afrer, the Emperor per- 
ceiving the Pope negleCted to call a Council, he af- 
{cmbled ſome of the moderateſt of the Proteſtant 
Divines, as, Azricola, Melanithon, Breatius and 0- 
thers, and commanded them to. draw up a ſet form 


As likewiſe ſeveral 0- 
gs refuſed to ſign it upon the ſame account, . 
which ſo inraged the Emperor, that he caſt ſeveral, 
of them into priſon ; but Bucey eſcaped his handhs 
15 | aire tho 
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tho not. without great peril. And in a ſhort tire 
after was ſent for into England by Archbiſhop 
Cramer, who upon his arrival provided a Houſe 
for him at Cambridze, and allowed him two hundred 
Crowns per anmm; where he undertook with Fa 
gius, as 1s aforeſaid, the Tranllation of the Bible z 
but by reaſon of the change of air and diet, he 
vithin a year after his coming over, fell ſick, contt- 
nuing ſo-for ſome months; but in the end recoyer- 
ing, hetauvght in the Schools, and read Lectures iti 
his own Houſe, but not taking care of himſelf, he 
fell again into a Relapſe the next day after he had 
commenced Doctor of Divinity. I | 
During his ſickneſs many Learned Men came to 
viſit him, but eſpecially Doctor Bradford, who one 
day as he was taking leave of him to go preach; he 
told him that he would remember himin his 
Prayers,whereupon Bucer with tears 1h his eyes,(aid, 
Caſt me not off,O Lord, now in my old age, when ſtrength 
failethme. And a while after he ſaid, He hath af- 
Aited me ſore;, but he will never, never caſt me off. 
And being deſired to arm himſelf with faith, anda 
ſtedfaſt hope in God's Mercies againſt the Tempta- 
tions of Satan, He ſaid, I am wholly Chriſt's, and 
the Devil has nothing to do with me ;, and God forbid 
that T ſhontd not now have experience of the ſweet cov- 
folation in Chriſt, And thereupon with a ſmiling 
countenance he gave up the Ghoſt, and was inter- 
fed very nobly by the Commandment of the 
King. But in Queen AZary's time his Bowels being 
tagen np, they were burnt together with Fagin's, 
He died ani Chriſtr, 15750. 
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The Life of JOHN ROGERS. 


(9% Rogers, an Engliſh Man by birth, and born - 
of Proteſtant Parents. In bis youth he was 
educated at the Univerſity of Cambridge, where he 
learn'd the Tongues, and grew very expert in 
Learning ; and being well grounded 1n Divinity, 
he was choſen by ſome Merchants to go with them, 
as their Chaplain, to Antwerp; where he no ſoon- 
er arrived, but he met Tirdal, who was fled thither 
out of Exgland, where he likewiſe brought him 
acquainted with ſeveral Divines of the Reformed 
Churches, wich whom he had many Diſputes, and 
was fo inlightened by their Doctrine, that he was 
ever after out of love with the Popiſh Religion, 
Joyning with the Miniſters in tranllating the Bible - 
he there likewiſe married a Wife, - and rhen went 
to Wintenberg, where he ſo perfectly learned the 
Dutch Tongue, that he was choſen Teacher of a 
Congregation, where he faithfully periormed his 
Charge, till ſuch time as King Edward the Sixth 
began his Reign; and then he was ſent for home 
by Docter Ridley, Biſhop of London, and by him 
made a Prebend of Paxls, where he preached the 
Goſpel till the beginning of Bloody Queen Mary's 
Reign ; yet in thoſe dangerous times he did not 
ſpare to exhort the people to adhere ro the Goſpel 
and Dottrine they had received, and not to worſhip ſtocks 


and ſtones, as they had formerly done, And ſo went 


on T2lay open the wicked practiſes of the Popiſh 


| Clergy, whichſo nettled them, that.they went and 


complained 
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complained tothe Council, whereupon he was the 
next day fent for z where he no ſooner came, but 
Gardiner, Biſhop of Wincheſter, ( and then Lord 
Chancellor of Enzland ) fell tc railing at him, calling 
him Impoſtoc, Traitor and Heretick; and ſo charg- 
ing him he ſhould preach no more, he was dif 
milied; 

Within a while after, the Queen put out a Pro- 
clamation againſt preaching the Goſpel, after the 
wonted manner, ſhe having again introduced Po. 
pery ; but Dodtor Rogers fearing to diſobey God more 
than man, could not be ſilent, but like a true Shep- 
herd fed his Flock with ſpiritual Food, by preaching 
as formerly; for which he being again brought be- 
fore the Council, Gardiner ſent him priſoner to 
Wincheſter Houle ; from whence, within a day OC 
two he was ſent for by the Council the third time 
but notwithſtanding he begged, that he might ſpeak 
for himſelf, and jaoſtifie his Doctrine, they would 
by no means permit him; but afrer many abuſive 
words given him, they remanded him to priſon, 
where he wrote a conlolary Letter to his Friends 
in which he exhorted them, ©** Tohe ſtedfaſt, and 
*ro fight courageouſly under the Banner of their 
« reat Captain, the Lord Jeſus, againſt their ſÞi- 
« ritual Enemies; and that now it was no time to 
« he faint-hearted, but freely to ſtand to the Pro- 
« feſſion of the Goſpel, and ſeal it with blood, 
& which he was ready at all times to do. After 
which he admoniſhed them to be careful of his 
Wife and Children. 

The next day he was brought again before the 
Council, as likewiſe the day following, where he 
was treated with nothing bur ill Language, which 
Platoly demonſtrated they fought his Life; for up- | 
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on his refuſi ing to recant, without ſuffering him to 
make his defence, Gardiner read his Seritence, which 
was, That he being a noterions Heretich, ſhould be car- 
ried into Smithfield, and there burnt, After which 
they proceeded to degrade him ; and they deliver- 
ed himupto the Secular Power, in order to his 
Execution, declaring that he was under the great 
Curſe, and that it wasa dangerous'matter to cat or 
drink with him, or give him any thing ; for that as 
many as did ſo: were liable to the effects of the ſaid 
Curſe, To which Doctor Rogers with a ſmiling 
countenance faid, Well, my Lords, here 1 fiand be- 
fore God and you, and al this honorable Audience, and 
take him to witneſs, that I never wittingly, nor willingly 
raught any falſe Doitrine;, and therefore have I a good 
Conſcience before God and all good men. 1 am ſure that 
you and I* (meaning Gard; ner ) ſhall come before a 
riphteous Fudge, before. whom 7: ſhall be as good a Man 
as you ;-and I nothing doubt, but I ſhall then ve found 
a true Member of Jeſus Criſt, and be everlaſtingly 
ſaved; and as for your falſe Church, you need not to 
bave excommmicated me out of it ;, fon 1 have not lived 
init theſe twenty years. The Lord be thanked for it. 
Afﬀtcgqgthis, he deiired that bis Wife and Chil- 
dren might come to him, whilſt he lived. But 
Gardiner would by no means conſznt to his requeſt, 
{o that he was burryed to Newoare ; when on the 
fourth of February the Keeper came to him, and 
told him, he muſt prepare for his Execution : at 
which henot being at all concerned, tho he had no 
warning beforez. only faid, Thenif it be ſo, T need 
ms jtie my Points.. Yet beforc he went to the Flames, 
@ Was. carried before Bonner, Biſhop of {"+-5"hy 
who carneſtly perſwaded him to recant, and live 
) bus ke utterly refuſed life vpon ſuch, conditions, 
exhorting

exhorting ſuch as ſtood about him to repent and _= 
cleave faſt to Chriſts As he came out , his Wife, Y 
with nine ſmall Children abont her, and one ſucking 
at her brcaſt, waited to ſee him, of which he took 
his leave, bidding them rrſt in the Lord,and he would 
plentifully provide for them ;, after which , he went 
couragiouſlly to the Stake, and with admirable pati- 
ence, embraced the Flames, being the firit that ſeal- 
ed his Teſtimony with his blood, during the Reign 
of that bloody Queen, ſuffering Martyrdom, Arno 
Chriſti 1555. he was a man of ſingular Eloquence, 
Learning and Wiſdom , by nature charitable and 
Pitiful, of a middle ſtature, moderate in Diet, and 
powertulin Prayer,

Awrence Saunders by birth an Engliſtman, in 
his Youth he was put to Ex92 School, where 
he was educated tiil he was fit for the Univerſity, 
and then entered in King's Colledg&in Cambridze, 
where being of an Acute, Wir, he out-ſtripped mott 
of his feilow-Students in Learning; buthis Father 
dying, his Mother was greatly deſixroustggnt hi 
Apprentice to a Merchant , which though mn 
againſt his will, ſhe did, viz. to. Sir 1//:4;am Ghoſh 
field of London, but all his mind ran upon Divine 

Meditations ,1infomuch that when the other Ser 
Dd 3 Vans, 
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vants were at merry making , he would: retire in 
private, and be either at his Book, or at Prayers. the 

which his Maſter taking notice of, and being him- 
ſelf a godly man , one day as he was bewailing his 
Condition in his Cloſet, his Maſter came to him, 
and reaſoned with him, and in fine found chat 

he did no way aftect a 'Publick life, butrather a 
ſtudious and retired one whereupon after he had 
made his Mother acquainted with it, he delivered | 
himhis Indentures, and diſcharged him of his Ser- 
vice, upon which he ſhortly after returned to Came 
bridze ,' where having perfected his Study in Greek 
and Hebrew , he began more earneſtly co ſtudy the 
Holy Scriptures, and to expound ſuch Places as were 
moſt difficult, and where he found them too hard 
for him, he required the Aſſiſtance of others. 

In a ſhort time after his coming thither, he com- 
menced Maſter of Arts, and in the beginning of 
King Edward's Reign, he was ordained a Miniſter, 
and began to preach the Goſpel to the great con- 
tent of his Hearers 3 not long after he married, 
and then by his favour with the Biſhop he obtained 

the Miniſtry of Lichfi-14 , and by the ſtriftneſsof 
his life and mild bebaviour got the good report 
even of the Papiſts; after he had continned there 
with good ſucceſs, by God's bleſſing, vpon his Mi- 
niſtry, he was removed to Langhton in Leiceſterſhire, 
where he ſoon gor himſelf the like Applanſe , and 
then being deſi 'irous to hve in London, where he 
might have the better opportunity to conyerſe 
with learned men ; he obtained the Vicarage of 
Albollows 19 Breaasſtreet , keeping both that and his 
Country Cure, tothe content of both places, till 
ſach time as God perm! itte+ Queen Mary to come 
to the Crown, but then being delirous to part _ 
tnat 
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that in the Country, he rode thither on purpoſe to 
reſign it into the hands of the Donator,and by the 
way preaching at Northampron , he perſwaded the 
' People to beware of relapſing into Popiſh Errors, 
which are (ſaid he) kely agar. to over-run this Nati- 
on, 44 4 juſt puniſhment, by reaſon that England, when 
the light of God's Candle ſhined upon her, had ſuch little 
regard to the Goſpel, and true preaching of Gods Word. 
Art which Sermon of his ſome Papiſts being pre- 
ſent they bitterly complained againſt him to Biſhop 
Gardener . who was nowgbecome the Queen's Chief 
Privado, upon which he was apprehended, and for 
ſome rime kept in priſon, but at the Interceſſion of 
his Brethren, who were Officers in the Queens Army 

he was releaſed. | 
When he perceived , that Anti-Chriſt's Reign 
over England was 2gain at hand, he like Moſes Ie- 
ſolved ro ſtand in the Gap , although to the hazard 
of his life , and thereupon concluded to part with 
neither of his Livings, but preached at them both, 
as his time ſerved him, but his Friends adviſed hitn 
to fly theStorm.of Perſecution that was imminent, 
yet he refuſed it, reſolving like the good Shepherd, to 
live and die with his Sheep, and not leave them to the 
mercy of the Popiſh Wolves ,: but heing hindered 
 topreach in the Country by the Papiſts, vrho now 
began to domineer, he came for Loadon,”'when about 
Barnet he heing overtaken by Mr. Z4oxdant , one of 
Queen Mary's Privy Councillors, he asked him whi- 
ther he was going. I have, ſaid Mr. Saunders, 4 Cure 
in London , whither I am poing to infiruck my People 
according to the Word of God. Tf you would take my 
Counſel,laid Mordant,] would adviſe youto deſiſt. How 
then, replied Mr. Saunders, ſhall I diſcharge my conſci- 
ence before God, if any be ſick and deſirous of conſolation,

Thea 
Mordant asked him if he did not preach ſnch a 
time in Bread: ſtreet : Yes, Sir, ſaid Mr. Saunders, 
and to morrow you may hear me there again , where j 
will confirm by God's Word all that IT bave taught, 
would apain ſaid Mordant,counſel you to forbear, To 
which Mr. Saunders replyed , If you will forbid me 
by Lawful authority , then I auf forbear , but not till 
then. Nay, ſaid Mordant, I will not forbid you, and 
they parted; whereupon®this ſpiteful wretch went 
inſtantly to Biſhop Bonner, and told him what had 
happened yet Mr. Saunders according to his. pro- 
- miſe preached in the Mornivg, his Text being this, 
T am jealous over you with a vodly Jealouſie , re , for I 
bave eſpouſed you to one Huband , that I may preſent 
Jouas a chaſte Virgin to Chriſt; but T fear leſt by ar 'y 
means, as the Serpent beouiled Eve through his Sabtlety, 
fo your minds ſnould be corrupted from the ſimplicity 
"that is ir: Chriſt, 2 Cor. 11. 2. © 

In the Afternoon he came. again, but then Bonner 
had ſent his Officers to hinder him, who according- 
Iy took him out of the Church, and carricd him 
before thejyhloody Maſter, who charged him with 
Treaſon, Her{ſie, and many other falſe Reproaches, 
telling him, e broke the Queen's Proclamation, 
and traduced the Sacrament as to the firſt, he 
anſwered,rhat he thought it was better to obey God than 
Air ;, andtothe ſecond, he ſaid he had done it, as it 
19.45 wort im the Primitive Church, but the Biſhop 
deſirous of his Blood , ordered him to write his

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ner ſent him to Gardener , where'afrer long atten-= 
darice he was admitted to his preſence, who asked 
him, how it happened that notwithſtanding the 
Queen's Proclamation, he had dared to preach,ta 
which Mr. Saunders replyed, That ſeeing ſuch dange- 
10145 times at hand, his conſcience obitged him, and that he 
was bound in duty to admeniſh his Pariſhioners to be ſtead- 
faſt mthe Faith they had received, being thorowghly per= 
ſwaded in his conſcience , that it was better to obey God. 
than Man ;, your Conlcience (aid Gardener ja good- 

ly Conſcience ſure: This your Conſcience would 

make our Queena Baſtard, would it not ? | 

We declare no ſuch thing, aid Mr. Saunders, but for 
that, let them take care whofe Writings are yet abroad 
ro teſtifie the ſame,vot without great ſhame ard reproach 
ro the Author. This he ſaid, becauſe that Gardener 
to pleaſe King Henry the Eighth, bad written a 
Treatiſe, and cauſed it to be Printed , Whercin he 
declar'd Queen Mary Vilegitimate,, and then pro- 
ceeding, he told the Biſhop that he had done nv In- 
jury, unleſs it were one to preach God's Word, ac- * 
cording to the purity and fincerity of the-Colpel, 
and that although heand his Brethren were forbid- 
den to publiſh it with their Mouths, yct he cloubr- 
cd not but that they were ready to {eal it withtheir 
Blood; wherenpon Gardner remanded [11M to Pri- 
ſon, for which he thanked him, ſaying, thatnow 
he had appointed him a place to reſt in.” 

During his Impriſenment he wrote to his Wife 
and Frie nds, aſter this manners 1 am merry, andT 
truſt I ſhall be ſo, manner the teeth of all the Devils ia 
Hell, Riches I have noze to. beſtow amor pſt you, but that 
Treafure of raſting how ſweet Chriſt 1s ts hungry Con- 
ſcrerrees ( whereof I thank my Saviour 1 ao feel 
part) that I bequeath to you; and to the reſt of my beloved 
JH whe Lord. Fi When 
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When he had continued in priſon about a year, 
his Friends began to ſue for his releaſe , the which 
when he herd of , he deſired them to deſiſt , for 
that it was God's pleaſure that he ſhould bear wit- 
neſs to his Teſtimony even to the death : A while 
after he was brought upon his Examination, where 
they offered to.releaſe him, if he would recant, to - 
which he replied, that he did confeſs Life and: Liberty 
were things deſirable , but that he would not murther his 
Conſcience ro ſave his Life, but by God s Grace, laid he, 
T will abide the worſt extremity that man can do againſt 

. me, rather than do any thing againſi my Conſcience ;, 
and when Gardener threatned him with death , he 
ſaid, Welcome be it whatſoever the will of the Lord be, 
either life or death, and I tell you truly T have learned 
rodye, but I exhort you to beware of ſhedding innocent 
blood, for truly it will cry aloud againſt you. 

_ After they had examined him, they procecded to 
paſs Sentence againſt him, and then degrading him, 
they delivered him np to the Sheriffs to execute 
him by fire , when after a year and three Months 
impritonment he was brought to the Stake, the 
which he firſt embraced, and afterwards kiſſing, 
laid, Welcome Croſs of Chriſt, welcome everlaſting life, 
the fire by the malice of his Enemies being made of 
green wood, put him to exquilite torments', bur he 
indured them with a Chriſtian patience, as being 
well aſſured when his fiery tryal was at anend, he 
ſnonld receive a Crown of Life that fadeth not 
away. | 

He was burnt at Coventry, - Anno Chriſts 1555. one 
thing by the way | ſhal] not think amiſs to inſert, 
when the Nation was in ſuſpence for fear of Queen 
Mary's bringing in Popery, Mr Saunders being in 
company wich Dottor Pealcton , and ſeeming to be 

much 
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more cauſe for me to fear, than for you', \for as 
much as I have a big and fat Body , yet will I ſee the ut= 
moſt drop of this Greaſe of mine melted away , and this 
Fleſh conſumed with fire,before I will forſake Jeſus Chriſt 
and his Truth which I have profeſſed; yet when Queen 
Mary came to the Crown, he turned Apoſtate. 

By which we may ſee how weak the reſolves of 
men are, unleſs God's Holy Spirit aſſiſt them to 
perform and enable them to bear Affliction.

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Ohn Hooper an F.nglith man by Birth, was brought 


up at the Univerſity of Oxford, where he lto- 


died Divinity, and was ſo far tranſported with the 
love of the Scriptures , that he would read them 
Night and Day , many Expoſitions he made upon 
the doubtful places of the New Teſtament, and 
reconciled Texts which ſeemingly diſagreed. 
Thus his Zeal for the Word of God got bim 
batred amongſt the haters of the Goſpel, eſpecially 
about thetime when King Henry the Eighth cauſed 
the Six Articles to be publiſhed, but eſpecially Dr. 
Smith ſo perſecuted him , that he was obliged to 
leave the Univerſity, and betake himſelf to be Stew- 
ard to Sir Thomas Arimdel, with whom he lived 1n 
zood credit, till ſuch time as the Papilts traduced 
him yet Sir Thomas not willing to part with him, 
endeavoured to perſwade him to turn Papiſt ; hens 
waen 
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when himſelf could not prevail, he ſent him to the 
Biſhop of Wincheſter with a Letter, wherein he de- 
fired the Biſhop to try if he could work upon him, 
but all 1n vain, - for he returned ſuch Learned An- 
| ſwers, that he non- pluſſed the Biſhop, for which he 
. became his Enemy ever after, and ſonght by ſundry 
means to intrap him ; whereupon he had notice 
ſent him by ſome of his Friends , that it was beſt 
for him to ſnifr for his ſafety ; ſo that taking ſach 
neceſlaries as were convenient , he left the King- 
dom, and went to Paris , yet within a while he re- 
turned for England, but having intelligence that 
his life was fill ſought for, heagain croſſed the 
Scas, ang went Into Germany, where he was friendly 
entertained , eſpecially by Mr. Bull;nzer , there he 
learned the perfection of the Hebrew Tongne,aud 
married a Burgonian Gentlewoman, living there till 
the death of King Henry ;, but in the beginning of 
King Edward's Reign, he w.th many others re- 
turned, and heing ready to depart, he took his lcave 
of Mr. Bullinger and the reſt, giving them any 
thanks for their kindneſs towards him, tclling chem 
they ſhould hear of him from time to time ; "But 
for the liſt News, ſaid he, I ſhall not be able towns it, 

far where I ſhall take moſt pains, there ſhall you bear of 
me to be burnt to Aſhes, which Prophelie exactly came 
to pals, as ſhall hereafter be recited. 

When he came to London he had a Benefice orde- 
red him , where for the moſt part he preached 
twice a day , at whoſe Sermons ſuch crouds of 
People flocked, that the Church could not contain 
them,when at lengt h he preaching before the young 
King, he fo highly approved of him, that he firlt 
made him Biſhop of Glceſter , and afterwards of 
Worceſter, where he went from place to place, 
| | | preaching 
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The Life of John Hooper. 61 
10g throvghout his Dioceſs, inſomuch that the Peo- 
ple infinitely loved him , the which they continued 
to the laſt. 

In the Pn of Queen Mary's days, when 
the bloody cloud was juſt breaking over the Nati- 
on, he was fetched up to London by a Purfivant, of 
whoſe coming although he was advertized, and by 
his Friends adviſed to make his Eſcape, yet here- 
fuſed it, ſaying, that he was not aſhamed of his Te- 
ſtimony, nor would he abandon Chriſt's Cauſe; for 
ſaid he, Once T mult confeſs T did fly , but being called 
ro this Place and Vacation , 1 am reſolved to ſtay, aud 
live, and dy with my Sheep. 

Being bronght to London, there canie Orders 
that he ſhould be brought before the Biſhop of Mz- 
cheſter, who-greatly exclaimed againſt him, giving 
him many unbecoming words, which the good man 
bore with admirable patience, and after a ſhort Ex- 
amination he was committed to the Fleer , where 
the Warden ordered him a Bed of Straw, being ſo: 
commanded (as 'tis ſuppoſed) by Gardener , and he 
I:kewile lying 1n a noyſome Chamber , within a 
ſhort time fell ſick, when calling for ſome to come 
to him, the Warden ſaid , Let him alone , if be dy, 
there will be a yood riadance of him , {uch villainous 
hands was this good Biſhop fallen into. Of the hard 
uſage he ſuffered there, himſelf wrote an Epiſtle 
and ſent 1t to his Friends. 

A while after Dr. Hvoper was brought before the 2 
Biſhop of Winzheſter, and charged as a Preacher of -Y 
Sedition and Rebellion, as likewiſe of being guilty b 
of many Hereſies and falſe Aſſertions,to which he 
made ſuch a Learned Defence , that all that heard 
him could not but confeſs that he was a man .of 
great Parts, yet by noiſe and tumult they often 1n- 
6s FO no | terrupted 
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terrupted him ,.endeayouring to put himout; but 
when they ſaw they could nor proveany thing a- 
gainſt him (yer reſolving to have his Life) they pro- 
nounced Sentence againlt him, and then proceeded 
to degrade him and ſo delivered-him to the Sheriff, 
who carried him to the Connter-Priſon in South- 
wark, trom whence a while after he was removed to 
Newz7ate , when in the way tie Sheriff ſaid, Dr. 
Hooper , why was you ſo raſh as to anſwer my Lord 
Chancellor ſo baftily,it might have happened better to you, 
had you mollified him with mild Words. To which he 
anſwered, I ſpoke nothing unbeſeeming me, neither was I 
empatient , though I was earneſt inmy Maſter®s Cauſe, 
and it ſtands mein ſtead ſo to be, for it goeth upon life 
and death, *net only in this World , but in the World to 
Come. .. 4 
| After he had continued Six Days in Newzate, 
the Keeper brought: him word, that he was to be 
carried to Gloceſter,there to ſuffer at the Stake 3 at 
which News he greatly rejoyced , giving praiſe to 
God that he had ſo graciouſly diſpoſed his Enemies 
hearts,to carry him to a Place where he had ſo faith- 
fully taught , that there he might ſeal his Doctrine 
with his Blood. Then came to him ſeveral of the 
Popiſh Sadduces,as Bonner, Harpsfield, and others, to 
Intreat: him to accept of life, by renouncing his 
former DoCtrine , and making his Publick Recanta- 
tion, but he would byno means hearken unto them, 
ſaying, [Je would not for cowardly fear forſake his 
Lord and Maſter, but be ſtedfaſt to the end, not doubt: | 
ing but that he would ſend him patience and ſtrength 
to withſtand the utmoſt torments their rage could it 
vent. ; : 
Within a while after he was taken out of New- 


gate tO be carricd to Glecefter , in order to his ſuffe- 
riDg, 
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ring, when as all the way he went he appeared very 
joyful, and lying one Night by the way, he eat his 
Supper with a merry countenance , and ſlept with- 
out the leaſt trouble; for why , he was all peace 
within, as being armed with a good Colkſcience, 
which is the only true happineſs during this mortal 
life ; the next Morning Sir Anthony Kingſton came 
to him and told him , that he would adviſe him to 
ſubmit himſelf to the Church by a free Recantati= 
on,for, ſays he, Life is fweer, To which, he replied, 
But the death tocome is more bitter , and the life to come 
far ſweeter,and I will rather dye than renounce my Lord 
and Maſter. . | 

Being come to the Verge of the County, he was 
received by the Sherifi , who with a ſtrong Guard 
conveyed him to the Place 'of Execution, being mer 
by many thouſands of People , who much bewall- 
ed his congition, and ſent up their Prayers to Hea= 
ven, that he might be comforted and 1inabled to 
bear his ſufferings patiently, many of them weep- 
Ing to fee ſo Reverend a Perſon fallen into ſuch 
miſery, but he comforted them , and told them, 
That he was unworthy who refuſed to ſuffer reproach or 
death for the ſake of the Lord Feſus, who refuſed not for 
our ſazes to ſuffer a ſhameſul and ignominious death up= 
on the Croſs ;, and hereupon he began to exhort them 
to be itedfaſt in their Faith, but the Popiſh Varlets 
would not ſuffer him to proceed. Then he addreſſed 
himſelf ro the Sheriff, laying, Sir my requeſt to you 
, that I may have a quick fire, which may ſoon diſpatch 
me. and I will be as obedient as you would wiſh, 1 might 
bave had my life with great advancement , as to tempo= 
ral things, but I am willing to offer my life for the Teſti- 
mony of the Truth,and truſt to dye a faubful Servant ts 
God, and a true Subjett to the y; ark

Then the Sheriff told him thar he had ſtri& Or. 
ders to hinder him from ſpeaking to the People, 
' to which he ſaid God's will be one, arid then kneeling 
down, he continued in feryent Prayer fof the ſpace 
of half'an hour with an exalted and joyful counte- 
nance, and then riſing up , ſuffzred them to faſten 
him to the Stake, where ſuch was the malice of his 
Enemies, that they had prepared green Wood, yet 
before the fire was kindled , a Pardon was offered, 
if he wonld recait; but hectyed out with a Chri- 
' ſtjan Zeal , If you love my Soul, away with it , and 
then three Iron Hoops being brought to faſten him 
to the Stake , he faid , If you had brought none of 
theſe, Iwou'd have ffood patiently , and thereupon he 
only rook one of them and put it apout his middle, 
When the Reeds were ſet up, he embraced & kiſſed 
tacm, putting them nnder his Arms, where he had 
two Bags of Gunpowder , and the fire being kind.- 
Ied , he continued three quarters of an hour in the 
fire, praying, and often crying out, O Feſwus thoy 
Son of David, have mercy upon my Soul, and often 
between whiles he would deſire them to let the fire 
come at him, the which as is above mentioned, be- 
ing made of green Wood ,- conſuyned all his lower 
parts, when as the upper remained untouched, yet 
he hore it patiently , not in the leaſt complaining 
of hits Torments, as being paſt doubt ſupported by 
him that is able to make all things tolerable ;' thus 
fell this bleſſed Martyr in the bleody Perſecution 
under Qncen Mary, Anno Chriſti , i555. Sealing 
oe "are hz had fo faithfully tavght , with hts 
ood. | 
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on Taylor being born of wealthy Parents, 
was bronght up art Cambridge, where he not 
only ſtudied Divinity, but the Civii Law ; ſo that 
in a ſhort time he grew ſo famous, that Arch-biſhop 
' Cranmer entertained him as his head Chaplain, 
where he lived in great repute till the middle of 
King Eaward the fixth's Reign, when he was prefer 
ed to be Rector of Hadly in the County of Suf- 
folk, where by his Preacng and Charitable deeds, 
he gained the high Eſteem of all good Chriſtians: 
Yet by ſtrongly oppoſing the Popiſh Idolatries 
he procured to himſelf the hatred of the Papiſts, 
who during King Edward's time, hid their Malice 
as wanting Power to vent it, but when Queen Ma- 
ry came to the Crown, they began to ſhew their 
Stings, and boldly ſpit their Poyſon againſt che - 
Preachers of the Goſpel. . . | 

Abour the time that ſhe put out a Proclamation 
for the reſtoring the Romiſp Religion, one Foſter 
anotorious Papiſt and others of his Gang, procu- 
red a popiſh Prieſt to come and ſay Maſs-in the, 
Church of Hadly, when upon the tolling oi the. 
Bell Dr. Taylor ( for-ſo he had Comtnenced ) went 
to the Church, where he no ſooner perceived the 
Prieſt dreſſed up in his Superſtitions Trinkets : And 
not being able ro come at him, by reaſont he' was 
I ſurrounded with drawn Swords, he called to him 
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ſaying Thou Devil incarnate, who made thee ſo du- 
dacious as to enter this Church, to defile and prophane it 
with thy abominable Idelatry ?

Then Foſter in a great Rage ſaid, Wil: thou, thou 
Trayterous Heretickh raiſe a Commotion to diſturb and 
hinder the Queens Proceedings. And thereupon they 
forced him out of the Church, and the Prieſt went 
on with his Tale. Wirhinga while after Foſter ſent 
ro Gardener to rail upon, And grievoully complain |, 
againſt Dr. Taylor : So that he ſent down his Ler- || 
ters to apprehend him, which the Doctor having 
notice of, wou!d by no means fly tho his Wjfeand 
neareſt Relation earneſtly per{waded him thereto, 
faying; Thar he had done enotgh in reſiſting the Prgeſt, 
and that if be fell into the hands of his Enemies, he muſt 
expett nothing but Impriſonment, or cruel Death.

. importuned 
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importuned him to fly, he would not, ſaying fars 
ther, that he knew God would never leave his Church; 
although for a time he ſuffer her to be afflicted, yer 
he would again reſtore her, and raiſe upſuch a Mi- 
piſtry that all the Power of Hell and Rome ſhould 
never be able to put to Silence, Then having notice 
that the Meſſenger was-come for him, he took his 
leave of his Friends , and went with him to' Lgn- 
don : where being admitted into the preſence © 
Gardener, who then was not only Biſhop of V;n- 
cheſter, but likewiſe Chancellor of England: Gar- 
dener Called him Knave , Heretick, and Traytor ; 
Demanding if he knew himnot. Yes, ſaid Dr. Tays 
br, 1 know you and all your Greatneſs, yet you are but 
a Mortal man, and if I ſhould be afraid of your Lorllly 
ks, why fear you not God, who is Lord of us all * haw 
lare you for Shame look, any Coriſt:an man inthe Face , 
Wecing you have forſaken the Trith, denyed our Saviour 

riſt . and his Word, and Atted contrary to yonr owe 
Vath and Writing ? with what Cotintenance Can you ap- 
jear before the Fudament ſeat of Chriſt, and Anſwer

When Wwe came to the Priſon, it ſo happened 
that he mct Mr. Bradford there, at which he did not 
alittle rejoyce; as likewiſe Mr. Br -4ford in his Com- 
pany, both rendring Praiſes to God, who had vp- 
on ſuch an occaſion ſuffered 'them fo happily to 
meet in Order'tq the Comfortingand Supporting 
each other in their Aﬀ}iCtion,  infomuch that when 
Dr. Taylor wrote to his Friends, he ſent them word 
that He thanked God for Providing ſo G raciouſly for 
bim.tn ſo ordering tt by his Providerce.that he had bren

A while afrer his Condemnation, Bifhop Jorner 
came ro degrade him, bringing with hun all the 
Maſling Implements, and Commanded him to put 
them on; but he told them he would not. Then 
laid -Bonner, If you wil! not I ſhall makes you ere T go. 
By Gods Grace, faid Dr. Taylor, you ſhall not, Then 
Bonner Charged himro do icupon his obedience.But 
upon his ablalute refuſing tro meQtle with the Su- 
perſtitious Trumpery, Bonner Commanded his man 
to do it ; who pur them on accordingly.

To which 
heonly Anſwered, Well, T perceive that I now have 
been deceived my ſelf , and fhall deceive many in Had- 
ly of their Expeitations.At which the Sheriff told him 
it wag 2 gracious ſaying, and deſired him to explain 
it, as well hoping he intended to recant. Why, ſaid 
Dr. Taylor, I did propoſe to my ſelponce, that T ſhould 
have been buryed in Hadly Church yard, in which Inow 
ſee I ſhall be deceived, and as for my deceiving of others 
of their Expettations, is, that I being 4 man of a Corpu- 
lent body, mioht have fed many Worms, who now muſ} 
be Content withouf*ne. | 

He heing come within two miles of Hadly, a 
great number of People came flocking to meet him, 
for the moſt part greatly lamenting the State into 
which he was fallen; when as he Comforted them 
in the beſt manner, Saying, be Parent, as for me,1 
thank, God I am almoſt at home, and have not paſt two 
miles more to go over, before I come to my Fathers houſe. 

At the Towns end a poor LameWan with five 
ſmall! Children met him, and cryed out ; Ah! dear 
. Father.,, and good Shepherd Dr. Taylor, God help 
and Comfort thee, as thou haſt many timgs ſuccoured 
and Comforted me , and my poor Children : Whilſt ma- 
ny others with weeping. Eyes lamented his loſs. 

When he came to theAlms-houles he called out the 
poor People by their namesas he was at other times 
accuſtomed, and gave mony to every one of them, 
-. whoPrayed to God to ſtrengthen and Comfort him, 
oreatly lamenting the loſs of fo good a Benefactor 
as he was wont to be, 

Coming to the place of Execution, the Sheriff | 
commanded him that he ſhould in no wiſe ſpeak to 
the people ;, which did not a little grieve him, that 
hs was not ſuffered to take his laſt farewel ofthoſe | 
{0 


 tOwhom he had fo faithfully Preached. the Goſpel - 
yet he was very Cheerfyl,when after he had Prayed 
a while, he put off his,Cloaths and went to the 
Stake and killed it, when through the vehemency 
of the Zeal by which his Soul was agitated, he go- 


ing about to ſpeak one- thruſt a Staff into his . 


mouth, and by that means hindered him; another 
ſtruck him over the Head; and athird threw a Fa- 
got at him, which ſo cut his Face ,that the Blood 
ran down in abundance ; upon which he ſaid, O 
Friend,what needed this ? I bave harm enough already. 
And when he was ſaying his Miſerere in Engliſh, Sr. 
Fohn Shelton ſtruck. him on the mouth, ſaying , 
Knave I will makg you ſpeak Latine. 

When thgfire was kindled, he extended his Arms 
toward Heaven, and with a voyce as if he had been 
Raviſhed with Joy, continued ſaying, oſt mere 
ciful Father of Heaven, «for Feſus Chriſt my Saviours 
ſake, receive my Soul into, thy Hands, till one with 
a albert beat out his Brains. And thus dyed this 
Bleſſed Martyr, Anno, 1555. wy 
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Ohn Bradford was born of Vertuous Parents at 


J Mancheſter in Lancaſhire, and brought up im 
{uch Learning as the place was able to aftord, and 
when he had greatly profitted therein, he became 
Steward to Sr. Fohn Harrington, with whom he liv- 
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edin much Credit for ſeyeral years, yet his minI 
not being contented with that manner of Life, but 
{ſtill fixed upon Divine matters, he lefr his Maſter 
and went. to Cambridze where he ſo profited in 
the ſtudy of Divinity, that within two years after 
his coming thither, he commenced Maſter of Arts, 
and was cholen a fellow of Pembroob- Hall : Where 
he liyed in_good repute a Conſiderable time, and 
there happened to. come acquained with Martin 
Bucer ( who tv avoid the ſtorms of Perſecution in 
Germany,was come Over 1nto England and by Con- 
verling with him he greatly profited, inſomuch that 
Dr.Rzalcy Biſhop of London hearing of his towardli- 
neſs and holy. manner of Life, preferred him to be a 
Prebend of St. Pauls ; where he continugd faithful- 
ly to diſcharge his Truſt, till the beginning of 
Queen Mary's Reign - whenas one Bourn Chaplain 
to Bonrer , and afterward jnade Biſhop of Barh, 
Preaching at Pauls Croſs ſo highly offended the 
People in his Sermon, by inveighing againſt rhFe- 
formed Religion, That not only a Dagger was 
thrown at him, but likewiſe the Peaple began fo 
far to Mutinie, that had not Mr. Bradford at his 
Earneſt requeſt ſtood up in his place and quieted the 
People, they hadpulled the Popiſh Wolf 1n pieces; 
but the People no ſooner perceiving Bradford but 
they gave a great ſhout, Crying, Bradford, Rrad- 
ford, God ſave thy Life Bradford ? Yet Bourn not 
thinking himſelffafe deſired Mr. Bradford to convey 
him out of the Throng, which he did, ſheltring him 
with his own Body, and ſpreading his Gown over 
him, in his retreat into St. Pauls School wherc 
he left him. Then cryed the People, Ah! Brad- 
ford thou baſt ſaved him, that will he the PER ta 
burn thee. As indeed he was. ve 
R 
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On the ſame day in the Afternoon Mr. Bradford 
Preached at Bow Church, and in his Sermon ſharp- 
Iy reproved ſuch tumultuous Proceedings; yet 
within three days after he was ſent for by the Coun- 
cel and charged as a ſtirrer up of Sedition; and , 
thereupon ſent to the Tower, from whence he was + 
removed to the Kings-Bench; from thence he was 
brought ſeveral tines before Boer to beExamined, 
and eyer pur the Biſhop roa non plus; yet his Death 
being reſolved upon, the bloody Wretch proceed- 
cd to paſs Sentence upon -him, as likewiſe, to de- 
grade him, apd then Committed him to the Coun- 
fer, where he continued a Conſiderable time, be- 
fore his Execution, Preaching ro and Exhorting 
the Priſoners, in the way of faving Knowledge, as 
likewiſe relieving their wants according to his A- 
bility : Nor was there a day paſled whezein ſome 
Perſon or gther of quality did not. come to him for 
Inſtructions, inſomuch that his Chamber ſeemed oy 
rather aChappel ſer apart for Divine worſhip, 3 
then an impriſonmentz for there he Preached 4 
twice every Sabbath, and prayed with ſuch as re» 
ſorted thither every day, and as often as he could 
have opportunity -he adminiſtred rhe Sacrarfient 
in both kinds. He was a man fo jult that the Keeper 
of the' Kings-Bench would permit him upon his 
word. to go into Loudon and vilit his Friends,/and he 
was eyer 1o Faithful that he rather returned before, 
then after the time he had ſet 

When his Friends demanded whether they ihould 
folicite his Delivgry, and what he wbuld do if he 
had his Liberty, Ifis Anſwer wasgThar be did not 
freely Care whether he was delivered or not, ont if it 
ſo happened be would Marry and live fecretly in Eng- 
land. Duripg his hypritonment.many Spaniſh Fryers +

came to fempt him to renounce his Religion, . but 
he uſed ſuch powerful Arguments to confirm it to 
bethe true Religion, ſuch as was eſtabliſhed in the 
Primitive Church by Chriſt and his Apoſtles, and fo 
confounded them in'their own Arguments, that they 
were always obliged to betake themſelves to their 
old (hift, which was to Rail and brand him with 
the name of Heretick. R 

He often had the opportunity to eſcape, but 
ke would by no means attempt itz the night before 
he wag conyeyed to Newgate, he had a dream 
wherein it was ſignified to him, That he was to be 
burnt within two days,that Chains were brought, and that 
the day following he was togo to Newgate: T he which 
happened accordingly, for he was ſcarce riſen be- 
fore the Keepers wife came to him, and told him 
ſhe had heayy news to inform him,which is,ſaid ſhe, 
that you muſt preſently goto Newgate, wheregyour Chains 
are ready, in Order to your being burnt in Smithfield, 
at -which he taking off his Cap lifted up*his Eyes 
toward Heaven, and faid, 1 thank God for it, Thave 
Yooked for the day along time: It comes not now to me ſud- 
denly but as a thing that T have waited for with Patience, 
the _ up make me worthy to ſuffer for bis Name. Aud 
thereupon he prayed fervently for a good ſpace, 
when as the Oſhticers were come to fetch him, at 
which time he called together the Priſoners, and 
Servants, giving them many pious Exhortations, 
and diſtributed Monies amongſt them, bidding them 
perſeyere-in the Truth, And not be carricd away yith 
every Wind off Dottrine. 4 | 
When he cage to N:woare, ſeveral came to viſit 

tim, to whom he gave Ghoſtly Conſolation. And 
the next morninÞ. the Sheriff came for him, and 


* conveyed him togcther with a youth of about eigb- 
- teen 
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teen years of Age to Smithfield, where the Stake 
was prepared. When he,gameat the Stake, he kifled 
It, as likewiſe aFaggot'that he took vp, and thgn 
falling flat upon his Face, in token of Humility, he 
prayed for a good ſpace, till the Sheriffordered him 
to riſe; they putting oft his Raiment,he was together 
with the Youth faſtned to rhe Stake, when as he 
cryed with aloud voice, Repent, O England, of : 
ſins, bewareof Idelatry,” beware of falſe Anti-Chriſts, 
take heed they do not deceive thee. 1 hen turning T0 the 
young man, who wasan Apprentice to a Merchant 
in London, he ſaid, Be of good Comfort Brother , for 
we ſhall have a merry Supper with the Lord this Night. 
And then embracing the Reeds, he ſaid, Streioht T; 
the way, and narrow is the pate that leadeth unto ever= 
liſting life, and few there be that find it. 

The fire being kindled, he held his hands in 
the flames , ang-with a Chriſtian paritnce ſuffered 
the burning withoat ſo much as ſtirring the body, 
dying a glorious Martyr , in the Bloody year, Amo 
1555. He wasa man fointirely beloved for his holy 
life, that many who never ſaw him, greatly lament» 
ed his death ; nay; the very Papiſts themſelves, in 
the midſt of all thcir rage and malice, were forced 
to confeſs that he was a man of great Learning, 
and many of them heartily w:ſhed that-he might 
have lived. 


The 


ference come to hear his Sermons; ſo thar in a 
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Icholas Ridley was Bprn at Newcaſ#le, and there 
N Educated 1n Learning by his pious Parents, 
till he was fitted for the Univerſity, when as he was 
ſent ro Cambridze , where he grew ſo famous by 
his Studies in Divinity, that by the conſent of the 
whole Univerſity he' was choſen 'Maſter of Pem- 
broke Hall, and commenced Dottor 1g Divinity. 

A while after Archbiſhop Cranmer hearing of 
his Fame, ſent for him, and made him Vicar of 
Hern in Eaſt Kent, where he ſo well diſcharged his 
"Paſtoral Office , that he gained the general Ap- 
Plauſe - of all the Places adjacent ,*who neglecting 
their own Teacher, would for many miles circun!- 


while after he was conſtiruteda Prebend of the Ca- 
thedral Church of Canterbury, but nor greatly like- 
ing thoſe with whom he was-oblized to converſe 
with, 1n that Station he left them , and travelled 
inco France, Where. after his having vilited many 
Places., and greatly profited 11 his Studies , he re-. 
turned into Enaland, where he was no fooner Come, 
but King Henry the Eighth ſent for him, and ordain- 
edhim one of His Chaplains as likewiſe within a 
while after made him Biſhop of Kocheſter, 11 which 
Station he continued till the Reign of Ring Edward 
theSixth, who tranſlated him to the'See of London, 
where he continued preaching and inſtructing the 
People by expounding rhe Scriptures, and perſwa- 


ding them unfeignedly to imbrace the Reformed 
Mn on | Religion,

Religion, by utterly renouncing Popith Superſtiti- 
ons and Idolatries, and fo by preaching from 
Church to Church throughout his Dioceſs. His Ca- 
pital-Enemies, the Papiſts, were obliged to confeſs 
he was a wan of a pious Life and Converſation; | 
never did he preach,but ſuch multitudes of People 
came flocking about him , that the Church could 
not contain them,and thus cotinued he in great cre- 
dit till the Reign of Queen ary, in whole days all 
things Sacred were fumbled down, and the Abomi- 
nation of Deſolation ſet up in the Holy Places. 
Fhis good Biſhop was firſt converted to the true . 
Religion, by readjng Bertram's Book of the Sacra- 
ment, and ſtrongly confirmed in his opinion , by 
converſing with Peter Martyr , and other Learned 
Divines of the Reformed Church ; when in the 
firſt year of Queen Mary's Reign, he was ſent for 
before the Council, and there accuſed of ſpreading 
Heretical Doctrine. To which Accuſation,although 
he anſwered with all Gravity, and oppoſed it with 
many learned Arguments ; yet was he ſent to the 
Tower, and there continued till he , Archbiſhop 
Cranmer , and Dr. Lattimer were ſent to Oxford, 
there to diſpute againit the Popiſh DoCtors; after 
which. Diſpute they were all three committed to 
Priſon in that City , till at laſt Dr. galey was ſe- 
perated from the reſt, and ſent to.the houſe of- one 
Mr. 1-iſh , where he remained till the day he ſuffe- 
red Martyrdom ; - yet he often converſed by Letters 
with the aforeſaid holy.men, as likewiſe with Mr.. 
Bradford , who was at the ſame time a Priſoner wn 
tne King's Bench ; when writing to Dr. Latcimer,... 
he deſires him that he wonld ſend him continually | 
ſome "Spiritual ConloJations ; For, ſays ht, unleſs 
the Lord "aſſiſt me in his Service, I ſhall but play the 
part 
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part of a Coward ;, but he can makes a Coward in his 
Canſe fight like a conragious Soldier. a 

He confefſed that upon hearing the reſolute Con- 
feſſion and laſt Speech of Mr. Rogers, who ſuffered 
Martyrdofn, he was greatly incouraged,and felr all 
the heavineſs that before oppreſied his Soul, quite 


remoyed', fo that he was all Joy and Peace with- 
1N | 


Not long after, he being broyFhr into Saint 1a 
»y's Church , where by the Queen's Appointment, 
he was to be tryed (as they termed it,although his 
death was reſolved on before, right or wrong) by 
ſuch Commiſſioners as were come thither for rhat 
- purpoſe, amongſt whom one fat as repreſenting the 
Pop2;. when he was come they opened their Com- 
miſfion, and began toread it, to wiich he gave heed- 
fu] Attention, till ſuch time as they came ro menti- 
on the Pope and his Supremacy, and then he put on 
his Hat, ſaying,T do not this in contempt-to any Perſon 
bere, but to the Pope, whoſe uſurped Supremacy I ſhould 
make my ſelf guilty of owning, if I ſhould with pati- 
ence vail my Cap at the hearing it. | 

Upon this Speech, the Biſhop of Lzxcelz chafed 
exceedingly, and commanded the Beadle to take off 
his. Cap, which he meckly ſuffered him to do, when 


afrera long Examination;,but'no Proof againſt him 


of any Erroneons.DoCtrine, as they pretended,they 
proceeded toTead his Sentence of Condemnation; 
and in a (ſhort time after the Biſhop of Worceſter 
came ro degrade him, britiging the Maſling Trin- 
kets, which he would have had him pur' on, but he 
refuſed. Then the Biſhop with'the help. of his men 
put them on him, and ſo taking them! off again, 
pronounced him aa Excommunicated and Accurſed 
Perſoa , decliring that it was cangerous fot atiy to 

| convcrie 
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converſe with him. Yet Dr. Ridley laught at the 
Bug-bear threats, remembring- the words of the 
Apoſtle , who ſays, If our Conſcience accuſe us not, 
God that is greater than our Conſcience will not condemn 
th, 
After the Degradation , he wag delivered over 
tothe Secular Power, in order to"his Execution, 
whenat Supper-time his Keeper's Wife weeping to 
think he muſt ſuffer the next day ; he comforted 
her, ſaying , 7 pray you be patient and chearful, as 1 
am, for by this orief you expreſs, 'tis plain you love 
me not ; and thereupon he with a,chearful counte- 
nance invited them allto his Wedding, ſaying , ro 
marrow ſhall T be married, ſpeaking myſtically , as 
meaning his Soul was to be eſpouſed to Chriſt its 
Redeemer,and when his Brother-in-Law and others 
offered to watch with him, he refuſed their kindneſs, 
ſaying , that he ſhould fleepas well that nighr-ase- 
ver hedid inhis life. 

When the Morning was come, the Sheriff, toge-- 
ther with the Lord Williams of Thame, and others, 
came with'a great Guard tro convey him to the © 
Place of Execution ; as alſo Dr. Lattimer, who was 
condemned with him, as in his life will hereafter 
appear ; when as Dr. &4zaley dreffed himſelf in his 
Epiſcopal Garments, as many of them as were con- 


renient, and ſhaved himſelf, as if he had been go- 


ng to an earthly Wedding, and as he was upon his 
way , he looking behind him , efpied Dr. Latt:mer 
oming after ; and called to him with a chearfub 
oice, faying, O Brother, axe you there ? Tes, ſaid 
Ur. Lattimore,bave after you 4s faſt as I can; When 
ley came to the Place of Execution, Dr. Cole be- 
"2 mounted upon a Stool, ſer for that purpoſe, be- 
an to rall againſt them to the People; telling them 

wil = that 
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that they were Zuinglians, Occolanipadians , and the 
worſt of Hereticks. Upon which Dr. Ridley fell up- 
on his Knees, and beſought the Lord Williams, for 
Chriſt Fefus ſaks that he might have liberty to anſwer 
lim, and clear himſelf of thoſe Scandals before he dyed; 
but the Vice-Chancellor and others, run to, him 
and ſtopped biSouth, faying , If he would recant 
be ſhoald be heard, but not otherwiſe. Then, ſaid Dr. 
Rialcy, I will never deny my Lord Teſus, and his known 


Truth, whilſt Ihave breath inmy body . Then turning 


to Dr. Lattimer, he embraced him, and bid him be 
of, good comfort ; For, faid he , God willeither aſ- 
ſwaze the heat of the fire, or prve ws ſtrength to en- 
dare its fury with patience,and fo going to the Stake, 


he kifled it, and then kneelcd down, and prayed }. 


fervently for a good ſpace. Waen riſing up,and be- 
Ing about ro ſpeaks to the People , the Popith Lo- 
Cult run and ſtopped his mouth. 
When he was ftripp2d,and the Fagots.were piling 
about him, he ſaid, O Heavenly Father, I give thee 
thanks for that thou baſt called me to be a Profeſſor of 
thee even unto death, Tbeſeech thee, O Lord God, have 
mercy upon this Realm of England, 44 deliyer it from 
all its Enemies. And when the Smith was knocktig 
in the Staple that faſtged the Chain, he ſaid , I pray 
thee good fellom5ve, it wn faſt for the Fleſp will have its 
courſe. Then did his Brother-in-Law bring him a bag 
of Gunpowder, which he received joytully, and 
tyed it about bis Neck, ſo the fire being kindled, he 
_ _Roodinthe flame along-while before he dyed , by 
_ reaſon of theill making of the fire,and then,faying, 
Into thy hands, O Lord, Icommend my Spirit, Lord re- 
ceive my Soul, he gave up the Ghoſt, ſuffering Mar- 
tyrdom,.

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The Life of Nicholas Ridley. $x 
caſion of abuſe to any. Charitable he was even to 
aMiracle,for he kept BonnersMother at his own Ta- 
ble, and when he came to dye, he ſaid, Noching 
troubled him, but that ſeveral Poor men had taken Lyas 
ſes of him, and paid their Mony whilſt he fat Biſhop of 
London, which were now taken from them without any 
Recompence ; and therefore he delired the Lord Wits 
ams to be a means for them, to the Queen, - that 
they might not loſe their Mony. If ten thouſand 
Pounds could have ſaved his Life, the Lord Datrvs 
offered as muth ; but his cruel Adverlaries thirſted 
after nothing more then his Blood z nor would 
Queen Mary hearken to any Supplication, that was 
made for his Life, although he 1n King Edwardthe 
ſixth's time; ſtood againſt moſt of the Peers and 
Clergy, when they went to exclude her from the. - 
Succeſlion ; nor would he for any Intreaty ſer his 
band to It.

- Onething is worthy of Note, and may becount- 
ed a Prophecy, which was this; Dr. Ridley duting_ 
his being Biſhop of London, long before King 
Edwards Death : As he was Croſling the Thames 12 
a Boat, the Wind aroſe ſo high that all that were 
with him were ia fear of preſent drowning; but 
be Comtorted them ſaying, Fear not for this Boat 
carites a Biſhop that muſt be burned, and not drowned. 
* And thus much for the Life of this Pious Martyrs 
who did not only. oppoſe to the utmoſt, the ſu-- 
perſtitions and Idolatries of the Church of Rome z 
by words bur alſo in Writing, and at laft ſealed his 
Teſtimony with his Blood.

Martyr. 


Ugh Latimer was born 1n Leiceſterſhire, at a 

place called: Thrihefſon, where 1n his younger 

years he was put to School, and profited ſo-much 

In learning, that within awhile he was ſent to 
Cambridge > where he gave himſelf wholly to the 

_ Study of Divinity, and within two years after his 
. coming thither, Commenced Batchelor of Divini- 
ty 3 yet was he ſo zealous a Papiſt, till God opened 

. Hiseyes that he wrote many bitter Letters againſt 
 Melanfthone, and others of the Reformed Church, 
uſing all- the Idolatrous Ceremonies counting it a 

| great Crime in him if he omitted any one part of 
 _ÞA, theRomiſh Decrees, and Canozis reſolving by any 
"*means to become a Fryer, for he at that time verily 
believed that if he were ſo he could not be Damned; 
ſo blinded was he with Superſtition, and plunged 
ſo far into Error ; but God having made him, 4 
choſen Veſſel to bear his Name, ſoon found means 
for his Converſion; for Mr. BiÞycy an orthodox 
Divine taking notice of his great Zeal, in the way 
he then was in,and forthe Religion (though a falſe 
one) that he profeſfed,;he took ſuch opportunities 
to diſcourſe with him in Private, that by his Con- 
vincing Arguments he ſo far wrought upon him, as 
to give heedful Attention to his DoCtrine, where- 
by. he ſoon became more Tratable, and much in- 


clined to the reformed Church; and greatly mad 
or 
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for the abuſes he had offered to the reformed Mini- 
ſters, asking them both by wofd of mouth, and 
Letters forgiveneſs for the offences. And now his . 
Eyes being open he plainly perceived the deceits of © 
the Romiſh Church, and began to deteſt it, as 
much as he ever had admired ir, fo that he by that 
means fell into the high Diſpleaſure of fome Romiſh 
Doctors, Who before had ſtyled num their Champi- 
on. | R 
When he was thus Converted and brought over 

to imbrace the ſaving Knowledge of the Goſpel, 
he began to Preach and indeavour to Convert 0- 
thers, inſomuch that he converted many 3 but the 
Biſhop. of Ely ſent ſtriftly to forbid him; but ypon 
| his refuſing ro defiſt the Biſhop went himſelf, when 
as he found him Preaching, which he continued fo 
Authentickly and with ſuch a Grace, that the Bij- 
ſhop inſtead of reproving him, highly Commended 
him, and wiſhed to God that himſelf had the ſame 
Gift of preaching ſo plain and powerfully, "eo 
ſhortly afrer a complaint was made againſt him, t 
Cardinal Wolſey, who cited him before him; but 
by the means of Dr. Butts the King's Phyſician, he 
was rather advanced then any ways:Diſconraged ; 
for it being about the time that the debate washeld 
about King Henry the Eight his Supremacy, the 
Cardinal upon finding aman of great Learning 
choſe him to be one of thoſe that ſate abour the 
deciding that Afﬀair ; when within a while he grew 
into ſuch favour with the Lord Cromwel,that he pre- 
ferred him roa Benefice in Wilrſhire,where he faith- 
fully Officiated for many years, and then was res 
moved from thence to the Bilhoprick of Worceſter, 
where he behaved himfſzlf.fo well, that he ſoon ob- 


| tained the Praiſe of all rhat were under his Cure: 
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Unleſs ſome malicious Fryers and Monks, who great- 
Iy Envyed him as Plainly perceiving, that his Do- 
Ctrine tended to the diſcovery of their abominable 
Errors ; inſomuch that they Exhibited many griev- 
ous Complaints againſt him. How that he Pieached 
falſe Doctrine,and indeayoured to ſtir up the people 
to Rebellion. But to this he ſo learnedly returned 
Anſwer, that his Adverſaries were athamed of 
what they had done ; then continued he more dili- 
gett then eyer, in Correcting and reforming ſuch - 
Ahufes as were crept into the ſeveral Churches un- 
der his jurisdiction, oppoſing, as much as in him lay, 
the Croſs abſurdities ofthe popiſh Prieſts, Preach- 
ing againſt Miracles attd Tranſubſtantiation, ado- 
ration of Images, and the like, which made the ri- 
gid Papiſts ever lay Snares for him, but in vain; du- 
ring the Life of the worthy Lord Cromwel, they 
prevailed not in any thing., : 

Upon New-years day, when the Biſhops were 
wont to preſent the King with Gifts, Dr. Latimer 
emed King Henry with a New Teſtament, in a 

andkerchief, with this Inſcription on the Co- 
vers; Fornicatores, © Aadulteros, Tudicabit Domt- 
aus; Whoremongers,and Adulterers,God will judg; 
ſo plain was he in reproving the King, whett none 
befides him durſt Attempt it. 

". A while after by the prevalency of the popiſh 
Lords, they obtained a Bill to paſs in Parliament, 
containing the ſix bloody Articles, which obliged- 
many a good man, tolay down his Charge, anda- 
onglt the reſt this good Biſhop, When he had pul- 
of his Rocket before ſeveral of his Friends, he 
cut.a Caper or two, Saying; zow I feel my ſelf light, 
as. being diſcharged of a heauy Burthen , for indeed 
ſuch a Charge is not alittle ponderous and ow 
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ſome; If according to the «Inſtitution of Biſhops, 
they faithfully diſcharge theyr Truſt. 

When he had reſigned his Biſhoprick, he retired 
himſelf to weſt Kingfton Near Briſtow, where he had 
a Perſonage, and there he Preached every Sunday, 
Exhorting and inſtructing the People in the way to 
eternal Lite. Yet here thereſtleſs Papiſts would not 
ſufter him to bear quiet, but made great Complaints 
againſt his Doctrine, although they could prove 
nothing thereincontrary to the Word of God; up- 
on which he repairing to Arch- Biſhop Crammer to 
clear himſelf, found ſuch Favour at his Hands, that 
he prevailed with the King ſo far on his behalf, that 
his Acculers were forced to draw in their Horns 
and ſhriok into their ſhells again, as well knowing 
they could make ont nothing Erroneous, againſt 
either himlelf, or his Docrine. 

Theſe were his Conflicts during the Reign of 
King Henry the Eight, but he dying, and young 
King Edward coming to the Crown, the ſix Articles 
that had canſed ſnch Blood ſhed, were Rovoked, 
and then Dr. Latimer was reſtored to his Biſhoprick, 
where he conrinued ro Preach twice aday for the 
molt part. And riow the Popes Chickens not having 
ſuch ihelcer under the Wings of this good Prince, 
. as they bad before, the Biſhop lived in great quiet, 
and followed his Studies fo cl6ſe,that he ſoon became 
{uch a Diſputant that few durſt encounter him. 

' One day as he was Preaching, he told his 
Auditory, that his Preaching the Goſpeh would one day 
coft him. bis Life, and that Wincheſter was preſerved 
in the lower for the ſame purpoſe 3 which in the 
Reign of Bloody Queen Mary fell out accardingly, 
for ſhe was no ſooner ſeated in the Throne, buta - 
Purſevant was ſent to.ferch Dr, Latimer up to = 
ES 07» 
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x don. Of whoſe comingaltho he had ſix days notice 
before-hand, yet woulg he not avoid him, but having 
received the Letters he brought from rhe Counci], 
he promiſed to follow him, which he did the next 
day, tho contrary to the Expectation of his Enemies, 
who wiſhed that he would fly, as well knowing his 
great Parts; but he taking leave of his Friends, ſaid, 
T now go as willing to give an Fecount of my Faith, as 
ever [yet went to any place, donbting.not, but that God 
who hath made me worthy to Preach.his Word before 
two excellent Princes will enable me to bear Witneſs be- 
fore the third, either to her Eternal Comfort or Diſcome 
fort. In his way to Court he Rid through Smzth- 
field, where he- ſaid ro ſuch as accompanied him -, 
ThatSmithfield had groaned for him a long time. When 
he came before the Councel, they fell.to abuſing 
him after an unſeemly manner, and without ſuffer- 
ing him to ſpeak for himſelf, ſent him Priſoner to 
the Tower, which they had reſolved upon before 
his coming. TINT, 
Being in the Tower, God gave him not only a 
Chriſtian patience, but indued him with the Spirit 
of Wiſdom; beyond what he had formerly been ca- 
Pable of. There he kept a whole Winter with- 
out fire, notwithſtanding his age. and the extremi- 
ty-of the Weather, which made him tel] the Liente- 
nants man, Unlcſs they looked better after him , he 
ſhould deceive them : Which words he reptat- 
4ng to his Maſter, the Lieutenant charged Dr. L4 
 rimey as one Intending to make his eſcape. Buthe 
expounded the Words, ſaying, That unleſs you pyo- 
wide me fire and other neceſſaries, inſtead of dying by 
heat (meaning by burning) I ſhall periſh here , throush 
Cold and want. | 25 þ, 
After he had continyed a conſiderable time Prifo- 
ner 
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ner in the Tower, and had been often tempted to 
Recant, he was ſent to Oxford, together with Dr. 
Ridley Biſhop of London, and Arch Biſhop Cranmer, 
there to Diſpute againſt the Popiſh Doctors a- 
bout Tranſubſtantiation, and other ſuch like Erro- 
neous Tenets in the.Church of Rome. Where Dr. 
Weſton was appointed Prolocutor: The Place for 
the Diſpute being St. Mary's Church. And altho 
theſe three Champions of Chriſt were ſeparated, 
not being allowed the nyſe of Books, yet did they fo 
Confound their Adverſaries by lively Texts out of 
the Scriptures, and Proofs out of the Fathers, that 
they were obliged to fall ro their old way of Rail- 
ing : And fo overpow'ring them with Noiſe and 
Clamor, they gave out to the Rabble that they had 
prevailed againſt the Hereticks, but would by no _ 
means ſuffer the Proceedings to be Publiſhed. Then 
was our good Biſhop with the reſt conveyed to fe- 
veral Priſons, where he continued with admirable 
Patience, writing to his. fellow-Sufferers to Com+ 
fort ard Strengthen them to bear their Croſs : And 
often in his Prayer, which was exceeding Feryent, 
he would beg of God to reſtore the Light of the 
Goſpel once more in England, and that he would 
preſerve Queen . Elizabeth to be a Comfort to the 
People: And for himſelf, he deſired to dye, Thar 
he ſo might ſeal his Teſtimony with his deareſt Blood, 
All which came afterwards to pals. | 

A while after he was brought to his Tryal,where 
he ſo defended the DoCtrine he had Preached, that 
his Enemies were amazed at his prodigious Learn- 
ing : Yethis Death, being right-or wrong, reſolved 
upon, they proceeded to degrade, and Sentence 
him - After which he was delivered up to the fecu» 
lar Power, in, order to his Execution; together 
with Dr. Ridley. Ft 4 When 
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When he was brought to the Stake, he look*d 
with a very chearful'Counrenance, as not being in 
the leaſt Diſmayed at the Approach of that Death 
which himlelf ſo mnch deſired, and the which he 
might have avoided, if he-would have Recanted. 
After he had prayed a while, he unſtripp'd himſelf 
for the Fire, and ſaid to Biſhop Rrdley + Brother, be 
of good Comfart, and play the Man, for I truſt by God's 
Grace, we ſhall this Day ligbt ſuch a Candle in England 
| 4s ſhall never be put out: Adding that He knew 
God was Faithful, and would not ſuffer him to be Temp- 
ted aboue what he was able tobear. Then Embracing 
Dr. Ridley, he vas bound to the Stake, and the 
Fire kindled to him, when as he cryed with a loud 
Vaice; 0 Father of Heaven, receive my Soul : And 
then ſtroaking his Face with his Hand, he gave up 
ghe Ghoſt; dying a Gloriopns Martyr at Oxford, 
Anno Chrijti I55$+ 
| Two things more are worthy of Note. The 
firſt i is, That at his Death ſuch abundance of Blood 
guſhed our, that it for awhile damped the Fire - 
Thefecond, That Stepben Gardener Biſhop of W:r- 
cheſter, his mortal Enemy , having that Day pre- 
pared a great Feaſt ' at Wincheſter: Fouſe in South- 
wark; notwithſtanding his having ſeveral Perſons 
of Quality to Dine with him, would not go. to 
Pinner £1ll ſuch time as he received certain Intelli- 
gence of the Deaths of Latimer and Ridley, which 
was got till about four in the Afternoon; when 
with a chearfyl Countenance he ſaid, Come now my 
Lords fit down, the arch-Hereticky are Diſpatched. 
Bpt he had not eat paſt three Bits before his Tongue 
began to ſwell in his Mouth. So that being, car- 
yed from the Table, asnot being able to gohim- 
lf, he continued 1 un 'a murable Condition for 
| a.” blteen 
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fifteen Days, and then dyed, being as ſome Reporc, 


Starved by reaſon'he could not ſwallow any Sulte- 
nance,

Ties Cranmer was born of a very worſhipful 
Family, at Arſ-latthon In Notinthamſhire , 
where he was Educated in ſuch Learning -as his 
tender Years were capable to receive; and when he 
grew to more Perfection, he was ſent to the Uni- 
verſity of Cambridg, where he ſo profited in his 
Studies, that he was within three Years after his 
coming thither, made a Fellow of Feſus Colleds - 

But by reaſon of his marrying a Wike, that Place was 
ſequeſtred from him, and he appointed Divinity 
Reader in Buckingham Culleds, where he behaved 
bimſ{clf ſo well that he 20t the 200d Will of the 
Heads of the Univerſity : 'So that his Wife dying, 
he way Re-inveſted in his former Place; where he 
had not -been. long, before he Commenced Ne, = 

Divinity. | 
. . Within awhile after, Cardioal-Woolſey haying 
- Founded a new plleds in Oxford, ſought for the 
moſt Learned Men in the Kingdom to repleniſh it, 
amongſt whom Cr4zmer was Choſen ; But he fore- 


ſeeing 
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| God's Word prove it ,  Lawful, or Unlawful, fo let 
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ſeeing that Woolſey's Fall wasat hand, would by no 
Means.imbrace the Offer, but kept in his former 
Station. | 
About this time King Henry the Eight being 
_ defirons to be Divorced from Katherine of Spain, 
who had been formerly Married to his eider Bro. 
ther Prince Arthur, had long laboured in the 
Court of Rome to effect his Purpoſe ; but, after 
great Trouble, and much Mony ſpent, nothing was 
done therein; Inſomuch that the King was exceed- 
ingly troubled. When ſo it happened that Fox 
and Gardiner,the former being the King's Almoner, 
and the latter his Secretary, being at Walham, 
where the Court at that time reſided : They one 
Day invited Cranmer to Dine with them, who was 
come thither from Cambridze,for fear of the Plague, 
which raged much in that Univyerfity;: When in 
the midſt of their Feaſting, they demanded his O. 
- pinion touching the King's Aﬀair, in Relation to 
the Divorce. To'whom he made this modeſt An- 
{wer. | 
' Icannot ſay much on the ſuddain, in ſo weighty a 
Buſineſs, which requires conſiderable Study and Conſi- 
deration : But in my Opinion, ſeeing the King lies un- 
der Preſſureof Mind, and 1s 1m great Trouble of Con- 
ſeience, nothing can be more grievous than long De- 
lays, and wandering in Romiſh Suits, in which, whoſoe- 
ver are once Intangled, can hardly get ont of the Snares : 
Wherefore T think_it better, that laying aſide all, De- 
laysgand Court Suits, wherein the King thas been ſs long 
tofſed with great Afliftions of Mind : The Judgement 
'of Divines both in our own, and forrain Nations, and 
Univerſities be ſearched out,and required,which may be 
rengthened with the Law of Gogyz and as they ſhallby 
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the King proceed, - and by that means have the Cauſe De- 
termined in his own Country: Whereby he may live in 
lawful 7Aatrimony with a chearful Mind, and quiet 
Conſcience ;, which is much to be deſired by all his fauh- 
ful Subjetts. , 

When he had thus ſpoke his Mind, they highly 
Approved of whar he faid, wiſhing the King had 
bad his Advice before he ſent to the Conrt of 
Rome: And the next Day they coming to the King's 
Preſence, and he demanding what was donein his 
Aﬀair, Fox recounted to him all that Cranmer had 
ſaid, but Gardener would have had the Praiſe of it 
himſelf; yet the King would not hear him, but 
turning to Fox, he asked him whether Cranmer was 
yet in Waltham, and being given to underſtand he 
was, he immediately ſent for him: Saying, He 
Counſels richt, had I but known as much two Years 
ſince, I had xot only ſaved infinite Expences, but had 
lived with a quieter Mind ere this time, then now I dgs 
When Cranmer was Introduced, the King de- 
manded if he would ſtand to what he had ſaid. To 
which he replyed, that he wonld : Whercuponthe 
King commanded him to write his Opinion, as 
likewiſe the Earl of W/:l:ſhire to furniſh him with 
private Lodgings, Books, and whatever he required. 
When Cranmer had written as he thought fir, he 
preſented it to the King, who highly approved it, 
and asked him if he would make it good before the 
Pope : The which he undertook todo, and deſired 
the King, thatlearned Men might be ſent to other 
Univerſities to know their Opinions; which was 
accorded to, and Cranmer with the Earl of IWikſhire, 
ſent as the King's Ambaſladors to Rome, where the 
Pape holding forth his pontifical Toe for them to 

kiſs, an unmannerly Spaniel of the Earls, run and 
py cavght 
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cavght it in his Mouth; after which the Ambaſſa. 
_ dors refuſed the Fayour, and the Pope pulled in his 
Foot again. 

Cranmer having made his Buſineſs known, offered 
to Diſpute with any that would undertake to De: 
fend againſt his Opinons : Saying he would prove 
it Jure Divino, That a Brother ought not to Marry bit 
Brothers Wife. But, finding none that would” Ar: 
gue in that Point 3 aſter the Pope had made fim his 
Penitentiary he left Rome, and went into Germany, 
where he put the Queſtionto thoſe of the chiefeſt 
Univerſity, who canfirmed what he had ſaid; and 
he returned into Enzland. bringing with him the O- 
Pinions of above two hundred learned Men, who 
conctrred with him, that the Marriage was Un- 
lawful. 

About the ſaine time thoſe that the King ſent jn- 
to Fay, and otner Parts returned.bringing the O- 
- pinions of moſt Univerſities, which were coherent 

with the other: When as the King having kept 
the Arch- Biſhoprick of Canterbu' y ( which became 
Vacant by the Death of William Warham ) by the 
* Space of ten Months, upon Cranmer's Return he 
beſtowed it on him, though he much declined it, 
having delay'd his "Buſineſs the longer, 1g hopes 
ſome one or other would obtain it before his Arri- 
val; for he well knew that he muſt not only take 
© AN Oath to the Pope, bur by ſuch an Advancement 
incur the Envy of many, who gaped for ſuch a 
Promotion : But the King preſling it vpon hn, he 
could not refuſe it ; yet he gave the Popes Bull 
info the King's Hand ſaying, That he would never ve- 
ceive the chief Biſhoprick, of England from any, but 
him who was Head of England: Nor take an Oath 
that was derogatory to the King's, Authority. 


Being 
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\ Being thus Inveſted Primate of England, he cars. * 
ried himſelf ſo Circumſpect, and was ſo Meek,autl 
Merciful, that it grew- to aProverb, - viz. Do m 
Lord of Canterbury a ſhrewd Turn, and he will be your 
Friend as long as you live. 

For ſeveral Years he had the whole weight of 
Reforming the Religion upon his Shoulders, inſo- 
much rhat by Reaſon of the continual Reſort, his 
Houſe ſeemed rather a publick Court; than a Pti- 
vate Houſe. But he continued not long in this 
Dignity, before the Popiſh Serpents began to ſpit 
their Venom : Eſpecially Gardiner, who uſed his 

| utmoſt Diligence to bring him into Diſgrace with 
the King: And in order to effect his wicked Pur- 
poſe, was the chiefc{t Promoter of theſix bloody 
Articles, which coſt many a brave Man his Life. Nor 
was this all, ior they often ſuborned Rufhans to 
ſwear Treaſon and Hereſie againſt him 3 but God, 
ſo ordered the matter, that what was objected, was 
but rarely Believed, and the Undertakers ſo dif. 
encouraged, that. they rather brought themſelves 
into Diſgrace, than this good Biſhop. Yet the King 
once, to try the Virtue and Patience of Cranmer,, 
made him believe he would deliver him up to the. 
Will of his Enemies : But when he perceived he 
was no ways feared to bring his Aftions to the Teſt, 
and by that diſcerned his |nnocence : He gave him, 
his Ring, commanding him to Appeal to him, if 
they offered to uſe him Uncourteouſly. 

Next Day he was ſent for, to Appear' in the, 
Council-Chamber, to make good ſeveral Articles, 
charged againſt him : -Bnt being come into the Lob- 
by, they ade him wait almoſt an Rour amongſt. 
the Footmen ; although himſelf at that time was a 

Privy Councellor ; Of which Diſgrace Dr. Ang 
| | .- "> WE 
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* the Kings Phyſician, giving the King to underſtand, 
he grew extream angry : Saying, Ha, do my Coun- 
ſellors ſo diſeracefully uſe the Primate of England ? and 
thereupon he fent to command his Admitrance. 

When he was entred, the Council told him that 
tt was laid to his Charge, that all England was 
turned from the Catiholick Faith , and infeQed 
with Hereſfie by his means : For that by the Ex- 
ample of his private Devotion and Order in his Fa- 
mily, moſt. of the' Churches had taken Example. 
Whereupon he defired to ſee his Accuſers, thar he 
mght ſee what Proof they could make of what they 
lard to his Charge, that fo he might rerurn his 
preſent Anſwer to what they inould object againſt 
him,and thereby clear his Innocence : Saying, That 
it was not meet that the Primate of England, and 
4 Privy Counceltor, whole Faith was never Bubled, 
nor call'd in Quettion, ſhould be lmpriſoned be- 
fore he was heard 3 and that he believed what was 
fad was only npon bare Suſpicion :, But when he 

rceived them reſolntely bent to fend him Pri- 
foner to the Tower, hetold them that he was very 
forry they would oblige him to Appeal from them- 
felves ( who were his fellow Councellors, and 
from whom he expected Juſtice } to.tne King, and 
thereupon he dclivered the King's. Ring, citing 
them preſently ro appear before him, and 1n the 
mean time to ſuſpend their Decree :, Wherenpon 
they were all ſtruck Blanck, and the Lord Ruſſel, 
who was afterwards Earl of Bedford, Said, Didſtl 
vor I tell 'yort that the King would never ſuffer they 
Arch-Biſhop to be Impriſoned, unleſs he were guilty[tt 
of High Treaſon againſt his Majeſty. FT 
_ When they came into the Kings preſence, heſto 
ſharply reproyed them for their ſo uſing the me W]

ſhop;faying, He expeCted better from them, then to 
let Cranmer who was one of their fellow Councek 
lors, ſtand amongſt ſerving-men; demanding whe- 
ther any of them would not have: taken it for a- 
great Affront, had they been fo ſerved, and there- 
upon ſtriking himſelt on the Breſt, he ſwore that 
he was more beholden to Cranmer then to any man 
Living, and rhat upon Tryal he had found that no 
Prelate Ho could be more faithful to his: 
King 3 and therefore commanded that all that loy- 

ed him, ſhould hold Cranmer in high Eſteem. 
 Up6n this they ſtood: Mute for a while, when as 
the Duke of Norfolk breaking ſilence, ſaid, May it 
pleaſe your Majeſty, it was not our purpoſe to hurt 
the Arch-Biſhops but that he being kept in Cuſtody 
during the Inquiſition, his Innocence might be the 
ſooner cleared, and the Aſperſion laid upon his 
Reputation wholly obliterated. But the King An- 
gerly replyed, I will not have Crarmer thus 
handled, nor any that are dear tome, but I per- 
ceive ſome malicions- Spirits amongſt you, which 
[will ( unleſs you be quiet ) reſtrain by interpoſing 
my.Authority. And when he had ſaid thus much, he 
departed in a great Rage 3 upon which each Coun- 
cellor taking Cranmer by.the hand, deſired tobe 
TIFriends with him, 'to which he eaftly Condeſcend- 
Jed, freely forgiving them, and all others that had a- 
{ny ways injured him. © | 
| After this, by reaſon that Dr. Cox and others, 
that were ſent to Canterbury to- inquire into the:

[thing therein,as being bribed by Crarmer's Enemies.

T heft, .Mux- 
der, or any other notorious Crimes, he could ſafely 
have done it - But being to Anſwer for his Relig» 
on, and the Allegiance he owed to Heaven, and 
concerning the Truth of the holy Scriptures, a- 
eainſt the great oppoſers thereot ; he would ra- 
ther loſe his Life in defence of the Truth, then 
by flying out of the Kingdom, deſert ſuch a Cauſe.

Fhilip Melanithone was born inthe lower Palat:- 

' nate,at a Place called Bretta, Anno Chriſt: 1.497, 
where by his Parents he was ſent to School; from 
whence, when he had much profited in Learning, 
he went to Hedleberg, where he becamea Tutor to 
Count Leonftius's Sons, & Commenced Batchelor of 
Arts when: he was but fourteen Years of Age. When 
he had ſtudied there three Years, being denyed the 
Commencement of Maſter of Arts by rcafonof his 
Youth, he departed thence to Tubinge Anno 151 2, 
\ where he began to Study the Scriptures, and apply 
þipſelf to Expound ſeyeral difficult Places ; Fo 
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by the Perſwalion of the Monks 'and Fryers; he 
was prevailed with, to conſent to the Superſtition 


of the Times, as himſelf Confeſles; when he faith, 


I cannot but Tremble ro think what blind Deyoti- 
on I paid to Images, whilſt I was a Papiſt. Yet 
asSit appears, he continued not long in ſuch Er- 
rors before God opened his Eyes, and Inlighfened 
his Underſtanding, that ſo he might walk in the 
Paths of Truth : For about the Year 1518, Zucher 
mightily oppoſing the Pope in Saxony, he went . 
the Univerſity of Winzenberg, and there Converlſing 
with ſome of the Miniſters of the Reformec 
Church, he ſoon ſhook. oft. the Egyptian Bondage, 
and thereupon that Darkneſs rhat had. ſo long be- 
nighted his Soul was diſpelled : When as he labou- 
red ſo abundantly in Confuting Errors, and Preach- 
ing the Goſpel; that Eraſmus writes thus of him. 
Philip Melantthone, fay's he, Is a moſt Excellem and 
Learned Grecian, beis a Youth and Stripling if we 
cenſider his Age, but one of us, if we look upon his Va-

He had not continued long there, before Fre» © 


derick Duke of Saxony having Knowledg of his great 
Learning and Virtue, greatly Extolled him, and 
gave him ſuch Incouragement as was convenient.

5 the Popiſh Lawyer; who altho he . contemned

In, the Year 1522,he canſed his common Places, 
- and his Commentaries on both the Epiſtles to the 
Corinthians to be Printed and Publiihed : Aslike- 
je in the Year following, his Annotations upon 
zſ3s;, together with ſome other uſeful Treatifes. 
He wrote an Epitomy of Eccle'-iſtick Dottrine, 
and turned the Proverbs of Solomon into Latin, and 
wrote a Preface to the Pſalms and Lamentations;and 
in the Anabaptiſt War, commonly called the War 
with the Clowns, he Confuted by many convincing 
Arguments the Unlawfulneſsof ſuch Proceedings ; 
and wrote againſt their Articles, whereby they In- 
deavoured to Juſtify their Rebellions Pratftices. 
Amo 1527, He was Imployed in Viſiting and 
Reforming the Churches in Saxony, wherein he 
continued till the Year 1529, when as the Eleftor 
of Saxony took him with him to the Convocation 
of Spire, where by the Conſent of the Proteſtant 
Princes, he drew up a Confeſſion of Faith, which 
he did with great Pains and Exa&tneſs : The which 
they preſented to the Eniperor Charles the Firſt. 
In the Year 1534+ Heywry the Eighth of England, 
having aboliſhed the Popes Suprema&y, ſent for 
 Alclandhone to eſtabliſh the Church, according to 
"the Reformation that was then finiſhed in the Ger- 
man Churches - But he refuſed it, as appears by 
"Patt of a Letter lie wrote to Camerariut; which 
take as followeth. 

Perhaps ( ſays he ) many things are reported amongſt 
you, concerning England, that jt now lyes open for the 
Reception 
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Reception of the Religion, of the purer Dottrine;, but 
] bave Imelligence from a good hand, that the King hath 
210 great Care of the Affairs of the Church, only this good 
comes of it, bis Rejeting the Popes Authority, that 
for the Preſent, no Cruelty is uſed towards thoſe that are 
deſirous of a better Dof&rine. 

About this time, by reaſon of Luther's Sickneſs, 
all the Care of the Church lay upon him; the 
which he ſo well. managed, that the true Light of 
faving Knowledge, began to ſpread it's Rays itlto 
moſt of the Corners of Germary : He being about 
to go to Hagenaw, he made his Will and left it with 
Mr. Cruciger, at which time he fore-ſeeing his Sick- 
neſs, which in a ſhort time after befel] him, he 
wrote this Verſe,

In this journey he fell extreme ſick, but by Gods 
Providence,and the indeavours of his Phyſicians he 
ſoon recovered, and proceeded to the place in- 
tended; where he held a long Diſpute with that 
Eccins, ſo often mentioned; in which Eccius pro 
poſed ſo many ſubtilArgnments,that4lanithone Ci» 
ther not thinking if Conyentent to Anſwer them at 
that time, or that he was not fitly prepared on:that 
occaſion anſwered : Cras 7bi re nt 1 will. Anſwer 
you to morrow. At which the Vain-glorious Eccius 
replyed, That -it was little to his Credit , that he 
could not Anſwer preſently. But AZelanithone being

fome other denials he had received, he reſolved to 
invade Saxony. Which he did accordingly with a pu- 
Want Army,this made Medanthone much bewail the 
Calamity,occafioned by the furiaus Papiſts,who ha d 
ſworn to Root out all the Proteſfants: But Hea- 
ven prevented them. althathey did much Miſchief, 
and made great ſlaughter. | nt 
After his Return to Wittenberg, the Plague broke 
out, upon which the Univerfity removed to Ter- 
geaw, whither he came, and there received News 
of the Death of his Wife, at which he only ſaid; 


Farewel Kate, 1 ſhall follow thee ere long. This by mdſt 


was looked upon to procerd from his wonderful 
Patience, for he loved her aboveall Earthly things. 

After hiscoming thither, he had many Diſputes 
with the Popiſh party, both by Words and Writ- 
ig. The laſt LeCture that he read, he took his 
Text ont of the Prophet 1/a:ah, in theſe Words ; 
Lord who hath belicved anr Report ? Aﬀter which he. 
fore-feeing his Death at hand, yer ar that. time he 
was in good Health, he uſed often,and vpon ſeveral

A while after this, he was ſent for by the E- 
leor of Saxony to-Lipſich : In order, to Examine 
thoſe rhat were maintained there by the Eletor 
to ſtudy Divinity. In which imployment, he uſed 
great diligence for ſeveral years, and after he had 
done what was Convenient, he returned to. yrer- 
berg ;, and there fell ſick of a Feaver, of which he 
ſhortly after dyed. _. 

During his Sickneſs, there was adreadfal Prodi- 
gy ſeen in the Air over the City, which was five 
Rods bound together z two of which after half an 
Hours Continuance Vaniſhing, but the other three 
continued turning their Branches towards the 
North : Of. which, when Meldnithone was Informed; 
he break out into theſe Word; What a gracious 
God have we, that rathir chuſes to: give ws Fatherly 
Correttion with Rods, than to deſtroy us with Swords, 
and I fear a Dearth will follow. 

Sickneſs daily increaſed. yer he fo far ſtrove a- 
gainſt the Power ofhis Diſeaſe, that he would oſten 
riſe to his Study. Yet at laſt, Death which Con- 
quers all, Conquer'd this good man :, The laſt 
Words that he ſpake, were to his Son-in-Law Dr. 
\ Pucer, who, when he asked him what he would

the ſixty third year of-his Age, having been a con- 
ſtant Preacher of-the Goſpel, for the tpace of for- 
ty two years : In which, he conyerted by his Do- 
crine, and Writings, no leſs, from the Popiſh to 
the Proteſtant Religion, then twelve Cities, and a 
hundred Villages. He wrote many Books, ſome of 
which the Papiſts burnt, and the reſt are as yet Ex- 
rant. He was a man of fingular Learning, Tem-

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Eter Martyr, was by Birth a Florentine : Born 
at YVermile, Amo Chriſti, 1500. of Honourable 
Parents.

Being thus entered, he applved himſelf duly to 
Study, making uſe of ſuch Books as the Library of 
that Monaſtry would afford ; where in three Years 
he became - famous in the Knowledg of Divine 
Things, even to the Admiration of all his Fel 
lows.

Awhileafter he went to Padua, where entring - 
into a Monaſtry of the ſame Order, he contirued

Original Greek into Latin. 

When he was twenty ſix Years of Age, the 
Heads of the Monaſtery Elefted him one of the 
Preachers, in which Station he continued a confide- 
rable time, and was ſo great a Proficient therein, 
that he-foon grew Famoys : So that having Com- 
| Menced Dr. of Divinity, he Travelled to Rome, 
Bonoma, Frimum, Piſ.:, Kenice,' Mantua, Bergamutn, 
Mount-Ferrat, and other Cities of 1raly; where he 
Preached and Expounded the Ecclefiaſtical - Ca» 
rons, getting himſelf by ſuch means great Eſteem 
amongſt the Learned. ; 

At Bononia he learned the Hebrew Tongue, and 
Tranſlated the New Teſtament out of the Origt- 
nal: So that in a ſhort time he was Created Abbot 
of Spoleta, where he behaved himſelf fo prudent- 
ly, that he won the Love of all the People in that 
"City. ' He likewiſeput an end to the many FaCtions 
d Differences, that were wont to happen not on- 
there, but throughorit all the Province, whack 
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was not a little Joy to'all good Men : By reaſon 
great Miſchiefs had happ'ned by Inteſtine Cryesthat 
thoſ@Feuds had occaſioned; and altho- many of his 
'Predeceſſors had undertaken to Reconcile the tem- 
peſtuous-Spirits, or Heads of the FaCtious, their 
Labours proved Inefctual. _ A E. 
He alſo Rectified, and much Reformed the Er- 
rors of: the Monks, and ſharply reproved them for 
their deteſtable Practices, inſfomuch that he reduced 
all things to a happy State, during thetime he con- 
tinued there, which was but three Years at the 
end of which he was removed to Naples, and there 
Conſtituted Governour of the gteat Colledg,which 
is a place of munch Eſteem. 
Here he having more Leiſure than formerly, 
began ſeriovfly to Exponnd, and Unridle the dark 
and myſterious Places of Scripture: Which by the 
more than erdimary Aſliſtance of the Divine Spt: 
rit, he did ſo efteCtually, that by that Light he be- 
gan todiſcern the Errors of the Romiſh Church; 
and having priyate Acceſs to ſome of the Reform- 
ed Miniſters, he was ſo confirmed in his Opinjon, 
that he had becn trained up in a falſe Religion ; 
that he did not {pare openly to Diſpute againlt ma- 
ny of the Popith Canons :' Which procured him 
 fome Hatred from ſuch as feared the loſs of their 
Incom's bythe Removal of ſuch Ceremonies : And 
ſofar did he proceed, that at laſt he obtained the 
pure Lizht and Knowledge of the Goſpel, and ſes 
. Eretly Converted many noble Perſons tg. the Re- 
formed Religion, and .openly Wrote againſt the 
Tradition of Pargatory, which the firſt Inyeytor 


grounded apgn the Words of St. Paul, 1; Gor-3-13, 


Lg. Eve, y As Works ſuall be made Manifeſt, F7 
the Day ſpalldectzre it, becauſe it jhall 3; Reveglea. 
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Fire,” &c., 'This- Fire he proves to be no other 


than.the Operation of the Holy Spirit in the Con- 
{cienceof Men, which as Fire trieth the Silver, ſo 


by that means ſhall Mens Deeds be trved, and the- - 
Droſs ſeparated from the Ore. Yet this ſo inrag- 
cd the Papiſts, that they procured him to: be St 


ſpended, and his LeCtures put down. \ 

Whereupon he Appealed ro the Pope, offering 
to prove his Doctrine to be according to Scripture z 
and ſo prevailed by the Aſſiſtance of his Friends, 
that he was again reſtored, altho to the great 
Grief of his Adyerſaries : But had not long been 
Re-eſtabliſhed before he fell Sick, ſo that many 


deſpaired of his Recovery: Yet God whohad Re-, 


ſerved him as a choſen Veſſel ro make his Church Re- 
joyee ;, delivered him from the Jaws of Death, to 


the great Comfort of his Friends, and Griet of his - 


Adveriaries. 


. He was no ſooner recovered, but he was made. 


Viſitor-General, and within a ſhort time after, Pri= 
or of the Monaſtery of Luca, where he ſo well 


behaved himſelf, that he gained the good Will of _ 


all honeſt Men there. He greatly encouraged 
Learning, and had a great number of learned Men 
as his Penſioners, on whom he freely beſtowed 
ſuch things as were.convenient, and: encouraging 
them all he could to promote the Knowledg of the 
Goſpel. 

Whilſt he ſtayed at Luca, Charles the Fifth, 
Emperor of Germany, Pope Paul the Third, and 
Cardinal Contareneithe Pope's Legate came thither, 
the latter being entertained by Perer Martyr. When 
as the 'Pope. underſtanding; his Jaclination to the 
reformed Religion, he uſed all Endeayoursto figd 
ſome occaſion of Quarrel axgink him, the which 


he 
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he thought not fit to do,unleſs upon good Grounds, 
becauſe he knew he was greatly beloved of all the 
Peaple, -both Noble, and Ignoble; and therefore 
to try how they ſtood affected, ere he waded too 
far in their Diſpleaſure , he cauſed a Fryer belong- 
ing to the Monaſtery of which Perer was Prior, to 
be arreſted and caſt in Priſon, as being a Favourer 
of the reformed Doctors; which the People took 
ſo hainouſly ( as well knowing he was an honeſter 
Man, and better Chriſtian than the Pope ) that 
they broke open the Priſon and took him thence, 
bur he being afterwards apprehended, was ſent to 
Rome, and there put to Death: Anduafter that the 
Poplings uſed all Diligence to bring Martyr into 
Diſgrace, and many times laid wait to murther 
him, inſomuch that fearing he thould one Day fall 
by the Malice of his Enemies, he reſolved to de- 
part ſecretly ; whereupon he called together {eve- 
tal of his truſty Friends, and told them what he 
mtended, dcfiring them to ſend the beſt part of 
his Library after him into Germany; which they 
promiſed, and accordingly performed. 
After he had made his Eſcape, he went:to Viſit 
the Univerſities of Germany, and at laſt came tro 
Strasburg, which ſome time before had embraced 
_ the reformed Religion; and there he became a 
Greek Profeſlor, Inſtructing and Training up many 
Youths : Healſo wrote to the Senators of Luca,to 
-perſwade them to embrace the true Doctrine of the 
Goſpel, and not be any longer led in Ignorance, 
with vainand ſuperſtitious Errors: Shewing like- 
-wiſc the Cheats' and wicked Practices of ſuch as || 
pretended to. ſtrictneſs of Life in Monaſteries,and 


{uchlike Places. - - : 
And now having utterly renounced Popery, he | 
' joyned 
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joyned himſelf to the Doctors of the reformed 
Church, and wrote ſharply againſt the Papiſts, 
which inraged them thne-more. Whilſt he continu- 
ed at Strasbourg, which was for five Years, he 
held a Divinity=-LeCture, and expounded the Scrip- 
tures; being always very Charitable to ſuch as 
ſtood inneedof his Aſſiſtance. -Here allo, by the 
Perſwaſion of his Friends, he Married one Katherine 
Damp. Mortin, a Virgin, deſcended of a noble Fa- 
mily; who accompanying him into England, dyed 
_ afrer (he had been eight Years married. [n- the 
time of Queen Mary, her Body being dug up, 
was buried in a Dunghil by the Command of Car- 
_ dinal Pool, whoalledged that the was Buryed too 
near the Body of. St. F7ideſwide, and that for ſuch 
a Contempt, fuch Uſage was but Juſt. But in the . 
Reign of Queen Elizabeth her Corps were taken 
thence, and that old faſhioned St. buryed in her 
Room. | 

In the Reign of King Edward the Sixth , at the 
earneſt Requeſt of the King, he came into Eng- 
lind, being nobly entertained by Arch-Biſhop 
Craamer, the Duke of Summerſet then Lord Pro» 
teCtor, and many others : So that after having 
\ aſliſted in Setling Religton, he went to O-xford,and 
there became a Profeſlor of Divinity,and expound- 
ed the Scriptures to the People, fo that his Fame 
ſoon ſpread into the utmoſt Corners of the Land, 
which made the Papiſts greatly Diſpleaſed, *inſo- 
much thar ſeveral of the popiih Doctors often pro- 
voked him to Diſpntations in which he always 
overcame them, as. having the: Truth on his Side. 

But thar ſafficed not; for when they foun@ thar 
they could not overcome him by Arguments, they 


endeavoured. it: by Force, often raiſing Tumults, 
91 | Hh 2 and

and thereby endangering his Life; yet wanted he 
not ſuch Friends as enconraged him to proceed in 
the great Work of Reformation, -being ever bark- 
ed by Cranmer, Ridley, Latimer, and Hooper, and ſo 
continued in Ez-zland all the Reign of pious King 
Edward. But when the Blood-thirity Queen once 
got theReins of Government, and true Religion 
was ſuppreſſed, his LeCtures ceaſed, and he Lived 
more retire with his Friends, encouraging and 
ſtrengthening them to perſevere in the Faith, and 
true Religion they had receivcd: And amongſt 
the reſt Arch-Biſhop Cranmer, who! began ſome- 
what to waver in his Opinion, ever after confel- 
ſed that Xarrys had Confirmed him. 

When ſevcral Godly Men were Impriſoned, and 
. the Perſecution grew hot; it was debated in the 
Queen's Council, whether” Martyr ſhould be Impri- 
ſoned or not, by. realon he had done much harm 
by his Innovations, as they pretended; but it ap- 
pearing thar he came over upon the publick Faith, 
it was concluded that he ſhould be ſafely diſmiſſed, 
and therenpon-the Queen gave him her Letters of 
fate Conduct, ſtriftly commanding him. to depart 


the Kingdom : To which he was obedient. Yet 


ſuch was the Malice of his Enemies, that they fol- 
lowed him to the Ship, and held a Conſult whe- 
ther they ſhould pull him eut,and caſt him into Pri- 
fon, or not, But'God prevented their wicked De- 
fign, by ſending a Wind, that immediatcly bore a- 
_ way the Veſlel.to Antwerp; and he landing there, 
fafely Travelled through many Cities and Towns, 
till at laſt he: came to Srrasbourg, where he wasre- 
. ceived with much Joy of his Friends, though there 
he!wantcd not ſome Enemies who. gave him many 
Diftutbances all the time of his Stay. there. 
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' From thence he removed to Zurick,, where he 
held firm Friendſhip with Mr. Bullenger, which he 
continued till the day of. his Death. 

In this City, he ſo far gained the Love of all 
men, that he was made free of the ſame; and now 
Ts being a Conſiderable time, ſince he buried his firſt 
Wife, he bethought himſelf of taking another - 
Wherevpon by the advice of his Friends, h&mar- 
ried one Catherine Marenda, a Vertuous Gentle- 
woman - Who for Religions ſake had fled the 
French Perſccution, and was come to Live at Ge- 
HEUA. 

About this time, he was called to the Paſtor-ſhi p 
of the Jaliar Church at Geneva, but ſuch was his 
Love to thoſe of Zurick, that notwithſtanding 
the many Entreaties that were uſed to perſwade 
him to embrace ſo great a Benefir, he woyld not 
accept thereof , but choſe rather to continÞe with 
his tryed Friends,rhen to adventure amonglt Stran- 
zers, altho, he was never backward in any thing 
that might promote the true worſhip of God, as 
ar pzars by his Voluntary going into France. At 'the 
D1ipuration held between the Miniſters of the re= 
tormed Religion and the Leaguers; appointed to be 
eld at Poitor, before the Kings of France and Navar, 
the two Queens, the Prince of Conde,and Admiral of 
Cologne z Where he and his Fellows, ſo managed 
the matter,- that they obliged their Adverlfaries to 
Confels, that they werein theRight; and to Con- 
ſent to the ſigning many Articles repugnant to the 
Church of Rome. Of which the popiſh Biſhops grie- 
vouſly Complained, ſaying z That their Diſpatants, 
had betrayed their Truſts, and that they wonld by no 
means accord to what they had done. \Whereupon Mar- 
tyr deſired leaye t9 apart, which he obtained, and 
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ſo returned to Zxrick. Where he was received with 
great Joy, yet being worn out with Travel, and 
daily Study heafter a while fell fick , when call- 
ing together the Principal Paſtors of the Church, 
he made to them, an excellent Confeſſion of his 
Faith,Concluding, This is my Faith,and they that teach 
otherwiſe, to the withdrawing men from God,God will de- 
ſtroy them. And fo taking his Leave of all his Friends, 
after having made his Will he gave up the Ghoſt, 
Anno Chriſti, 1562. and of his Age ſixty two, leav- 
ing behind him a laſting Fame,which Age can never 


conſume. 
After his Death, bis Friend Theodozus Beza, wrote 


this Epigram to his Praiſe. 


Tuſciate pepulit, Germania, & Anglia fovit, 

Martyr : Quem Extinitum nunc tegit Helvetia.

Tie end of the Life of Peter Martyr. 
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The Lifeof ] ou C LVIN. 


Obs Calvin, was Born at Nowodune, a City of 
J France, Anno 1509. His Fathers name being 
Gerard, and his Mothers Joarna; both of Godly 
life, and Living in great Eſtcem, amongſt the Ci- 
Tizens their Neighbours, 90 
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So ſoon as our Fohn was grown to be capable of 

Learning , he was ſent to Paris and there inſtruCt- 
ed. And ſuch Literature as the Schools of that Ciry 
could afford : Infomuch that te greatly profited , 
being deſirous of knowledge in Sacred things, he 
applyed himſelf to the&Study of the Scriptures, al- 
tho his Father was more inclinable, to haye him a 
Student of the Laws. 

Ina ſhort time after,taking degree of Maſter of 
Arts, he was preferred to a Benefice - Being con- 
ſtitured ReCtor of Briſhops- bridge, near the City of 
Nowviodune, Where he taught according to the Tra- 
ditions of the Church of Rome, for ſeveral years 
ſtill increaſing in Learning 3 till at laſt falling into 
the acquaintaiice of a reformed Miniſter, called Pe- 
ter Lobert Olivitian, he began by the continual 
Converfation he had with this good man, to ſee 
into the Errors of the Romiſh Church, by the pure 
light of the Goſpel - Inſomuch that plainly perceiy-= 
ing moſt part of the Rggniſh Traditions, and Su- 
perſtitions Ceremonies, repugnant to the Word 
of God , he began to bethink with himſelf, thar 
ſceing he had fo long lived in Error, 1t was now 
high time to embrace the Truth; and thereupon 
more ſeriouſly conlulting his Friend, -he reſolyed 
to renounce the Popiſh Religion, and joyn with 
the Miniſters of the reformed Church : Whercupon 
he ſecretly departed to Orleance, and there jayning 
himſelf to Perer Sells, who read a Lefture in that 
City, he in aſhort' time grew famous, having 
many that reſorted to him far Sacred Conſolation. 

In this place, he wholly applyed himſelf to the 
Study of the Scriptures, and therein profited Fx- 
ccedingly; rand after having continued here for 
the ſpace of fix Months, he departed for the Univer- 
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ſity of Biturg, where he became a Greek Profeſſor, 
and Preached ſeveral Sermons, at an adjacent Town 
called Liveria. . - | 
After he had ſtayed a while at B:rmry, and gotten 
great Applauſe, for his ſingular Piety and Learn- 
ing, he went to Pars; where heaſlociated himſelf, 
with the Profeſſors of the reformed Religion. But 
he had not been here long,/before the Papiſts began 
to find an Alceration in his Life,-and Converſation, 
and thereby fearing ( what indeed had happened ) 
that he was fallen from the Church of Rome, the y 
more narrowly obſerved him, ſeeking all occaſions 
of Quarrel againſt him; yet he was not at all daunt- 
ed, altho ſome endeavoured to take his Life. But 
Iike a Palm Tree, the more they ſtrove to depreſs 
him, the more he grew in Reputation with all 
Good men. And having attained the Perfection of 
humane Learning,he went to Parzs,and there ſtudied 
Divinity ; Accompanying himſelf, for the moſt 
part with Stephen Forgenggg Godly Chriſtian ; who 
was aſterwards Put to DMF for his Religion, by 
the Papiits. 
. About this time, ZVicholas Cope, being Leftor of 
the Univgrſity of Paris, When on All-Saints day he 
made his Oration, he greatly inſiſted on the Purity 
of Religion, when as the uſe was upon ſuch oc- 
caſions, to tell ſtories of the Miracles, done by fuch 
and fuch Saints; and to Extoll them, to the Won- 
dering Crowd. But this he didat the Inſtance of 
Calvin, which the Sorboniſts having notice of, were 
much diſpleaſed, and cited him- to appear before 
them ; But being adviſed by his Well-wiſhers to 
the contrary, and findinz by daily Experience, that 
he laid Snares for him, he ſecretly left France, and 
went to Baſel, Where he had likewiſe fallen into 
| Danger 
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Danger, had not the Queen of Navar delivered , 
him, and Diſ-countenanced his Adverſary ; buthe 
finding that place unſafe, departed to NXantor - 
where at the requeſt of ſeveral Godly Chriſtians; his 
Friends, he wrote ſeveral Heads of Chriſtian Reli- 
91on, moſt neceſlary to Salvation, and cauſed them 
to be diſperſed amongſt the People; which gave 
many Io clear a Light, .that with leſs Difficulty, 
they were able to perceive the Errors,they had for- 
merly Liyed 1n, and to find the way that Leadsto 
Life. Yet here he reſted not long, before the Ma- 
lice of the Papiſts purſued him. Bur the good 
Queen of Navar, who ever was his Friend, ſent him 
with a Condutt toa Town, that was under her Juris» 
diction. Where he continued with great Applauſe 
for many days, and afterwards went to Pars; 
where he continued till the Perſecution aroſe, pro- 
moted by the Papiſts, wherein, ſeveral were in 
Priſon, andſtarved to Death, many put to grie- 

vous Torments, and eight burnt alive, at a ſolemn 
Proceſſion - Wherein King Francis and his Chil- 

dren afliſted, the King ſwearing that he would not_ 
'ſpare his deareſt Child, if he found him infeCted 
with damned Hereſie, as he then called the true and 
ſincere preaching of the Goſpel. CES 
This Perſecution, made Mr. Calvinhave tegard to 
the. words of our bleſſed Saviour; wheti he ſaid, if 
they Perſecute - you in one City, flee to another. 
And therefore leaving Par, he went to Orleance 3 
where he publiſhed a Bok, -to confute the Errors 
of thoſe who had long fince received a falſe Opini- 
'on, that the Soul ſlept after it was ſeperated from 
the Body, *- And then he journied to Xanton, and 
within a while to Baſil; when in the way his Ser-= 

yant who carried bis Money, being well money 
| ; 
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| Rid away from him, and left him in great neceſſity, 
til] God raiſed him up Friends to relieve him. 

Being come to Baſil, he aſſociated himſelf with the 
reformed Miniſters he found there, as the famous 
Grynens Wolfoang,and Capito, men of excellent Piety 
and Learning ; aere alſo he ſtudied the Hebrew 
Tongue, and as much as in him lay concealed 
himſelf; but upon the coming forth of his Inſtitu- 
tions, the Papiſts that remained there, began to 
Sueſs who was the Author. 

By this time the Proteſtant Princes of Germany, 
had heard of the Cruelty of King Francis, and ſent 
their Deputies to reprove him, Ng uling ſuch Cru- 
elty towards the People of God.But he excuſed him- 
felf in ſaying, that they were only a few Head- 
ſtrong Anabaptiſts, that ſought to make Innovations 
in his Kingdom. Whereupon Mr. Calvin wrote a 
Book, and dedicated it to the King; wherein he 
declared, who were true Chriſtians, and who were 
Not ; Bur whether the King ever read it, or not, it 
ts uncertain, When being delirous to viſit the 
Dutcheſs of Ferrara, Daughter of Lewis,the twelfth . 
King of France; a Woman ſingular for the Love of 
Piety, and a great Encourager of Learned men :- 
He went. into 1taly, and was received by her with 
- mexpreſlible Joy. And having continued in her 
Court for ſome time, prevailed with her, to ſuffer 
him to depart, which ſhe conſenting to, he de- 
parted for Geneva : Where he no ſooner arrived, but 
he was compelled to ſtay there by the Miniſters of 
the Church; and had offered him, either to Preach, 
publickly to the People,or to be Divinity-Profeſſor: 
The latter of ,which he embraced. Whereupon 
he applyed his utmoſt diligence, to reform ſuch 
things as were amiſs, not by his own Opinions, but 
| QL 
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of the Scriptures, to the general content of all good 
men, and ſuch remainders of popiſh Superſtition, 
as were left unpurged, he by his great Pains and 
Induſtry removed. He likewiſe appoſed himſelfa- 
gainſt the Aza-baptiſts, that ſought to hinder the 
Reformation, and to ſtir up the People to Muti- 
ny, and ſo well ſetled the Affairs of the Church by 
his Prudence, and Conduct, that he overthrew the 
Devices of certain Hereticks, who began'to Poyſon 
the People with their Erroneous Opinions; and ' 
by the Prayers of the Church againſt them; So that 
their Ring-leader was ſmitten by the hand of God, 
and dyed of many grievous Ulcers. 

Abont this time, there being many of the refor- 
med Church in France, who yet for fear, went to 
hear popiſh Maſs, conceiving an Opinion, that al- 
+ tho they were perſonally at that Worſhip, and yet 
retained their proper Religion in their Hearts, it 
was no ſin. But to theſe, Mr.Calvinwrote twoEpiltles, 
telling them that by ſuch means Satan had a great 
advantage over them, and that if they were atham- 
ed to own and profeſs Chriſt openly before men, he 
would not. own them before his Father, and the 
holy Angels, and by this means he ſo Animated 
many of them, that they profeſſing their Religion 
openly, and oppoſing the Popiſh 1dolatries, were 
Condemaed, and ſealed their Teſtimonies with 
their Blood. | 

Aﬀter this, Mr. Calvin bent all his Endeavoursto 
eſtabliſh a ſet Porm of Religion, in the Genevan 
Church, and,for that end he drew up certain Heads 
of Religion, - And fo far prevailed with the Senate 
and People as to ſwear to them, altho ſome rigid 
Papiſts greatly oppoſed his Proceeding. 

This was no ſooner done, but the Ana-bapriſts 

began 
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| began totir up the FaCtion, as likewiſe one Perey 
Carols a Heretick, who by his Blasphemies and 
wicked DoCtrine,drew many into foul Errors,which 
cauſed the Synod at Berne to Condemn him as a 


 Deceiver of the People: Which cauſed himro de- 


part to Mediomatrice, and there uſed his utmoſt 
Endeayours to root out the Profeſiors of the Goſ- 
pel : But failing of. his Purpoſe, he-went to Rome, 
where being rejected, and becoming deſtitute of 
_ Friends; through Poverty and many noiſom Di- 
ſeaſes he ended his wretched Life. | 
About this time, notwithſtanding the Endea- 


yours of Mr. Calvin, and many other good Men, a 


Sedition ſprung, up1n the City of Geneva; for ſe- 
veral of the Chief, envying each others Greatneſs, 
as being privately accended by the Popith Prieſts 
in religious Guiſe,, ſeveral Tumnlts happened in 
which many were Yurt - The which. Mr. Calvin 


well perceived would tend to great Miſchief, if it. 


were not in time alay'd; wherefore he and the reſt 
of the Godly Miniſters, oppoſed themſelves againſt 
the moſt Reſolute,declaring that unleſs they ceaſed 
their Fendes, and laid afide all Enmity between 
themſelves, he did not think it mzet to Adminiſter 
the Holy Sacrament to them ; which made many of 
them contemn him as a Man that ſought the whole 
Power of the Eccleſiaſtical Afﬀairs, ' 

About this time a Difference happened between 
thoſe of Geneva and Bern about Adminiſtring the 
Sacrament; the former doing it with plain Bread, 
and rhe latter with Wafers; the former. aboliſhed 
all Holydays, unleſs the Sabbath, when as the 0- 
ther held it neceſſary to obſerve the.ſeveral Tides; 
and thereupon Mr. Calvin and the reſtwof the Mini- 


_ ſters were Accuſed by the Factious as the wn 
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of .ſuch Divifion; which they Underſtanding, de- 
fired to be heard, but could nor obtain their Re. 
quelts - And-it being urged that they nad proudly 
refuſed to Adminiſter the Sacrament to ſuch as re- 
quired it , a Decree paſled for their - Baniſhment, 
the which, when 1t came to the Hands of Mr. Cal- 
vin; he ſaid, Well if I had ſerved Man I ſhould 
have had but an ill Reward, but it is good that 1 
have ſerved him, who doth always perform to his 
Servants that which he hath once Promiſed. 

Mr. Calvin being thus baniſhed, goes to Zurick : 
But before his Departure, ſuch was his Fatherly 
| Care, that he provided fit Paſtors to feed the Ge- 
nevan Flock, leſt in his Abſence the Romiſh 
Wolves ſhould break in and Deſtroy what he by 
his Labourand Induſtry had Planted. 

* During his Abſence, the reſt of the, Helvetian 
Churches, laboured with the Genevans-for his Re- 
admiſlion, but they at preſent refuſing it ; he went / 
to Bazi, from thence to Srrasbourg, where he met 
with Bucer, Hedio, and Capito, all famous Preachers 
of the Goſpel,: who greatly rejoyced in his Com- 
pany and by their means he was choſen Divinity 
Profeſſor, andall the while took care of his Flock 
at Geneva, by often writing to then to ſtrengthen 
them, and vindicate their. Cauſe againſt ſuch Po- 
piſh Doctors as in his Abſence ſought to traduce 
them. He being now ſomewhat at Leiſure, wrote 
many Divine Tracts,which he ſent to the Churches, 
the better to Inable*'them to -refiſt their Spiritual ' 
Enemies : And when as Strode dyed, Mr. Calvin by 
the Conſent of his Friends Married his Widow, 
| amoſt Verruovs and Chaſt Woman; afrer which he 
| went as an ,Aſhſtant to the Diets of Worms and 
Ratishons | Aſſembled by - the- Emperor bs ; 
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the fifth for compoling Differences in Religion 3 
and fo continued, till thoſe that had procured the 
Decree of his Baniſhment from the City of Geneva, 
weredead 3 -and then the Citizens ſent to Strasbourg 
to delirehim and Mr. Fare/! to return, expreſſing 
the earneſt Deſire they had to ſee them; but the 
Citizens of Srrasbourg were by no means willing to 
Joſe their Company, apd Mr. 'Catvinz himſelf 
ſhewed the like Unwillingneſs to leave them, ſee- 
ing he had received ſuch great Kindneſles at their 
Hands : But in the end, the Genevans ſo far pre- 
 vailed, that upon the Senate's ( igning a Decree for 
heir Return again to Strasbourg, Bucer Prevailed 
with the Citizens tolet Calvin go thither ; where 
hewas received with all imaginable Expreſſions of 
Joy - And ſuch was their deſire of Detaining him, 
that they never left urging the Senate till they had 
| got the Decree of his Returning to Strasboxrg Ter 
verſed: And now being again ſetled in paſforal 
Charge of Geneva, he continued to Confute Here- 
ticks, Papiſts, and Stirrers up of Sedition; to heal 
Breaches and Diviſion, being Couragious eyen in 
the worſt of times, and-as an undaunted Champt- 
on of Chriſt not to+follow his Standard till Death, 
who Conquers all, Conquered him; for having 
made his Will, he received the Sacrament, and 
earneſtly Prayed for the Churches. Heon the Se- 
venth of May, Amo Chriſti 1562, yielded up his 
Spirit into the Hands of his Maker, dying in the 
5 Year of his Age: The loſs of ſuch a Piller of 
the Church cauſing no ſmall Grief. 

His Funeral Solemnities were performed at the 
Charge of the Senate,. almoſt all the City being 
preſent; he being Buried, as himfelf 'defired, in 

| the Church Yard,. where aſtately Tomb was Erect- 
ed to his Memory. The

unto Salyation. 

_ When he was thirteen Years of Age, he was 
ſent to Oxford, and there ent@ed into Merton Col- 
ledg, where under the Tuition of Dr. Parkburſt he 
ſo well Profited, that all admired his ready. Wit 
and Promptitude. When not finding ſuch Conveni- 


encies for Study as were Requiſite, he removed to 


Corpus Chriſts Colledg, and after a ſhort Entrance 
( having Commenced Batchellor of Art) he was 
Choſen Humanity Lefture Reader, which he ſo ex- 
cellently mannaged, that his aforeſaid Tutor com- 
ing one Day to hear him, after he had made anend 


Saluted him thus.

And thus continuing in the Reign of King Hezry, 
during the Suppreſſion of the Popes, he Commen- 
ced Maſter of Arts, and then began more and more 
to diſcover his Inclination to the Reformed Religi- 
on, inſomuch that the Dean of his Colledg taking 
Occaſion to Diſcourſe with him, declared to him 
thus, 1 ſhould Love thee Jewel if thou wert not a Zu- 
anglian. I hold thee an Heretick; but ſurely in thy Life 
thou art an Angel,for good and honeſt s5 thy Converſation, 
but yet thou art a Lutheran. 

When Queen Mary came to the Crown, he was 
ExpelPd the Colledg by reaſon he refuſed to be Con- 
formable to the Superſtitions of the Romiſh 
* Church; yet ſuch was the Love of Learned Men to- 
wards him, that he was choſen Orator of the Unt- 
verſity : Yet ſuch was the Malice of his Popilh E- 
Nemies, that they \@ght by all Means to take his 
Life, and therefore preſſed him to Subſcribe to 
ſeveral Articles, which he conſenting to, afrer- 
wards Recanted,and thereupon was forced to fly the 
Kingdom, and wander Forlorn and Comtfortleſs in 
jorrain Parts, induring great Extremity, both of 
Hunger and Cold : But ſuch was God's Goodneſs 
towards this Pious Man, that at laſt Arriving at 
Frankfort he found kind Entertainment, where be- 
ing Admitted to Preach to a Congregation; he in 
theſe Words Expreſſed his Sorrow, for his Sub- 
icribing to the Popiſh Articles. It was my abject 
cowardly Mind, and faint Heart, that cauſed my 
weak Hand to Commit this Wickedneſs : Which 
Confeſſion of his moved Pitry in the Hearers. 

When he had continacd at Frankfore a conſide- 
rable time, he went to $trasbourg, and from thence 
to Zurick, whither many of the Engliſh had fled. 
fron the Marean Perſecution, whom he greatly 
Encouraged 
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Encouraged and Relieved-according to his Ability» ""f 
andIncited others to do the like; and being ac- 
companied with Perer Martyr, he ſpent moſt of his 
Timeduring his Exile, in Reconciling Differences 
that happened amongſt the Miniſters of the Re- 
formed Churches, - touching Points of Religion ; 
and his uſual Conſolation to his Countrymen was, 
Bear awhile with thele Miferies, andere long they 
will be over-palt. | 

After the Death of Qncen Mary, he returned 
into Ergland, - and Queen Elizabeth Reigning, he 
was ſoon received nnder her Princely Protection, 
being appointed one of the-Diſputants about Points 
of Religion; and that once paſt, he was ſent-into' 
the Weſt to Viſit the Churches, where he uſed his 
vtmoſt Diligence to Eitabliſh the true Religion, 
and' ſo prevailed, that by the Grace of God he 
Converted many hundreds to the- way of Saving 
Knowledg : When upon his Return, -he Preached. 
at Panl's Crols, taking his Text the' 1. 0f Cor. 11. 
23. For I received of the Lord that' which alſo I de- 
livered unto you, &c. Our of which, he Proved the 
Purity-of the Reformed Religion, and' the Errors 
of the Church of Reme, inſomnch that he gained 
npon ſeveral obſtinate Papiſts to Embrace the Pro- 
teſtant Religion. He was a Man'very Charitable 
to the Poor, and ſpared no Pains to do Good. 

Inhis Family he kept ſuch a ſtrift Obſervanceof 
Religion, that every Evening at elght ofthe Clock, \ 
he was wont to call upon' his Servants to perform 
their Duty to Heaven, and then going to Bed, - 
ſome one of his Chaplains were. wont ro Read 0- 
ver part of the Lives of the Fathers, or ſome other. 
Godly Author ; which ended, he would Recom- 
mend himſelf to the Protection of the Almighty, 
and ſo Repolc himſelf, li He 
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_» Hewas a Man of ſuch a ſingular Memory, that 
he uſed to ſay, Had he once premeditated any Ora- 
tion, altho a thouſand Perſons made never ſuch a 
Clamour, he could Repeat it, and not in the leaſt 
be Interrupted with their Noiſe. . 

In his Sickneſs, going to Preach, he was deſired 
by a Gentleman to return home; the Gentleman 
alledging that one Sermon was better to be loſt, 
than by his Impairing his Health to loſe ſo good 
a Paſtor : But his Reply was, that it beſt became a 
Biſhop to dye Preaching in a Pulpit, that his great 
Maſter the Lord Jeſus's Words might be fulhlled, 
who fay's, Happy: art thou my Servant, if when 
come I find thee ſo doing: And thus continued this 
gaod Man, till his Sickneſs encrealing, and Nature 
viſibly decaying in him, he was obliged to take his 
Bed; and ſo far was he from fearing Death, that 
he rather deſired, -as longing to enter his Maſters 
Joy, often repeating the Words of old Simeor : 
Lord, now. letteft thau thy Servant depart i Peace, for 
mine. Eyes have feen thy Salvation. When as one 
ſtanding. by- prayed for his Recovery, which he 
hearing, faid, I have not ſolived that Iam aſhamed 
to live longer, neither do I fear to dye, becauſe 
we have a mercifel Lord, a Crown of Righteouſ- 
neſs is laid up for me, Chriſt is my Righteouſneſs. 
Father, let thy Will be done, thy Will I ſay, and 
not mine, which is Depraved and Imperfect; this 

, Day let me quickly ſee the Lord Jeſus. And fo in a 
certain and allured Hope of Everlaſting Happineſs, 
he reſigned his Spirit into the Hands of his Re- 
deemerz Dying .Auno Chriſti 1571. and of his F© 
Ape Filty. | 
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"Enry Bullinger was Bornat a Town in Helvetia 
called Bremogare, Anno Chriſti 1504, coming 

of Honourable Parents, whoſe noble Progenitors 
had long flouriſhed in thoſe Parts; and in his Child= 
hood having eſcaped many eminent Dangers, he 
was ſent to Embrick, where under ſeveral School- 
Maſters he greatly Profited-in Learning, eſpecially 
in the Knowledgof: the Scriptures, continuing his 
Studies with- great. Eagerneis : When being deſi= 
rous to center into a ſtrict way of Living, he, was 
ſeveral times about to enter into a Monaſtery of 
Carthuſians, yerfirſt he took time to debate on the 
Matter, and coming to Cologne, where he had Ac- 
ceſs.to the Library of the Predicants, he Read 
the Lives of the Fathers, and Modern Divines- 
When finding all their Rules and Methods were 
taken from, the Scripture, he Icfr the Stream to, 
take a View of the Fountain ; and by ſeriouſly. Con- 
lidering thoſe Holy Pages, he at laſt found that 
they were altogether Repugnant ro the Errors and 
Wperſtitions of the Romiſh Church ; whereupon, 
te altered his Determination of turning Carthu- 
lan, and diligently applyed himſelf to the Read- 
ng one Stephen Malantthone's Book of common Pla- 
es, and in awhile he Commenced Maſter of Arts, 
alter which, at, his Fathers Requeſt, he returned 
ome, and continued there for a good Space, yer 
legleed not his Studies; and his Fame ſpreading, 
unongſt the Churches, he was ordained to read 
b:23-: Lettures, 
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LeQures, and to Inſtruft the Younger Sort in the 
Knowledg of the Tongnes, which he (+1 mi 
with great Diligence - When by the Abbot of 

:la he was Inveſted a Preacher, he by his hes lM 
ſo far Prevailed, that he wrought a great Refor- 
mation, and cauſed ſeveral Traditions to be Abo- 
liſhed. 

Having continued in his former Station for ſome 
Years, he was called to the Paſtorſhip of Bremoz:- 
gart, where he by the Purity of his Doftrine ſo 
far prevailed with the Magiftratcs, that they Abro- 
gated Popery, and made many ſevere Decrees a- 
gainſt Popery, Adultery, -apd other ſuch heinous 
Crimes ; he alſo Confuted the 7 "Lins who 
at that time greatly troubled' theFPgace. of the 
Church, denying the Payment © 7 
the Goſpel, the which by pablick Difpatation he 
.proved Lawtul. 

But Satan Envyying the Progreſs of the Goſpel, 
ſtirred up the Papiſts to Diſturb the Churches : 
And. ſuch was the Tumvult, that "notwithſtanding 
Mr. Bullinger's Exhorting them to Peace, Orto try 
which was in the Right by Diſputation, they would 
not harken tot, but raiſed Forces on both ſides; 
and it coming to a Battle, the Proteſtants were 
worſted ; whereupon Mr. Bullinger and his Father 
were forced to fly ro Zurick, where the Former 
was kindly Entertained by Leo 7udel aPions Man, 
and Promoted. by the Conſent of the Citizens to 
Preach in the great Church, which hedid for ſe- 
veral Months, and thereby gained great Applauſe, 
- being choſen Paſtor in the Stead of Zuinglizne, late- 
ly killed in a Battle between the Popilh and Prote- 
ſtant Cantons. .,His greatelt Care was £0 maintain 
Peace and ungy. |

And nowbeing ſetled in his Vocation, he wrote 
a Confeſſion of Faith, which being highly approved 
of by the Senate, it was ordered that it ſhould be 
Read -in all their Churcifes at certain times - He 
there cauſed a Colledg to be Erected at the publick 
Charge, and took great care in Furniſhing it with 
ſuch Neceſſaries as were Convenient. 

About this time, one Schewenfie!d a Nobleman of 
| Sileſia, Faught that Chriſt's Body being received 
into Heaven, was ſo far Dcified that it no longer 
contains its Humane Nature. To confute which 
Bullinger wrote alearned Treatiſe, proving by Scrip- 
ture that it was a dangerous Error. . 

When Luther Exclaimed againſt the Helyetian 
Churches,calling the Profeſſors Sacramentarians ; 
Bullinger did all he could to perſwade him to Uni- 
ty,Peace,and a good Opinion; but not being able to 
prevail he wrote this Declaration in the Defence of 
the Thurches.We camor,lay's he, with Luther Confeſs 
Bread to be the Natural Bedy of Chriſt; and that Ju- 
das and other wicked Men received his Body as well 
as Peter, andthe reſt of the Saints ;, yet are we ready, 
to preſerve Peace, ſothat it be net urged upon us, to 
yield to thoſe things, which neither our ſelves do Under- 
ſtand, . nor can we teach them to others : In all other 
things. you ſhall find #4 willing to Comply, and to be 
peacible Men ready to give an Account of our Faith, , 
whenſoever it (hall be required of ws. 

This Declaration ſatisfied many that before were 
| diſpleaſed, by reaſon of his Anſwering one of 
Lather's Books, whom they ſaid had deſerved ſo 
well of the Church. | 

A while after the Proteſtant Prince wrote to 
the Proteſtant Cantons to ſend them Aid againſt”, 
the Emperor; but Bullinger returned Anſwer, That 
d] ; TT they 
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they could not do #t without Prejudicing them , ' for, 
ſay's he, both the Emperor and Pope have written to 
' the Popiſh Cantons our Neighbours, to Aſſift them, 
which they have declinedgy do, upon no other Account 
than that we have not lent the Proteſt ants any Aſſiſtance, 
the which if we once do, aſſure your ſelves they will 
raiſe all their Power to Aſſiſt the Popiſh Army: But 
we dayly Pray for your Succeſs, and keep many Faſts 
on your Behalf. ; 

After Mr. Bullinger had lived awhile at Zurich, 
Mr. Hooper afterwards Biſhop of Gloceſter, came 
thither, and was kindly entertained by Mr. Bullin- 
ger; whenas the Emperor cauſed the Interim to 
be publiihed in order to the Overthrowing the 
Proteſtant Religion, which Calvin and Bucer An- 
{wered, but the Printer durſt not let it come a- 
broad , yet the Baniſhment of many good Miniſters 
Inſued, ro the great Griet of the Churches. 

When Frarc:s the French King was dead, and 
Henry of Navar Succeeded, he lent tothe Helveti- 
ans to renew the former League with them; but 
Mr. Bullinger perſwaded them to the contrary; 
ſaying, It was neither Fuſt nor Lawful for a Man to 
be hired to ſhed another Man's, Blood, who might be 
Ingocent, and from whom himſelf had never received 
any Injury, Whereupon the King miſſed of obtain» 
ing his Deſign, 

" Amo 1559, he publiſhed his famous Decades 
Sermonum , and {ent many of them into England, 
which greatly furthered the Reformation under 
Pions King Edward the Sixth : He alſo wrote a- 
gainſt the Council of Trent, proving therein many 
. Erroneous Decrees Repugnant to:the Word of God; 
_ ke likewiſe uſed his utmolt Diligence to ſettle the 
Church of Geneva, there having- ſome. Difference 
Sprung

Sprung up by the Teaching of one Bolſerxs and his 
Followers, and when in- the Perſecution of the 
Proteſtants under Queen /Aary many fled to Zarick, 
he plentifully provided for them, and was very 
Zealous for the Defence of the Proteſtant Religion, 
uſing his utmoſt- Diligence to Expunge the Bludra- 
tian Herely, which beginning in Poland, had ſpread 
it ſelf into many.-parts of Helveria;, the Spreaders 
of it, Teaching that our Saviour was not Man. 

A while after, he had a Conteſt with Brentizs, 
between whom many Books and Writings paſled, 
but at laſt they were Reconciled. The Popes Ci- 
tations coming out to Summon the Helvetian 
Miniſters to come to the Council of Trent, they 
refuſed it, alledging that it was not convenient 
{ they being Proteſtants) *for them to be at a Po- 
piſh Council. | 

And now Mr. Bullinger having ſpent himſelf with 
Labour and Study, fell Sick ; but upon the Pray= 
ers of the Churches, God was pleaſed to reſtore 
him at that time, but his Wife and one of his 
Davghters dyed of the Peſtilence; and the next 
Year two more of his Children, himſelf being al- 
ſo grievouſly Aflited with the Stone, yet wrote 
he his Confeſſion . of Faith, and ſent it to the 
Churches : He alſo Confuted the Pope's Bull which 
he ſent into England to Deprive Queen Elizabeth 
of her Royal Eſtate, Proving it too Imptous aad 
Hetetical. , 

In the Year 157, by reaſon of the Extremity 
of the Winter a Dearth Inſued, /xvhereupon the 
Synod decreed publick Prayersand Faſting through- 
Out their Territories, which was done with great: 
Sotettthity ; and the next Year Fappened the cruel 
Maſfacree in Fyance, where by the Hands of the 
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bloody Papiſts, fell to the Number of 20000Pro- 
teſtants, upon which- Mr. Bulinger wrote his Book 
of Perſecution;, and God's Judgment upon the 
Perſecutors; Exhorting the Perſecuted to Pati- 
ence and Conſtancy : And about that time a dread- 
ful Commet appeared in Caſfiope:a. | 
In the Year 1574 Mr. Bullnger again fell Sick, and 
his Diſeaſe Increaſing, many Godly Miniſters came 
to Viſit him, .but ſome Months after he Recoyered 
and Preached as: formerly, but ſoon Relapſed , 
when finding his Vital Spirits waſted, and Nature 
much decayed in him, he concluded his Death was 
at hand, and thereupon ſaid as followeth. | 
If the Lord will make any further Uſe of me and 
my Miniſtry in his Church, 1 will willingly obey him, 
but if he pleaſes ('as I nth deſire) to take me out of 
this miſerable Life, I fhall exceedingly Rejoyce that 
he will be ſo pleaſed as to take me out of this Miſeravle 
and Corrupt Age, to po to my Saviour Chrift. S0- 
crates (ſaid he) was glad when his Death approach- 
ed, becauſe he thought he ſhould go to Heſliod , Ho- 
mer, and other learned Aden Deceaſed, and whom he 
expetted to meet in the other World : Then how much 
more do 1 Foy, who am ſure that 1 ſhall ſee my Savi- 
eur Chriſt the S aints,Patriarchs, Prophets, Apoſtles, aud 
«ll Holy Men which have lived from the beginning of 
the World, Theſe (I ſay ) I am ſure to ſee, and to 
partakg with them in Foy; why "then ſhould not I be 
willing to Pye, to Injoy ther perpetual Society in 
Glory. | 


Then ſending forall the Miniſters of Zurick,he 
recommended to them the Care of the Church, 
Admonihed them to Unity and: Concord ,' } Per- 
iwadedthemſharply to reprehend Sin, and beware 
-of Drunkenneſs, bti:above all to reſpe& the Se- 
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The .Life, of Henry Bullioger. 1x33 *Y 
nate, who had been ſuch great Encouragers of the S 
Proteſtant Religion, and from whom, next Hea- 
ven, they mult expect their ProteCftion: And then 
with Tears told them, That he was not unyilling 
to leave them for bis own Sake, but for the Sake of 
the Church. 'T hen having written his Farewel to 
the Senate, and therein Admoniſhed them to rake 
Care of the Churches and Schools, and by their 
Permiſſion Choſen one Ralph Gualter his Succeſſor - 
He patiently Reſigned up his'Spirit into the Hands 

| of his Redeemer, dying Anno Chrifts 1575, and 
of his Age 71, to the great Grief of the Prote- 
ſtants, being a Man of ſingular Parts, a found 
Preacher, and an Eſtabliſher of the Helytrian 
Church. He wrote many Books, and Commented 
largly upon the Scripture, being a great Oppofer 
of the Anabapriſts,and an intire Lover Of all good 
Men. | |

The Life of Jouxn Fox. 


| Lg Fox was Born in Lzncolyſhireat the Town of 
Boſton Anno 1517, who was no ſooner brought 
up, but he was by his Parents ſent to Oxford, and 
there entred in Brazen-Noſe Colleds, where he aflq- 
ciated himſelf. with Dr. Nowell, and ſo increaſed 
in Learning that he became the Wonder of 'his 
hge; ſo that within a while he was choſen Fellow 
of. Mazdalch, Colledg , and won great Applaufe' by 
the many excellent Latin Themes he wrote, ap- 
6s | plying 
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plying his Time chiefly to the Study of Divine 
Things; and finding out the many Errors in the 
Popiſh Religion, he began to afte&t the Reformed 
Doctrine; and ſtill increaſing in Learning and 
Wiſdom, he wrote againſt the Popes Supremacy, 
which cauſed the Papilts greatly to inveigh againſt 
him, ulingtheir utmoſt Diligence to find out an 
Occaſion of Quarrel againſt him; andat laſt pre- 
vailed ſo far, that.he was examined about the 
Points of Religion, and Commanded to give a 
Confeſſion of his Faith, the which he refuſed not 
to do, as allo to prove it out of the Scripture - 
Yet that was not prevalent with his Advyerſaries, 
for they Condemned him for an Heretick, and Ex- 
pelled him the Colledg; whereupon he departed 
into Warwickſhire, and there was entertained by 
Sr. Thomas Lucie,and became a Tutor to his Children, 
where he married a Wife and continnved in great 
Reputation, till ſuch time as the Popiſh Inquiſi- 
tors came into thoſe Parts, -fot Fear of whom he 
was forced to withdraw himſelf. 

And now being deſtitute, he ſent to his Father- 
in-Law, that had married his Mofher, to know if 
he would entertain him, but he having got his 
Eſtate, made it a Pretence to Defraud him of it, 
* -that He was Convitted ana a dangerous Perſon, and 
that unleſs he would Renounce his Opinions, he durſt 
not entertainhim; yet -his Mother to far prevail'd, 
that he found Reception, his Wife going to her 
ewn Father, whither Mr. Fox came often to viſit 
her : Yet could he not long be ſheltered from his 
Perſecutors, for by their Spies they got Knowledg 
of his Aboad, which cauſed him to go for Londen, 
where he fell into extream Poverty, infomnch 


thathalf Starved as he was, he looked like , Ske- 
BT ' liton,

liton, when one day ſitting in St. Paul's Church, | 
a Perſon tohim unknown, came to him, and puta 
Sum of Mony into his Hand, bidding him gv and 
be Merry, and within a ſhort time expect Promoti- 
on. This he rook as ſent from Heaven, and re- 
turned all Praiſe to God, for his Mercy and Good- 
neſs towards him. 

Within three Days after the Dutcheſs of Rich- 
mond {ent for him, and appointed pim Tutor to 
the Earl of Purry's Children, who were then in 
her Charge, who ſo much profited by his Dili- 
gence, that in Learning they Excelled all the No- 
ble Youth of the Kingdom; and he continued 
with good liking the Remainder of King Henry's 
and all King Edward's Reign, being greatly Inſtru- 
mental in Reforming the Church, and Reſtoring, 
It to its Primitive Purity in the Reign of the lat- 
ter, which got him more ill Will amongſt the 
Pzpiſts. So that Queen Mary coming to the Crown, 
and all things being turned topſi-turvy, Gardener 
Biſhop of Wincheſter, his profeſſed Enemy, uſed 
his utmoſt Diligence to bring himinto a Snare, but 
he was defended againſt him a conſiderable time by 
the Dukeof Richmond, who when he deſired to de- 
part for fear of the Perſecution, told him That he. 
had yet Wealth, Favour, and Friends, and the For- 
tune of bis Houſe : And if any Miſchance prevailed. 
farther, that himſelf would partake of the Danger, 
and make the Deſtruttion mutual : That heremembred

After they had ſtaid a while there, they reſol- 
ved to paſs the Seas, but had ſcarce weighed An- 
chor when ſuch a Tempeſt aroſe that all the Mari- 
ners began tokar, and the Night being Dark,ſuch 
prodigious Storms of Hail and Rain fell, that they 
Joſt the uſe of their Compals; and after being 
tofſled about forty eight Hours, the Ship was 
forced back into the ſame Port from whence ſhe 
firſt ſet Sail; which many took for a Token of God's 
being Diſpleaſed at his Flight : Yeg Providence 1o 
ordered it, that whilſt the Ship was toſling upon 
the Ocean, he eſcaped a worſe Dariger on Land, 
for Gardiner had ſent a Purſeyant with Commiſſion 
to bring him back, who having ſearched the Farme 
Houſe, and underſtanding that he was on Board, 
and that the Veſlel had ſet Sail ſome Hours, before, 
he returned to him that ſent him, ere the Ship was 
driven into the Port. 
Mr. Fox being Landed took Horſe, as if he in- 
tended to ride for London, but in the Night he came 
on Board again, and the Ship hoiſing Sail, paſled 
the dangerous Seas ſafcly arriving at Newport, 
where he Landed, and aſter haying refreſhed him- 
ſelf, he together with his Wife and ſome others, 
went to Antwerp,. and foto Baſile, which was then 
a Place of free Reception. of poor diſtreſſed Fugi- | 
tives, who Were forced to leave their Countries 
for the Sake of the Lorg, Jeſus, and his everlaſt- 
ing Goſpel : And here he undertook to ny oe 
So rels, 
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Preſs, and at ſuch leiſure times as he could ſpare, 
he Wrote part of the Atts and Monuments of the 
Church, a Work famous to all Poſterity: And in 
this Station he continued till tie Death of Queen 
Mary, whoſe Death he had a little before tore- 
told, upon certain Notice of which, he with ſe- 
veral Piousand Learned Men returned into England, 
and were kindly received by Queen Elzabeth then 
Reigning ; © where Mr. Fox proſecuted his Work 
begun at Baſil, and ſo laboured therein thathe ſoon. 
brought it to a Period, which made the Papilts yet 
more 1nveigh againſt him, and endeavour what in 
them lay to diſparage both him and it; . but he 
ſo fully Confuted them, that with Shame and 
Confuſion of Face they were forced to give over. 
He finiſhing this great Work in eleven Years ſpace, . 
ſearching all the Records himſelf, and by his great 

Study and Travail therein much weakened his Bo- 
dy; yet for the good of the Church he ſpared no 
Pains. So that now his Fame being ſpread abroad, / 
many who retained Doubts and Scruples of Con«:

Whenany Rich Perſon-ſent him Prefents either 
m Mony or' otherwiſe, he would take it with one 
Hand, and with the other diftribute it amongſt 
ſuch as he thought had need, nor is it to be doubted 
that he had a ſingular Gift, of Prophecy, for he 
often foretold many things that came to paſs. 
One Day he going to Viſk the Lady Henage,who 
being Sick of aFeaver, and given over by her 
Phyſicians, after he had Prayed by her, he told her 
She had done well to prepare her ſelf for Death, but in- 
deed ſhe. ſhould not dye of that Sickneſs. Whereupon

But the Pope notwithſtanding 
his Bulls, Curſes with Bell, Book, and Candle,found

| he maugered the Malice of that proud Prelate,and

. Things being at this Paſs, - the Earl of Tyrower 
Rebelled in Ireland, againſt whom the great Earl 
of Surry was ſent, with a powerful Army, who 
ſoon cauſed the Rebels to Vaniſh; wherenpon the 
Earl of Ofſery was made Deputy, but within a ſhort 
'time Siſplaced, and the Earl of Kilder placed in his

which he attempted with great Coſt - But finding 
many wilſul Delays, he convened the Clergy of 
this Kingdom , but Cardinal Wolſey -would not 
meddle therein, unleſs a Cardinal was ſent to joyn 
with himin Commiſſion whereupon, at his Re- 
queſt, Cardinal Campejus was ſent by the Pope, 
with Power to crect a Court, there to hear the 
King's Objections, which was done accordingly. at a 
vaſt Charge, and thither the King and Queen were ' 
Cited, and many Debates: held ; fo thar at laſt all 
Men thinking it would have come to an-Ifſue, and 
nothing remained but the determinatory Sentence, 
for procuring a Divorce, Campejus Adjorned the 
Proceeding to be heard inthe Court of Rome, re- 
ferring the Sentence to the Determination. of the 
Pope. . 

Upon theſe Proceedings of the two Cardinals, 
the King was bighly Incenſed ; Ordered | Campejres 
to depart the Land, and for ſome Days. after Wol- 
ſey was forhid to come into his Preſence ; when as '
